His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  withdrawing",  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  L.

N  The  chair  requested  Senators  Entwistle  and  Hadley  to 
conduct  the  President  to  the  chair. 

The  President,  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the 
Senate  as  follows: 
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Senators: 

I  am  very  grateful  to  you  for  the  high  honor  you  have 
unanimously  conferred  upon  me.  I  shall  endeavor  to  so 
conduct  myself  that  you  will  not  regret  having  made  me 
your  presiding  officer.  It  has  been  suggested  that  legisla- 
tion is  needed  to  remedy  existing  evils.  If  so,  I  believe  it 
to  be  our  duty  to  immediately  consider  them ;  meet  each  sit- 
uation fairly ;  give  the  state  the  benefit  of  our  best  efforts ; 
assist  in  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  is  needed  and 
no  more,  and  return  to  our  homes  as  soon  as  consistent  with 
the  proper  performance  of  the  responsibilities  imposed 
upon  us.  Again  thanking  you,  the  chair  awaits  your 
pleasure. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hoskins  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  L.  Ashton  Thorp,  as  clerk,  be  elected  by 
acclamation ;  that  Martin  W.  Fitzpatrick,  as  assistant  clerk, 
be  elected  by  acclamation ;  that  William  H.  Weston,  as  ser- 
geant-at-arms,  be  elected  by  acclamation ;  that  Morris  T. 
Clement,  as  messenger,  be  elected  by  acclamation ;  and  that 
William  W.  Critchett,  as  doorkeeper,  be  elected  by  acclama- 
tion ;  and  that  L.  Ashton  Thorp,  Martin  W.  Fitzpatrick, 
William  H.  Weston,  Morris  T.  Clement  and  William  W. 
Critchett  are  hereby  elected  to  the  several  positions  named, 
respectively. 

Thereupon  L.  Ashton  Thorp,  Martin  W.  Fitzpatrick, 
William  H.  Weston,  Morris  T.  Clement  and  William  W. 
Critchett  appeared  and  signified  to  their  acceptance  and 
were  duly  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties 
before  the  President.

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Report  of  Joint  Committee  Appointed  Under  Concurrent 
Resolution  Relating  to  Transportation  of  Members. 

Said  committee  has  consulted  with  the  management  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Maine  Central  Rail- 
road companies  and  begs  to  report  that  the  management  of 
said  railroads  express  their  willingness  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract for  providing  the  transportation  specified  in  the 
"Concurrent  Resolution  Relating  to  Transportation  of 
Members"  for  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  considered 
reasonable  by  your  committee,  provided  such  contract  may 
be  legalized  if  not  now  permitted  by  statute. 

If  such  contract  shall  be  made,  your  committee  considers 
that  a  reasonable  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  said  railroads 
for  such  transportation  would  be  an  amount  equivalent  to 
the  mileage  provided  by  law  for  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture over  the  distance  traveled  by  such  members  on  the 
lines  respectively  operated  by  said  railroads  in  New  Hamp- 
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shire.  The  total  mileage  paid  members  of  the  Legislature 
for  the  session  of  1905  was  a  little  less  than  five  thousand 
dollars.  A  small  portion  of  this  sum  represents  mileage 
paid  to  members  for  travel  not  included  in  railroad 
journeys;  the  remainder,  amounting  to  over  forty-five 
hundred  dollars,  would  represent  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
said  railroads  under  the  arrangement  above  proposed. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  reports 
that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Maine  Central 
Railroad  companies  are  prepared  to  transport  the  mem- 
bers, officers  and  employes  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives between  their  respective  homes  and  the  capi- 
tal, at  all  times  during  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  and  also 
to  transport  within  the  state  all  committees  and  employes 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  when  traveling 
on  public  business,  for  the  consideration  to  be  paid  by  the 
state  of  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  mileage  provided  by 
law  for  the  members  of  the  Legislature  over  the  distance 
traveled  by  them  on  the  lines  respectively  operated  by  said 
railroads  in  New  Hampshire,  amounting  to  less  than  five 
thousand  dollars:  tickets  to  be  issued  to  all  such  persons, 
entitling  them  to  such  transportation,  but  in  no  event  en- 
titling them  to  transportation  over  any  portion  of  an  in- 
terstate journey. 

Your  committee  has  written  to  the  management  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway,  making  similar  inquiries  of  them, 
but  as  yet  has  received  no  reply.  Your  committee  has  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  said  railway  will  be  willing  to  enter 
into  an  arrangement  upon  the  same  terms  as  above  sug- 
gested, and  asks  leave  to  make  a  supplementary  report  af- 
ter receiving  reply  from  said  railway. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  information  con- 
tained in  this  report  be  referred  to  an  appropriate  standing 
committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  for 
their  consideration  in  connection  with  legislation  upon  said 
subject. 

Senator  "Wilcox  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted  as  a 
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report  of  progress  and  that  it  be  referred  to  an  appropriate 
standing  committee.

Pensions  may  be  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  to  any  fireman,  police  officer  or  constable,  who, 
by  reason  of  permanent  disability  directly  incurred  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  a  fireman,  police  officer 
or  constable,  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  active  service  as 
such,  or  to  any  fireman,  police  officer  or  constable  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  has  served  faith- 
fully for  not  less  than  twenty-five  years  next  preceding  the 
reaching  of  said  age;  provided,  however,  that  no  pension 
shall  be  granted  at  a  rate  exceeding  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum,  and  no  pension  shall  be  granted 
for  more  than  one  year  at  a  time. 

"Sect.  3.  No  pension  as  herein  specified  shall  be 
granted  unless  upon  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  one 
hundred  registered  and  legal  voters  of  a  city  and  not  less 
than  twenty-five  registered  and  legal  voters  of  a  town,  re- 
questing that  the  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  such  city  or  town  at 
the  next  biennial  election,  filed  with  the  city  or  town  clerk 
not  less  than  sixty  days  before  said  biennial  election. 

"Sect.  4.  When  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been 
accepted  by  any  city  or  town  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
preceding  section,  the  city  councils  of  such  city  or  the  se- 
lectmen of  such  town  shall  thereafter,  under  such  regula- 
tions and  restrictions  and  subject  to  such  provisions  as  they 
may  by  vote  or  ordinance  prescribe,  grant  pensions  as 
herein  authorized. 

"Sect.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage."

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  three 
words,  so  that  it  may  read,  "An  act  for  the  protection  of 
clams." 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
enacting  clause  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  A  town  may  at  an  annual  or  special  meet- 
ing by  major  vote  regulate  the  digging  of  clams  within  its 
limits  and  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  restricting 
the  sale  thereof  as  are  reasonable,  and  may  authorize  its 
municipal  officers  to  issue  permits  in  accordance  with  said 
regulations;  but  no  inhabitant  of  such  town  or  transient 
person  therein  shall  be  restricted  in  the  taking  of  clams  for 
the  consumption  of  himself  or  family. 

"This  section  shall  not  apply  to  hotel  keepers  taking 
clams  for  the  use  of  their  hotels,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  fisher- 
men resident  in  the  town  taking  clams  for  bait. 

"Sect.  2.  The  canning,  packing  and  barreling,  either 
fresh  or  in  salt,  and  the  digging  of  clams  for  shipment  out 
of  the  state  is  hereby  prohibited;  but  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  barreling  of  clams  in  the  shell  for  consumption 
in  this  state. 

"Sect.  3.  Whoever  takes  clams  contrary  to  municipal 
regulations  authorized  by  section  1  of  this  act,  or  whoever 
violates  section  2  of  this  act,  shall,  for  each  offense,  be 
fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  thirty  days. 

' '  Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  and 
all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed." 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendments  adopted  and  the 
bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  3  o'clock. 
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Senator  Boutwell,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  to  prohibit  free  transportation 
by  common  carriers,  and  for  other  purposes,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendment  and  recommended  its 
passage : 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  Any  person  who  being  governor,  member 
of  the  executive  council,  member  or  member-elect  of  the 
General  Court,  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  justice  of 
the  Superior  Court,  judge  of  probate,  justice  of  a  Police 
or  Municipal  Court,  county  solicitor,  county  sheriff,  county 
commissioners,  or  a  salaried  state  officer,  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  council,  or  elected  by  the  Legislature,  whose 
transportation  expenses  are  made,  by  statute,  a  charge  upon 
the  state  treasury,  and  for  whose  transportation  authority 
is  provided  in  section  2  of  this  act,  who  requests  for  himself 
or  another,  accepts  or  uses  any  free  pass  upon  a  steam  rail- 
road, or  any  ticket  which  entitles  him  to  transportation 
upon  a  steam  railroad,  for  which  he  has  paid  a  less  price 
than  is  demanded  of  the  public  generally,  and  an  officer, 
agent  or  employe  of  a  steam  railroad  corporation  who  know- 
ingly issues,  delivers  or  offers  to  any  person  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  or  to  or  for  any  other  person  at  the  request,  so- 
licitation or  procurement  of  any  such  person  a  free  pass  or 
any  ticket  which  entitles  him  to  transportation  at  a  less 
rate  of  fare  than  is  demanded  of  the  public  generally,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred,  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

"Sect.  2.  The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  contract  prior  to  each  regular  and  extra  session  of 
the  General  Court  for  the  steam  railroad  transportation  of 
the  members,  officers  and  employes  of  the  same :  the  gover- 
nor is  also  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  contract  for 
the  transportation  of  the  salaried  state  officers,  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  council  or  elected  by  the  Legislature, 
whose   transportation    expenses    are   made,   by   statute,    a 
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charge  upon  the  state  treasury,  during  their  respective 
terms  of  office. 

"Said  contract  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  state 
and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  upon 
the  warrant  of  the  governor.  Such  payment  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  mileage  of  members  and  officers  of  the  General 
Court  now  provided  by  statute,  except  that  the  members 
and  officers  of  the  General  Court  who  reside  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  nearest  railroad  station  shall  each  receive 
twenty  cents  per  mile  for  their  travel  to  and  from  their 
homes  to  such  railroad  station  each  week  and  such  payment 
for  the  transportation  of  salaried  state  officers  shall  be  a 
full  discharge  of  the  state  for  all  transportation  expenses 
of  such  state  officers  on  steam  railroads. 

"Sect.  3.  Any  person  being,  or  serving  as,  a  delegate  to 
a  political  convention  within  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
who  requests,  accepts  or  uses  any  free  pass,  or  any  ticket 
which  entitles  him  to  transportation  upon  any  steam  rail- 
road in  New  Hampshire,  to  or  from  the  political  convention 
in  which  he  is  to  serve  as  a  delegate,  for  which  he  has  paid 
a  less  price  than  is  at  the  time  demanded  of  the  public  gen- 
erally for  like  transportation ;  and  any  officer,  agent  or  em- 
ploye of  a  steam  railroad  corporation  who  issues,  delivers  or 
offers  to  any  such  person,  knowing  him  to  be  a  delegate  as 
aforesaid,  a  free  pass,  or  any  ticket  which  entitles  him  to 
transportation  to  or  from  the  political  convention  in  which 
he  is  to  serve  as  a  delegate,  at  a  less  rate  of  fare  than  is  at 
the  time  demanded  of  the  public  generally  for  like  transpor- 
tation, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred, nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

"Sect.  4.  The  inhibitions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  railroad  officials,  or  employes  or  their  families,  or 
agents,  surgeons,  attorneys-at-law,  or  witnesses  attending 
any  investigation  or  trial  in  which  they  are  interested. 

"Sect.  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
14 
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be  construed  as  affecting  the  provisions  of  section  4,  chap- 
ter 160  of  the  Public  Statutes." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  amendment  be  adopted? 

Senator  Chase  offered  an  amendment  to  the  bill. 

The  chair  ruled  that  the  Senator  was  out  of  order,  inas- 
much as  no  amendment  to  the  bill  could  be  considered  until 
the  question  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  reported  by 
the  committee  was  decided. 

The  question  being  again  stated  upon  the  adoption  of 
the  amendment  of  the  committee,  the  affirmative  prevailed 
on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Shedd  moved  that  the  rules  be  so  far  suspended 
that  the  bill  be  placed  on  its  third  reading  and  final  pas- 
sage at  the  present  time  and  by  its  title  only. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  rules  be  suspended? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  rules 
were  suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title, 
passed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  con- 
currence in  Senate  amendment. 

Senator  Harden,  for  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game, 
to  whom  had  been  recommitted  An  act  levying  a  tax  on 
resident  hunters,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment  and  recommended  its  passage :

COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Senator  "Worthen,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  to  authorize  the  Atlantic  Shore 
Line  Railway  to  operate  a  ferry  across  the  Piscataqua 
river  from  Maine  to  New  Hampshire  and  from  New 
Hampshire  to  Maine  and  to  confer  upon  said  corporation 
the  right  of  eminent  domain,  reported  the  same  without 
amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading  this  afternoon  at  3  o'clock. 

Senator  Marden,  for  the  Committee  on  State  Prison  and 
Industrial  School,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  chapter  264  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to 
industrial  schools,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  adding  the  following  new  section,  to 
be  known  as  section  2 : 

"Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1907." 
The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and,  on 
motion  of  Senator  Wilcox,  the  rules  were  so  far  suspended 
that  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence  in 
amendment. 

MAJORITY  AND  MINORITY  REPORTS. 

A  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was 
referred  House  bill  No.  166,  entitled,  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Spaulding,  Jones  Power  Company,"  submitted 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  pass  the  bill 
as  it  came  from  the  House  of  Representatives  would  be 
inexpedient.  The  Baker  amendment  is  resolutely  opposed 
hy  all  the  interested  parties  who  oppose  the  bill,  so  far  as 
the  reference  to  three  hydraulic  experts  is  concerned;  and, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  ought  to  be  taken  out 
if  the  bill  is  to  pass.  The  height  to  which  the  dam  with 
the  flash-boards  can  be  constructed  and  maintained  ought, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  to  be  definitely  fixed  in 
the  bill  if  one  is  to  pass. 

We  think  the  limit  of  63  feet  below  the  crest  of  the 
Amoskeag  stone  dam  at  Manchester  is  the  lowest  figure  for 
the  top  of  the  flash-boards  of  the  proposed  new  dam  that 
is  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road, the  Devonshire  Mills,  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing 
Co.,  and  the  other  business  interests  and  homes  along  the 
Merrimack  and  Piscataquog  rivers  in  Manchester. 

The  petitioners  ask  that  the  Baker  amendment  be  re- 
tained in  the  bill  and  that  the  height  of  the  dam  be  left 
to  be  determined  by  three  engineers  to  be  appointed  by 
the  court,  but  they  have  said  over  their  own  signatures  that 
any  limitation  of  the  height  of  their  permanent  dam  to 
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any  figure  greater  than  58  feet  below  the  crest  of  the  Amos- 
keag  dam  will  prevent  the  erection  of  any  dam  by  them. 

To  pass  the  bill  as  it  is  will  be  the  enactment  of  a  law 
which  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  have  but  one 
effect,  and  that  is  to  institute  long  and  expensive  litigation 
which  will  admittedly  delay  the  construction  of  any  dam 
for  many  months  and  perhaps  for  several  years. 

The  committee  believe  that  the  importance  of  the  inter- 
ests at  stake  in  such  a  controversy  is  too  great  to  justify 
the  passage  of  this  bill  in  its  present  form  now,  and  inas- 
much as  the  petitioners  for  the  bill  desire  it  in  that  form, 
and  it  does  not  seem  that  any  progress  can  be  made  within 
the  next  two  years  in  the  actual  building  of  the  dam,  we 
recommend  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature,  in  the  hope  that,  before  that  session  meets, 
the  parties  interested  for  and  against  the  dam  may  be  able 
to  come  to  some  agreement  which  will  permit  the  develop- 
ment of  such  water  power  as  can  be  developed  without 
injury  to  vested  interests  on  the  river  above  the  proposed 
new  dam ;  for  we  do  not  believe  that  new  industries  are 
desirable  when  established  at  the  risk  and  peril  of  long- 
established  industries  and  of  the  communities  which  have 
grown  up  around  them. 

We,  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  there- 
fore recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  r 

Resolved,  That  House  bill  No.  166.  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Spaulding.  Jones  Power  Company,"  be 
referred  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.

The  minority  report  was  as  follows : 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  committee  are  unable 
to  agree  with  the  majority,  that  House  bill  No.  166,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Spaulding,  Jones  Power 
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Company,"  should  be  referred  to  the  next  Legislature,  as- 
recommended  by  the  majority. 

The  bill  as  passed  by  the  House  does  not  fix  the  height 
of  the  dam  in  feet,  but  provides  that  it  shall  not  be  built 
of  such  a  height  as  to  interfere  with  the  water  power  of 
the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Company  at  Manchester 
either  at  low,  medium  or  high  water  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  or  to  raise  the  water  in  time  of  flood  under  the  rail- 
road bridge  at  Goff  's  Falls  beyond  the  point  where  it  would 
be  raised  if  the  dam  should  not  be  built,  and  to  such  point 
as  would  increase  the  danger  to  the  bridge,  and  further 
provides  that  no  dam  shall  be  built  until  a  commission  of 
three  experts,  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  of  Hills- 
borough County,  shall  have  determined  at  what  height  the 
dam  may  be  built  under  the  above  limitations. 

The  hearing  before  the  Senate  committee  was  very  brief 
and  both  supporters  and  opponents  of  the  bill  agreed  that 
it  was  impossible  fully  to  present  the  evidence  in  the  case 
in  the  short  time  allowed. 

We  believe  it  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  that  all  its  great  water  powers  should  be  devel- 
oped. "We  do  not  believe  that  this  committee  or  the  Senate 
should  undertake  to  forbid  the  development  of  this  power, 
which  is  the  practical  effect  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
majority  of  the  committee. 

The  general  clauses  protecting  the  Amoskeag  Company 
and  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  from  interference  afford 
ample  protection  to  all  interests  which  would  be  affected. 
The  question  of  how  high  the  dam  may  be  built  under 
those  limitations  is  a  question  for  experts  to  decide  after 
long  and  thorough  investigation  and  the  bill  as  passed  by  * 
the  House  provides  for  such  investigation  and  decision  by 
unprejudiced  experts  to  be  appointed  by  the  court.  We 
believe  that  any  other  method  of  determining  this  ques- 
tion would  be  most  unjust. 

The  arguments  of  the  opponents  of  the  bill  as  to  danger 
to  the  business  of  the  Devonshire  Mills  and  as  to  danger 
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to  the  public  health  from  sewage  were  fully  and  satisfac- 
torily met  by  the  testimony  of  the  experts  for  the  peti- 
tioners. We  are  convinced  that  the  interests  of  all  persons 
and  corporations  who  might  be  affected  are  fully  protected 
under  the  bill  as  it  passed  the  House. 

We  therefore,  a  minority  of  the  committee,  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  bill  in  the  form  in  which  it  came  before 
the  Senate  committee  as  it  passed  the  House.

and  further  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  or  affect  any  manufacturing  industry  or  the  property 
of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  used  for  manufacturing 
purposes  in  the  town  of  Meredith." 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and,  on 
motion  of  Senator  Saltmarsh,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed 
and  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence 
in  amendment.

Mr.  President: 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  passed  a  bill  with  the 
following  title,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asks  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Honorable  Senate  : 

An  act  to  create  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  New  Hampshire,  and  his  successors,  a  corpora- 
tion sole. 

The  above  entitled  bill,  sent  up  from  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, was  read  a  first  and  second  time  by  title,  under 
a  suspension  of  the  rules,  on  motion  of  Senator  Libby,  and 
on  motion  of  the  same  senator,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title 
and  passed.

Senator  Hadley,  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Health,  at 
whose  request  had  been  returned  the  new  draft  to  the  fol- 
lowing entitled  bill,  with  accompanying  report,  at  the 
morning  session,  reported  the  original  bill  with  the  follow- 
ing amendments  and  recommended  its  passage : 

An  act  to  extend  the  duties  of  boards  of  health  and  to 
provide  for  the  sanitary  conduct  of  barber  shops. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  Boards  of  health  of  towns  and  cities  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  promulgate  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  barber  shops : 

"Barber  shops  or  places  where  the  trade  is  carried  on 
shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

"Mugs,  shaving  brushes  and  razors  shall  be  sterilized  by 
immersion  in  boiling  water  or  some  sterilizing  solution 
after  every  separate  use  thereof. 

"A  clean  towel  shall  be  used  for  each  person. 

"Alum,  or  other  material,  used  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood, 
shall  be  used  only  in  powdered  form. 

"The  use  of  powder  puffs  and  sponges  is  prohibited. 

"Every  barber  shop  shall  be  provided  with  hot  water. 

"No  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  sleep  in  any 
room  used  wholly  or  in  part  for  tonsorial  purposes  nor 
shall  the  business  of  a  barber  be  carried  on  in  any  room 
used  as  a  sleeping  apartment. 
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"Every  barber  shall  cleanse  his  hands  thoroughly  imme- 
diately after  serving  each  customer. 

"Sect.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  herein,  or  any  other  rules  and  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  boards  of  health  for  the  protection 
of  the  public  health  in  barber  shops,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

"Sect.  3.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  boards  of  health  in  the  several  towns 
and  cities  to  regularly  inspect  all  barber  shops  and  prose- 
cute such  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
come  or  be  brought  to  their  notice. 

"Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage." 

Also  amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  word 
"conduct"  therein  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"management." 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendments  adopted,  and  on 
motion  of  Senator  Shedd,  the  rules  were  so  far  suspended 
that  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed  and  sent 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence  in  Senate 
amendments.

Said  corporation  is  further  authorized  and 
empowered  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease  or  other  convey- 
ance the  property  and  franchises  (including  locations  for 
poles  and  wires)  of  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the 
same  or  similar  lines  of  business,  and  lo  pay  for  Voe  same 
in  cash  or  stock  or  both,  in  such  amounts  and  upon  such 
other  terms  as  may  be  accepted  by  such  other  corporation 
by  a  majority  vote  of  its  stockholders  at  a  duly  called 
meeting;  and  such  other  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
to  lease,  sell,  or  otherwise  convey  its  property  and  fran- 
chises as  aforesaid  to  said  White  Mountain  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Company,  subject  to  the  foregoing  provisions  as 
to  terms  of  sale.  In  case  any  stockholder  of  such  lessor  or 
vendor  corporation  shall  dissent  from  such   lease,  sale  or 
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conveyance,  the  stock  of  such  dissenting  stockholder  may 
be  acquired  by  the  lessor  or  vendor  corporation  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  is  provided  by  chapter 
156  of  the  Public  Statutes  in  the  case  of  dissent  of  stock- 
holders from  railroad  leases."

Senator  Lord  submitted  a  minority  report  as  follows : 

The  undersigned  is  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority  in 
the  report  of  House  bill  No.  434,  believing  the  present  draft 
provides  for  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  accruing  from 
the  joint  highway  account,  as  a  surplus,  to  which  all  sec- 
tions of  the  state  have  contributed  by  taxation  equally,  in  a 
manner  which  is  unjust  and  inequitable. 

"We  believe  such  a  method  of  expenditure  should  be 
adopted  that  will  safeguard  the  business  interests  of  all 
sections  of  the  state,  and  provide  for  the  expenditure  of 
this  surplus  on  at  least  three  principal  highways  repre- 
senting the  interests  of  the  eastern,  central  and  western 
parts  of  our  state. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  bill  in  its  present  form  be 
referred  to  the  next  Legislature.

the  north  line  of  Cambridge  and  in  the  thirteen  mile  woods, 
so  called,  in  the  town  of  Errol.  The  appropriation  called 
for  by  this  section  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  appropriation 
for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways  made  by  sec- 
tion 10,  chapter  35,  Laws  of  1905." 

Further  amend  by  adding  the  following  new  section,  to 
be  known  as  section  5 : 

' '  Sect.  5.  That  the  sum  of  $30,000  be  and  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  purchase  and  equipment  of  the  armory 
property  in  the  City  of  Nashua,  now  owned  by  the  Nashua 
Armory  Association,  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard 
now  located  in  said  city ;  and  the  governor  and  council  are 
hereby  authorized  to  make  said  purchase  in  the  name  of 
the  state  and  to  take  all  action  necessary  to  properly  equip 
the  same.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  said  sum  shall  be 
paid  by  said  state  on  January  15,  1908,  and  the  balance  of 
said  sum  on  May  1,  1909,  and  upon  payment  of  the  first 
$15,000,  as  above  stipulated,  the  governor  and  council  shall 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  said  property.  That  the  sum 
of  $30,000  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  an  armory  in  the 
City  of  Concord,  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  located 
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in  said  city,  and  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  plans  for  the 
construction,  completion  and  equipment  of  the  same,  said 
sum  to  be  expended  under  their  direction.  Fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  of  said  sum  shall  be  paid  by  said  state  on 
January  15,  1908,  and  the  balance  of  said  sum  on  May  1, 
1909.  And  upon  the  payment  of  the  first  $15,000,  as  above 
stipulated,  the  governor  and  council  shall  contract  for  the 
construction  of  said  building.  When  said  armories  shall 
have  been  purchased,  completed  and  equipped  the  governor 
and  council  shall  make  all  necessary  and  needful  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  management  of  the  same. 

"The  governor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  said  sum  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated."

seventh  line  of  said  section  1  after  the  word  "year"  the 
words  "or  within  the  limits  of  the  County  of  Grafton,  ex- 
cept from  the  first  day  of  November  to  the  fifteenth  day  of

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December  of  each  year,"  so  that  said  section  1  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  Amend  section  16  of  chapter  79,  Session 
Laws  of  1901,  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"  'Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  hunt,  catch,  kill  or  de- 
stroy any  deer  within  the  limits  of  Coos  and  Carroll  coun- 
ties, except  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the  first  day  of 
December  of  each  year,  or  within  the  limits  of  the  County 
of  Grafton,  except  from  the  first  day  of  November  to  the 
fifteenth  day  of  December  of  each  year,  or  within  the  limits 
of  the  Counties  of  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Mer- 
rimack. Belknap,  Strafford  and  Rockingham,  except  from 
the  first  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  of  each  year,  and 
then  with  shotguns  only,  using  buckshot  not  smaller  than 
one-fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  except  within  the  limits 
of  Carroll,  Coos  and  Grafton  counties. 

"  'Nothing  in  the  foregoing  shall  be  construed  to  deprive 
any  person  of  his  right  at  any  time  to  protect  his  property 
by  the  use  of  shotguns  against  the  depredation  of  deer,  but 
any  person  so  killing  them  during  the  closed  season  shall 
immediately  notify  the  fish  and  game  commissioners  of  this 
fact,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for 
failure  to  do  so.'  "

Robinson,  George  W.  Downing,  I.  Eugene  Keeler,  Edward 
J.  Gallagher  and  Frank  M.  Shackford  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  each ;  that  John  K.  Law  and 
William  H.  Weston  be  allowed  the  sum  of  four  dollars 
each;  that  Edward  M.  Nason  be  allowed  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars;  that  George  W.  Lowry  and  Samuel  A. 
Clay  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  each ;  that 
Henry  G.  Durrell  and  S.  S.  Ford  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each;  that  James  Loughlin  and  Edgar  H.

Davis,  George  A.  Rainville,  Walter  J.  A.  Ward,  William 
E.  Thayer,  George  H.  Brigham.  Porter  Crane,  Howard  0. 
Nelson,  James  H.  Brown,  William  W.  Critchett  and  Morris 
T.  Clement  be  allowed  the  sum  of  three  dollars  and  fifty 
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cents  each ;  that  Richard  P.  Burke,  Frank  A.  Willey,  Ar- 
thur F.  Bickford.  Harry  A.  Robinson,  Harold  L.  Davis 
and  Bernard  W.  Carey  be  allowed  the  further  sum  of  two 
dollars  each. 

Also  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments  appro- 
priating to  Michael  F.  Shea,  John  F.  Gallagher.  John  A. 
Connolly,  Thomas  F.  Riordan,  Owen  Kenney,  2d.  Timothy 
F.  Horan,  John  F.  Murphy  and  Martin  Connor  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each,  said  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  being  hereinafter  provided  for 
to  the  amount  of  seventy-five  dollars  each,  for  expenses  in- 
curred in  maintaining  their  rights  severally  to  seats  in  the 
House  of  Representatives;  and  also  that  the  Senate  recede 
from  its  amendment  appropriating  to  George  AV.  Parsons 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  said  Parsons  being 
hereinafter  provided  for  to  the  amount  of  seventy-five 
dollars. 

Section  2,  added  by  the  Senate  to  said  joint  resolution  is 
amended  by  inserting  the  word  "thereby"  in  the  fifth  line 
of  said  section  after  the  word  "and." 

And  the  committee  recommends  that  the  Senate  recede 
from  its  position  as  to  appropriating  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars to  the  Industrial  School  in  said  section,  the  sum  of 
twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  being  herein- 
after appropriated  for  said  school. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  Senate  re- 
cede from  its  position  as  to  sections  3  and  4  of  said  joint 
resolution,  which  said  sections  were  inserted  by  the  Senate, 
and  that  said  sections  be  struck  out  altogether  from  said 
joint  resolution,  said  sections  being  as  follows : 

"Sect.  3.  That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  funds  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  erec- 
tion of  a  bridge  and  creation  of  a  highwaj^  over  the  Andros- 
coggin river  in  the  town  of  Dummer,  at  the  foot  of  Pontuck 
falls.  The  appropriation  called  for  by  said  section  shall 
be  a  charge  upon  the  appropriation  for  the  permanent  im- 
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provement  of  highways  made  by  section  10,  chapter  35,  of 
the  Laws  of  1905. 

"Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars 
($1600)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
repair  of  that  section  of  the  Berlin  road,  so  called,  in  the 
town  of  Errol  running  from  a  point  opposite  the  house  of 
the  late  L.  H.  Grover  alongside  the  Androscoggin  river  and 
in  the  Thirteen-mile  woods,  so  called,  in  the  town  of  Errol." 

The  appropriation  called  for  by  this  section  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  the  appropriation  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  highways  made  by  section  10,  chapter  35,  Laws  of 
1905. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  Senate  re- 
cede from  its  position  as  to  section  5  of  the  joint  resolution 
proposed  by  the  Senate,  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Strike  out  in  the  first  line  of  said  section  the  words 
"thirty  thousand"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred."  Also  strike  out 
in  the  second  line  of  said  section  the  words  "and  equip- 
ment" and  insert  after  the  word  "property"  in  the  third 
line  of  said  section  the  words  "and  its  equipment."  Also 
strike  out  in  the  sixth  line  after  the  word  "state"  the 
words  "and  to  take  action  necessary  to  properly  equip  the 
same."  Also  strike  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  the  seventh, 
tenth,  eighteenth,  and  twenty-first  lines  of  said  section  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  "fourteen."  Also  strike 
out  the  words  "thirty  thousand"  in  the  twelfth  line  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "twenty-seven  thousand 
five  hundred",  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

"Sect.  5.  That  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  armory  property  and  its  equipment  in  the  City 
of  Nashua,  now  owned  by  the  Nashua  Armory  Association, 
for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  now  located  in  said  city; 
and  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
said  purchase  in  the  name  of  the  state.  Fourteen  thousand 
dollars  of  said  sum  shall  be  paid  by  said  state  on  January 
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15,  1908,  and  the  balance  of  said  sum  on  May  1,  1909,  and 
upon  the  payment  of  the  first  fourteen  thousand  dollars  as 
above  stipulated,  the  governor  and  council  shall  contract 
for  the  purchase  of  said  property.  That  the  sum  of 
twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing and  equipping  an  armory  in  the  City  of  Concord  for 
the  use  of  the  National  Guard  located  in  said  city,  and  the 
governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  all 
necessary  contracts  for  plans  for  construction,  completion 
and  equipment  of  the  same,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under 
their  direction.  Fourteen  thousand  dollars  of  said  sum 
shall  be  paid  by  said  state  on  January  15,  1908,  and  the 
balance  of  said  sum  on  May  1,  1909.  And  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  first  fourteen  thousand  dollars  as  above  stipu- 
lated, the  governor  and  council  shall  contract  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  building  When  said  armories  shall  have 
been  purchased,  completed  and  equipped,  the  governor  and 
council  shall  make  all  necessary  and  needful  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  management  of  the  same. 

"The  governor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  said  sum  out  of  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. ' ' 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  following 
amendments  be  adopted:

On  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven,  being  the  day

Charles  M.  Floyd  and  inform  him  officially  of  his  election 
as  Governor  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  reported  that 
they  had  attended  to  that  duty;  that  the  Governor-elect 
had  accepted  said  office,  and  would  meet  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  in  convention  at  the  earliest  con- 
venient time  to  take  the  oath  of  office  and  make  such  com- 
munication as  he  might  deem  proper. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Lord  of  District  No.  5,  for  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  inform  the  Honorable  Councilors  of  their  elec- 
tion,  reported  that  the  committee  had  attended  to  its  duty, 
and  had  notified  the  gentlemen  of  their  election.

The  Governor,  Governor-elect  and  the  Honorable  Coun- 
cil then  came  in,  and  the  Hon.  Charles  M.  Floyd,  Governor- 
elect,  then  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office  and  the 
oaths  of  allegiance  before  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
in  the  presence  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  where- 
upon the  Hon.  John  Scammon,  President  of  the  Senate, 
made  proclamation  as  follows : 

Charles  M.  Floyd,  having  been  duly  elected  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the  oaths 
prescribed  by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  and 
proclaim  His  Excellency  Charles  M.  Floyd,  Governor  of 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office  during  the 
period  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
state,  and  I  present  Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the 
constitution  of  the  state  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your 
official  duties. 

His  Excellency  then  read  the  following  message : 

Gentlemen,  Members  of  the  General  Court  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire: 

In  assembling  to  assume  the  obligations  of  the  official  po- 
sitions to  which  our  fellow  citizens  have  assigned  us,  we 
may  congratulate  ourselves,  and  them,  that  their  efforts  to 
advance  in  all  healthful  ways  have,  under  the  protection  of 
a  kind  Providence,  been  successful  and  that  there  is  little 
in  their  history  to  be  greatly  deplored  and  nothing  to  cloud 
their  future. 

From  1880  to  1900  our  population  increased  from  346,- 
991  to  411,588,  or  more  than  eighteen  per  cent. 

Since  1881  the  inventory  valuation  of  our  towns  and 
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cities  has  risen  from  $108,964,000  to  $231,641,000,  an  in- 
crease of  thirty-seven  per  cent.,  and  the  real  valuation  at 
least  one  third  more  than  this.  Our  taxable  savings  bank 
deposits  from  $31,913,000  to  $60,010,000,  an  increase  of 
eighty-eight  per  cent.  Our  railroad,  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone valuation  from  $15,083,000  to  $26,409,000,  an  in- 
crease of  seventy-five  per  cent.  Our  town  taxes  from 
$2,615,000  to  $4,586,000,  an  increase  of  seventy-five  per 
cent.  Our  savings  bank  taxes  from  $319,000  to  $452,000, 
an  increase  of  forty-one  per  cent.  Our  railroad,  telephone, 
telegraph  taxes  from  $184,000  to  $446,000,  an  increase  of 
142  per  cent.,  and  this  increase  of  revenue  which  has  come 
with  only  slight  raising  of  the  tax  rate  upon  individual 
property  has  almost  entirely  been  applied  to  the  relief  of 
the  poor  and  afflicted,  the  education  of  the  young,  the  re- 
duction of  the  state  debt  and  public  improvements  which 
are  for  the  benefit  of  all  our  people. 

From  1890  to  1905  the  capital  employed  in  our  manufac- 
turing establishments  increased  from  $79,375,000  to  $109,- 
495,000,  the  number  of  the  wage  earners  from  60,000  to 
65,000,  the  amount  of  their  wages  from  $21,927,000  to  $27,- 
693,000,  the  cost  of  the  materials  from  $47,754,000  to 
$73,216,000,  and  the  value  of  the  products  from  $85,770,000 
to  $123,610,000.  From  1890  to  1900  the  value  of  our  farm 
products  increased  from  $13,761,000  to  $21,929,000. 

Within  ten  years  what  is  known  as  the  summer  business 
has  expanded  by,  leaps  and  bounds  until  it  represents  a 
gross  income  estimated  at  more  than  $10,000,000  annually. 

In  1890  the  total  payments  of  the  state  treasurer  for  the 
support  of  charitable  and  educational  institutions  were 
$43,780.  Last  year  for  the  same  purpose  they  were  $215,- 
000. 

In  1890  the  payments  in  aid  of  highways  were  $7,264; 
last  year  they  were  $62,112. 

A  half  century  of  the  most  searching  investigations,  in- 
spired alike  by  good  citizenship  and  party  necessities,  has 
failed  to  disclose  any  jobbery,  corruption,  embezzlement  or 
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other  dishonesty,  or  any  gross  extravagance  or  great  waste 
in  the  administration  of  our  state  affairs. 

These  are  not  the  statistics  of  a  decayed  or  a  decaying  or 
a  misgoverned  state.  They  are  the  facts  concerning  one  of 
the  original  Thirteen,  whose  people,  with  limited,  natural  re- 
sources that  were  supposed  to  have  been  all  developed  fifty 
years  ago,  and  few  advantages  of  location,  have  by  their 
industry,  thrift  and  public  spirit,  kept  pace  with  those 
more  highly  favored.  They  are  not  the  facts  that  call  for 
revolution  or  violent  or  radical  reforms.  They  tell  us  to 
proceed  in  the  course  of  our  predecessors,  adhering  to  their 
general  policies,  and  deviating  therefrom  only  when  it  is 
clear  that  the  changes  of  time  and  circumstances  demand  it. 

At  the  same  time- we  should  remember  that  in  human  af- 
fairs there  are  always  mistakes  to  be  corrected,  that  we  may 
go  too  fast  and  too  far  in  paths  that  hitherto  have  been 
safe,  and  honest  inquiry  as  to  whether  matters  can  be  im- 
proved upon,  is  always  to  be  welcomed.  In  dealing  with 
the  money  of  our  constituents,  wise  economy  should  go 
hand  in  hand  with  liberal  and  careful  provision  for  the 
public  needs  and  welfare.  The  tendency  of  the  times, 
especially  in  public  expenditures,  is  strongly  towards  prod- 
igality. State  institutions  once  established  cannot  be 
abandoned,  and  their  financial  wants  steadily  increase. 
Enterprises,  projects  and  schemes  which  once  secure  state 
aid  are,  as  a  rule,  perpetual  public  charges  with  constantly 
increasing  demands  upon  their  treasury.  Hence  every 
Legislature  is  surrounded  by  claimants  who,  approaching  it 
in  the  name  of  charity,  morality,  education  and  the  pub- 
lic good,  insist  upon  appropriations  which  are  neither  mod- 
erate nor  within  the  ability  of  the  taxpayers  to  meet  with- 
out unreasonable  taxation.  Constant  vigilance  and  tire- 
less courage  are  needed  to  keep  the  grants  to  these  within 
the  bounds  set  by  prudence.

state  finances. 

On  the  first  day  of  June,  1886,  the  net  indebtedness  of 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire  was  $2,998,000.  On  the 
first  da}7  of  June,  1904,  this  amount  had  been  so  decreased 
that  the  total  outstanding  bonded  and  other  indebtedness 
of  the  state  amounted  to  $617,768,  an  annual  average  de- 
crease during  eighteen  years  of  $132,265. 

During  the  year  1905  the  state  debt  increased  $171,191, 
amounting  to  $788,960  on  June  1st  of  that  year. 
During  the  year  1906  there  has  been  a  further  increase  of 
indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  $109,175,  giving  a  total 
debt,  June  1,  1906,  of  $898,135. 

With  the  debt  at  its'  lowest  point  in  1904,  the  Legislature 
reduced  the  annual  state  tax  from  $425,000  to  $300,000, 
an  amount  ample  to  meet  all  expenses  had  there  been  no 
extraordinary  demand  upon  the  state  treasury,  but  the 
extraordinary  appropriations  by  the  Legislature  of  1903 
forced  a  restoration  of  the  tax  in  1905  to  $425,000.  The 
increase  of  the  debt  during  1904  and  1905  has  been  due 
mainly  to  the  assumption  by  the  state  of  financial  bur- 
dens that  previously  had  been  borne  by  counties,  towns 
and  individuals.  It  has  recently  assumed  the  care  of  all 
the  indigent  and  convict  insane,  the  support  and  instruc- 
tion of  the  feeble-minded,  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  state  highways,  has  extended  aid  to  the  common 
schools  in  country  towns,  contributed  to  the  payment  of 
tuition  of  country  children  in  high  schools,  voted  large 
gratuities  to  Dartmouth  College  and  been  very  free  in  its 
financial  maintenance  of  other  educational  institutions. 

As  shown  by  the  report  of  the  state  treasurer,  the  total 
stale  revenues  in  the  fiscal  year,  1905,  won1  $581,707,  and 
in  1906  they  were  $727,964,  making  $1,309,672,  with  a 
state  lax  of  $300,000  in  1905  and  of  $425,000  in  1906. 

His  payments  during  the  two  years  for  charitable,  edu- 
cational and  highway  purposes  were  as  follows:

Some  of  these  disbursements  were  to  replace  buildings 
destroyed  by  fire,  at  the  Industrial  school,  Durham  Col- 
lege and  School  for  the  Feeble-Blinded,  but  these  sums  were 
much  more  than  offset  by  payments,  after  June  1  of  this 
year,  on  the  state  hospital  and  highway  accounts,  the  ap- 
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propriations  for  which  have  been  exhausted,  so  that  it  is 
within  bounds  to  say  that  the  expenditures  for  these  ob- 
jects largely  exceed  half  the  revenues,  even  with  a  state  tax 
of  $425,000.  In  addition  to  these  there  was  authorized 
by  the  Legislature  of  1905  a  home  for  consumptives, 
which,  beginning  with  $50,000  this  year,  will  be  a  constant 
and  heavy  charge  upon  the  treasury. 

Nearly  all  of  these  financial  burdens  have  been  assumed 
by  the  state  in  the  discharge  of  what  has  been  deemed  its 
duty  to  its  unfortunates,  to  its  youth,  and  to  those  de- 
pendent upon  good  roads,  and  there  is  little  reason  to  ex- 
pect that  they  will  become  lighter.  It  is  for  us  to  see  that 
they  do  not  become  heavier  beyond  what  is  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  policy  they  represent  and  to  provide  for  car- 
rying them,  without  crushing  those  on  whose  shoulders 
they  rest. 

New  revenues  are  imperatively  demanded  if  we  are  to 
continue  the  policy  that  has  been  established.  A  begin- 
ning was  made  in  1905,  by  raising  the  state  tax  to  $500,000 
for  1906  and  1907,  and  by  passing  an  inheritance  tax  law 
which  is  expected  to  yield  $100,000  annually,  but  these  will 
fall  far  short  of  the  requirements  if  we  are  to  pay  as  we 
go,  and  go  as  we  have  been  going. 

TAX   LAWS. 

Our  tax  laws  were  enacted  nearly  thirty  years  ago,  and 
since  that  time  have  undergone  but  slight  amendment.  In 
the  main  they  have  worked  satisfactorily  for  the  collection 
of  public  revenues.  But  I  share  the  opinion  of  those  who 
believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  these  laws  can  be  so 
revised  as  to  compel  some  property  which  now  escapes  taxa- 
tion, wholly  or  in  part,  to  bear  its  share  of  the  public  bur- 
dens, to  the  end  that  those  who  pay  more  than  their  just 
proportion  of  the  public  tax  be  relieved,  and  to  the  end 
that  a  more  just  and  equitable  distribution  of  the  collec- 
tions be  secured. 

This  revision,  however,  can  only  be  safely  and  profitably 
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worked  out  by  those  who  have  peculiar  ability  for  the  task, 
and  cau  give  the  matter  careful,  patient  and  laborious 
attention.  I  therefore  recommend  the  creation  of  a  com- 
mittee authorized,  and  required,  to  study  the  subject  in  all 
its  bearings,  and  report  its  conclusions  to  the  next  Legis- 
lature. 

A  STATE  AUDITOR. 

Nearly  all  governments  and  corporations  disbursing  large 
amounts  of  money  find  it  necessary  to  employ  auditors,  and 
I  think  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  can  save  money  by  fol- 
lowing their  example.  If  provided  for,  this  official  should 
be  required  to  give  all  his  time  to  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties, and  empowered  and  directed  to  see  that  all  payments 
from  the  treasury  are  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  that 
bills  are  properly  vouched  before  they  are  paid.  It  will  be 
profitable  to  also  give  him  authority  to  pass  upon  the  rea- 
sonableness of  many  small  items  of  expense  which  are  not 
specifically  provided  for  in  the  statutes  authorizing  them. 
It  is  the  custom  for  certain  heads  of  departments  to  buy 
what  supplies  they  want,  and  after  the  goods  have  been 
delivered  send  the  bills  to  the  Governor  and  Council  to  be 
approved  and  paid.  While  this  covers  no  dishonesty  and 
involves  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  money,  it  is  a 
loose  practice,  open  to  abuse,  and  I  recommend  that  Chap- 
ter 71  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  relative  to  state  officials  having 
control  of  public  funds  be  so  extended  as  to  require  all 
officials  wanting  supplies  to  make  requisitions  for  them, 
and  have  such  requisitions  approved  before  the  purchases 
are  made. 

THE   LOCAL  OPTION  LICENSE  LAW. 

The  local  option  license  law  stands  approved  where  pub- 
lic sentiment  favors  the  restriction  and  regulation  of  the 
sale  of  intoxicants,  rather  than  an  attempt  at  prohibition, 
and  where  local  authorities  cooperate  with  the  commis- 
sion in  executing  the  law. 

The  board  collects  and  distributes  to  the  cities,  towns  and 
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counties  iu  which  licenses  are  granted  about  $-100,000  an- 
nually, which  in  some  measure  pays  the  cost  to  the  public 
treasuries  of  the  crime,  vice  and  pauperism  caused  by  in- 
temperance. The  execution  of  the  law  in  many  places 
has  also  done  much  to  keep  the  traffic  within  the  obser- 
vation of  the  public  and  in  the  control  of  the  police,  and 
has  thereby  aided  in  suppressing  the  evils  which  are  in- 
separable from  it  in  road  houses,  cellars  and  other  dark 
places.  In  no-license  towns  there  is  just  complaint  that 
the  prohibitory  features  of  the  law  are  not  enforced  and 
that  the  privileges  granted  to  some  hotels  and  drug  stores 
are  abused.  I  hope  to  see  this  corrected  by  amendments  to 
the  law  which  will  make  it  possible  to  carry  into  effect  the 
theory  upon  which  it  is  founded,  that  when  a  community 
votes  against  license  it  shall  have  effectual  prohibition. 

STATE   HIGHWAYS. 

The  administration  of  the  law  of  1905,  relative  to  state 
aid  for  highways,  has  been  difficult,  and  to  some  extent 
disappointing.  At  the  beginning  it  was  of  necessity 
largely  experimental  and  the  expense  was  greater  than  was 
foreseen.  Fewer  cities  and  towns  than  was  hoped  have 
met  the  conditions  necessary  to  entitle  them  to  a  share  of 
the  annual  appropriation  of  $125,000,  and  a  large  surplus 
has  remained,  which,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  as  it  has  been  interpreted,  has  been  applied  to  the  new 
construction  of  state  roads,  $34,000  upon  the  Ocean  Boule- 
vard and  $55,000  in  the  vicinity  of  the  White  Mountains. 
These  roads  have  been  built  and  must  hereafter  be  kept  in 
repair,  entirely  at  the  state's  expense,  while  other  sections 
which  have  paid  most  of  the  cost  have  been  neglected. 
This  experience  suggests  changes  in  the  law,  but  just  what 
they  should  be  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  The  report  of 
the  state  engineer  and  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
1905-'06  will  be  before  you,  and  I  ask  your  careful  at- 
tention to  them.  Whatever  information  I  have  as  the  re- 
sult of  experience  as  a  member  of  the  Governor's  Council 
is  at  the  service  of  any  one  asking  for  it. 
3 
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national  guard. 

The  National  Guard  of  New  Hampshire  will  compare 
favorably  in  discipline  and  general  efficiency  with  that  of 
any  state,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  of  the  com- 
panies are  badly  handicapped  by  lack  of  suitable  armory 
accommodations. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  marked  improve- 
ment in  that  most  important  part  of  a  soldier's  training, 
rifle  practice,  and  nearly  100  per  cent,  of  the  entire  force 
have  qualified  in  one  or  more  classes.  Improvement  has 
also  been  made  in  revolver  practice. 

A  fine,  well-equipped  range  has  been  completed  near 
Manchester  for  use  as  a  state  range,  which  will  be  of  much 
value  to  the  troops  in  the  future,  particularly  for  the  long 
distances. 

The  state  camp  ground,  at  Concord,  is  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. The  mess  houses,  one  for  each  regiment,  each  large 
enough  to  accommodate  600  men,  have  been  erected  and 
have  been  fully  appreciated  by  officers  and  men. 

The  state  armory  at  Manchester,  built  two  years  ago, 
has  proved  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  companies  of 
that  city,  increasing  the  interest  of  the  members  and  pro- 
viding for  the  proper  care  of  the  military  property  issued 
to  them.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  armory  is  consid- 
erable, and  the  present  military  appropriation  is  not  large 
enough  to  meet  all  the  expenses  of  lighting,  heating,  etc., 
in  addition  to  the  regular  expense  of  the  National  Guard. 

I  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
the  recommendation  of  the  adjutant  general  that  a  special 
appropriation  be  made  for  the  support  of  the  armory.  I 
also  invite  attention  to  the  remarks  of  the  same  officer  re- 
garding company  armories. 

The  strength  of  the  state  force  is  113  commissioned  offi- 
cers and  1,266  enlisted  men,  organized  as  one  brigade,  and 
from  the  interest  and  hard  work  shown  by  the  members, 
I  am  convinced  the  state  is  receiving  good  service  from 
and  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  her  National  Guard. 
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the  industrial  school. 

The  Industrial  School  at  Manchester  has  150  inmates, 
"twenty-eight  girls  and  122  boys.  The  $20,000  appropri- 
ated in  1905  to  replace  the  barns  lost  by  fire  has  been 
judiciously  expended,  and  the  standing  appropriation  of 
$6,000  annually,  which  is  the  state's  contribution  to  the 
current  expenses,  has  been  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

Nearly  all  the  inmates  are  well  behaved  and  make  rapid 
progress  in  the  correction  of  bad  habits,  and  in  learning 
what  fits  them  for  usefulness  after  their  discharge.  But 
there  are  a  few  of  the  larger  boys  who  are  apparently 
almost  incorrigible,  whose  influence  upon  others  is  bad,  and 
whose  conduct  often  calls  for  punishment.  At  present 
they  occupy  the  same  dormitories  as  those  who  are  well 
disposed,  and  it  is  desirable  that  provision  be  made  for 
separating  them  at  night,  and  as  far  as  possible  during  the 
clay,  from  those  to  whom  their  conversation  and  acts  are  a 
hindrance.  To  do  this  other  accommodations  must  lie  had, 
and  I  see  no  reason  why  this  cannot  be  accomplished  by 
additions  to  the  present  buildings,  which  need  not  be  very 
expensive 

THE    SCHOOL   FOR   FEEBLE-MINDED. 

The  early  history  of  this  institution  is  not  a  pleasing  one. 
The  plant  was  located,  and  the  first  buildings  were  erected, 
in  1901- '02  by  a  board  of  trustees  who  did  not  regard  the 
cost  limitation  of  the  act  creating  it,  which  was  $30,000, 
and  contracted  debts  to  the  amount  of  $22,000,  which  the 
Legislature  of  1903  had  to  provide  for.  The  sum  of 
$28,000  was  also  appropriated  for  maintenance  during 
1903  and  1904,  $1,500  for  equipment  and  repairs,  and 
$10,000  for  a  school  building.  One  building  was  lost  by 
fire  as  soon  as  it  was  occupied  and  in  1905  the  appropria- 
tion for  one  to  take  its  place  was  $25,000.  Additional  ap- 
propriations were  for  water  storage,  $2,500,  and  for  a  boiler 
house,  $5,000,  and  for  two  years'  maintenance,  $32,000, 
making  the  total  expense  in  four  years,  $157,000. 
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There  are  now  in  the  institution  eighty-five  inmates. 
The  accommodations  are  insufficient  and  there  is  no  room 
for  more,  although  there  are  known  to  be  in  the  state  nearly 
a  hundred  who  are  proper  subjects  for  admission.  If  these 
are  to  be  received  and  cared  for,  new  buildings  must  be 
provided.  The  management  is  now  believed  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  an  efficient  board  of  trustees,  and  if  the  number 
of  inmates  be  doubled  the  cost  of  maintenance  per  inmate 
can  be  largely  reduced,  and  the  purposes  of  the  founders 
greatly  promoted.  To  provide  for  this  new  buildings  must 
be  erected  and  the  cost  of  operation  increased.  Indeed,  it 
does  not  appear  how  the  expense  can  ever  be  decreased,  as 
the  pressure  for  admission  will  continue  and  few  of  the 
inmates  can  safely  be  discharged  capable  of  taking  care  of 
themselves.  The  only  choice  is  between  keeping  them  for 
life  or  setting  them  free,  to  trouble  the  community  and  re- 
produce their  kind. 

THE   STATE   HOSPITAL. 

An  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1903  provided  that,  "The 
state  from,  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1909,  shall 
have  the  care,  control  and  treatment  of  all  insane  persons 
who  are  now  cared  for  by  the  various  counties  at  the  county 
almshouses.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  may  order  the  removal  of  all 
such  dependent  insane  persons  to  the  State  Hospital  for 
treatment,  as  in  their  judgment  seems  proper,  and  such 
persons  shall  be  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  state." 
This  act  further  provides  that,  "After  January  1,  1905,  as 
rapidly  as  accommodations  can  be  provided,  the  State 
Board  of  Lunacy  shall  begin  making  transfers  from  the 
various  county  almshouses  to  the  State  Hospital  of  such 
insane  persons  as  in  their  judgment  seem  most  suitable." 

To  make  it  possible  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  $60,000  was  appropriated  in  1903,  and  $200,000  in 
1905,  both  of  which  sums  have  been  expended  in  the  erec- 
tion and  furnishings  of  new  buildings.     The  trustees  now 
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ask  for  $150,000,  and  to  those  familiar  with  the  situation 
it  is  evident  they  must  have  a  large  sum  or  they  cannot 
provide  adequate  accommodations  for  all  those  whose  trans- 
fer to  the  hospital  was  contemplated  by  the  authors  of  the 
act  of  1903.  The  estimated  cost  of  caring'  for  those  thus 
made  state  charges  is  $100,000  annually,  but  there  is  no 
class  of  unfortunates  whose  condition  appeals  more  strongly 
to  the  sympathies  than  that  of  the  insane  poor,  and 
whatever  is  necessary  to  make  them  as  comfortable  as  pos- 
sible will  be  cheerfully  contributed  by  our  taxpayers. 

FISH   AND    GAME. 

The  Fish  Commission  cost  last  year  $8,657,  of  which 
$2,000  was  for  salaries  of  the  members,  $3,542  for  their 
general  expenses,  $1,609  for  their  personal  expenses,  and 
$637  for  their  game  detectives.  In  two  years  the  board 
has  collected  for  the  use  of  the  state  about  $10,000  for 
licenses  and  the  fines  imposed  for  violations  of  law  in 
seventy-three  cases  have  also  been  remitted  to  the  treas- 
urer. Other  amounts  paid  members  and  detectives  as  wit- 
nesses in  prosecutions  are  not  reported.  All  this  was  in 
accordance  with  law,  but  the  law,  I  think,  is  faulty,  in  that 
it  makes  the  receipts  of  the  commissioners  dependent  some- 
what upon  the  prosecutions  they  institute  and  the  costs 
they  collect.  In  many  cases  the  fines  are  excessive,  and 
when  added  to  the  costs,  make  a  penalty  out  of  proportion 
to  the  offense,  especially  where,  as  is  often  the  case,  the 
violation  of  the  law  is  due  to  the  ignorance  or  carelessness 
of  the  defendant,  rather  than  his  deliberate  intention  to  do 
wrong. 

In  some  sections  of  the  state  where  there  is  no  open  sea- 
son, deer  have  multiplied  rapidly,  and  do  great  damage  to 
growing  crops.  The  law  which  protects  them  at  all  sea- 
sons of  the  year  without  in  any  way  compensating  farmers 
and  gardeners  for  the  injury  they  do,  can,  I  think,  wisely 
be  changed. 
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the  board  of  agriculture. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  receive  no 
salaries  and  their  expenses,  which  the  state  pays,  were,  in 
1906,  $1,378.56.  As  a  board,  their  principal  work  has  been 
the  direction  of  Farmers'  Institutes,  which  have,  doubtless, 
done  something  to  promote  the  agricultural  interests  of  the 
state. 

Their  executive  officer  is  the  secretary,  who  is  also  the 
cattle  commissioner  and  immigration  commissioner,  and  has 
charge  of  the  granting  of  licenses  to  dealers  in  fertilizers, 
the  analysis  of  fertilizers  and  commercial  foodstuffs  and 
the  collection  of  fees.  His  most  conspicuous  service  has 
been,  and  is,  making  known,  by  advertising  and  corre- 
spondence, the  natural  attractions  of  the  state,  to  which  we 
owe  very  largely  the  purchase  and  improvement  by  non- 
residents of  many  abandoned  farms,  the  erection  of  hun- 
dreds of  cottages  upon  our  hillsides  and  on  the  shores  of 
our  lakes  and  streams,  and  the  development  of  the  whole 
summer  business,  which  has  doubled  within  ten  years,  and 
now  yields  a  gross  income  of  about  $10,000,000. 

The  expense  of  the  department  last  year  was  $7,978.30, 
of  which  $2,360  was  collected  in  fees  for  analyses  and 
licenses  and  turned  into  the  treasury. 

THE    NEW    HAMPSHIRE    COLLEGE, 

The  New  Hampshire  College  is  the  sole  state  institution 
for  the  higher  education  of  both  young  men  and  young 
women.  In  twelve  years  from  its  establishment  at  Durham, 
in  1893,  it  has  received  from  the  state  treasury  $296,605, 
from  the  proceeds  of  a  land  grant  by  Congress  $57,600, 
from  Congressional  appropriations,  $480,000,  making 
$834,205  from  the  public  funds.  It  now  has  a  fixed  an- 
nual income  of  $47,000  from  the  general  government  and 
$13,000  from  the  state  for  current  expenses.  This  is  in 
addition  to  the  special  appropriations  for  buildings,  their 
furnishings    and   repairs.     It   has   registered   during   the 
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past  year  208  students,  and  has  twenty-four  teachers,  and 
is  undoubtedly  doing  more  and  better  work  than  ever 
before.     Since  1902  its  students  have  nearly  doubled. 

Its  annual  report  is  a  loud  call  for  more  money  for  cur- 
rent expenses,  including  higher  salaries  and  more  teachers, 
librarians  and  other  assistants,  a  new  laboratory,  general 
repairs,  new  boilers  and  steam  pipes,  a  library  equipment, 
to  cost  $10,000,  and  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  to  com- 
plete a  girls'  dormitory,  in  all  something  more  than  $100,- 
000.  In  the  present  condition  of  the  state  treasury  I 
think  a  much  less  sum  should  be  made  to  suffice. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

As  a  'people  we  have  no  more  important  interest  than 
that  of  the  public  schools.  The  common  schools  especially 
are  at  the  foundation  of  our  whole  educational  scheme  and 
they  are,  moreover,  the  only  schools  which  the  majority  of 
our  boys  and  girls  attend.  In  some  directions  our  schools 
give  us  great  encouragement;  the  increasing  length  of  the 
school  year,  recent  rapid  extension  of  supervision,  rapid 
growth  in  the  size  and  character  of  our  high  schools  and 
academies,  the  excellent  work  done  by  our  normal  school, 
are  all  encouraging.  But  there  is  good  ground  for  believ- 
ing that  a  large  number  of  our  common  schools  are  going 
backward  rather  than  forward.  They  need  better  teach- 
ers and  more  of  them;  they  need  a  longer  school  year,  and 
they  need  more  businesslike  and  competent  supervision. 
Money  spent  on  good  schools  is  money  well  invested,  and 
the  state  must  not  grudge  doing  willingly  that  part  of  the 
maintenance  of  the  schools  which  it  falls  to  the  lot  of  the 
state  to  do.  But  every  appropriation  made  for  this  pur- 
pose should  carry  with  it  provisions  guaranteeing  its  eco- 
nomical expenditure,  whether  the  same  is  to  be  laid  out  by 
local  officers  or  by  state  officers. 

THE    STATE    LIBRARY. 

In  1904  the  cost  of  the  state  library  was  $21,922.  and  in 
1905  it  was  $22,462,  and  in  1906  it  was  $19,517,  an  average 
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of  $22,310  annually,  and  I  think  some  saving  can  be  ef- 
fected here  without  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  build- 
ing or  its  contents.  I  am  told  that  there  are  in  the  build- 
ing thousands  of  volumes  of  reports  and  other  documents, 
many  of  which  are  copies  of  each  other,  and  which  have 
never  been  opened  and  never  will  be,  but  represent  consid- 
erable expense  for  storage,  shelving,  binding  and  cata- 
loguing. If  so,  they  should  be  sent  to  the  junk  heap  to 
make  room  for  books  that  are  valuable  for  something  be- 
sides swelling  the  size  of  the  catalogues,  and  I  am  confident 
that  there  are  other  reductions  of  expense  which  should  be 
made.  I  suggest  that  you  make  inquiry  how  this  may 
be  done.

THE    FORESTRY    COMMISSION    AND    LABOR    BUREAU. 

The  Forestry  Commission,  which  cost  last  year  $3,466, 
and  the  Labor  Bureau,  which  was  maintained  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $3,147,  besides  office  rent,  do  not  render  the  pub- 
lic such  service  as  creates  the  opinion  that  they  should  be 
perpetuated  in  their  present  form.  I  recommend  that  the 
laws  creating  them  be  repealed,  and  then  if  it  be  deemed 
desirable  that  any  of  their  duties  be  performed,  a  clerk 
in  the  agricultural  department  be  entrusted  with  the  work. 

THE    TOLL    BRIDGE    COMMISSION. 

There  will  be  laid  before  you  the  report  of  a  commission 
created  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1905  to  consider,  in 
conjunction  with  a  like  commission  appointed  by  the  state 
of  Vermont,  all  questions  relating  to  the  freeing  of  toll 
bridges  between  the  two  states  and  the  construction  of 
new  bridges,  and  decide  what  shall  be  an  equitable  divi- 
sion of  the  cost  of  freeing  such  bridges  and  building  new 
ones,  and  also  to  make  like  inquiries  and  decisions  as  to  the 
bridges  between  this  state  and  Maine,  provided  Maine  shall 
appoint  a  similar  commission.  This  report  contains  much 
interesting  and  instructive  information,  but  as  the  com- 
missioners have  been  unable  to  agree  upon  a  recommenda- 
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tion,  and  the  state  of  Vermont  has  refused  to  proceed  with 
the  work  in  contemplation,  it  does  not  appear  to  call  for 
action  in  New  Hampshire  at  this  time,  other  than  what  may 
be  necessary  to  keep  the  subject  open  until  the  time  when 
our  sister  state  is  ready  to  meet  us  half  way. 

THE  SALEM   RACE   TRACK. 

The  interpretation  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  our  laws 
prohibiting  gambling  has  quieted  the  apprehension  and 
agitation  which  followed  the  passage  of  the  act  chartering 
the  New  England  Breeders'  Club,  familiarly  known  as  the 
Salem  Race  Track,  in  1905.  But  if  anything  more  is 
needed  to  defeat  the  purpose  of  those  who  would  bring 
scandal,  disgrace  and  loss  of  property  upon  New  Hamp- 
shire by  legalizing  here  what  is  against  private  morals  and 
sound  public  policy  and  has  been  outlawed  elsewhere,  it 
should  be  written  into  our  laws  by  you. 

FREE    PASSES. 

The  voters  of  New  Hampshire  have  demanded  that  the 
issue  of  free  passes  on  railroads,  especially  to  members  of 
the  General  Court  and  state  officials,  should  be  prohibited 
by  law,  and  as  their  servants  we  are  in  duty  bound  to  obey 
their  commands. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  embody- 
ing the  recommendations  of  the  platform,  with  such  penal- 
ties for  its  violation  as  will  make  the  law  effective. 

At  the  same  time  the  state  should  provide  for  reasonable 
transportation  of  members  of  the  General  Court  between 
their  homes  and  the  capitol  when  in  the  discharge  of  their 
Legislative  duties. 

Laws  to  this  effect  should  be  passed  promptly  and  go 
into  effect  at  once. 

THE   LOBBY. 

The  right  of  petition  and  the  privilege  of  presenting  to 
legislative  committees,  personally  or  by  attorney,  any  case 
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in  which  a  citizen  is  interested,  cannot  be  denied  or 
abridged,  but  any  combination  known  as  a  lobby,  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  passing  or  defeating  for  pay  legislative 
measures,  regardless  of  their  merits,  or  for  blackmailing 
those  whose  interests  are  threatened  by  the  introduction  of 
bills  for  the  purpose  of  extorting  money  as  the  price  of 
having  the  bills  killed,  is  a  menace  that  should  to  the 
fullest  extent  possible  be  abated. 

I  know  of  no  better  method  of  suppressing  an  evil  than 
by  turning  the  light  upon  it.  Publicity  can  be  trusted  to 
prevent  most  serious  mistakes  in  lawmaking.  No  legis- 
lature is  likely  to  pass  a  bad  act  or  defeat  a  good  one  that 
is  thoroughly  discussed  and  understood  by  the  members 
and  their  constituents.  For  this  reason  the  lobby  works 
by  stealth  and  succeeds  only  when  its  operations  are 
known  to  but  few. 

If  in  your  wisdom  you  can  frame  a  statute  which  will 
protect  the  Legislature  and  the  public  from  such  unscru- 
pulous and  improper  influences,  I  shall  gladly  give  it  my 
approval. 

CAUCUS  LAW. 

Few  subjects  are  occupying  the  public  mind  in  the  state 
today  to  a  greater  degree,  and  few  are  more  important  for 
the  future  political  welfare  of  the  state,  than  that  of  the 
method  of  holding  primaries  or  caucuses  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  for  the  various  offices  in  the  gift  of  the 
people. 

More  and  more  control  of  nominations  has  come  into 
the  hands  of  small  combinations  of  men,  many  times  act- 
uated by  selfish  motives.  Through  neglect  and  apathy 
too  many  good  citizens  have  ceased  to  attend  the  caucuses, 
or  go  as  delegates  to  the  conventions,  and  upon  election 
day  find  themselves  in  the  uncomfortable  predicament  of 
being  obliged,  in  order  to  support  the  candidates  of  their 
own  party,  to  vote  for  men  they  believe  to  be  unfit  for 
office. 

There  is  upon  the  statute  books  a  law  regulating  politi- 
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cal  caucuses  iu  cities  of  more  than  12,000  inhabitants,  and 
in  other  cities  and  towns  that  elect  to  adopt  its  provisions. 
This  law,  when  faithfully  and  honestly  executed,  secures 
to  all  legal  voters  the  right  to  participate  in  the  caucuses 
of  their  respective  parties  without  trouble,  expense  or  dis- 
comfort, and  to  have  their  votes  counted  and  declared  as 
cast.  If  this  were  extended  so  as  to  apply  to  all  cities 
and  towns  of  5,000  or  more  population,  and  to  this  were 
added  a  registration  law  requiring  all  voters  to  qualify  by 
registration,  and  declaring  their  political  affiliations,  I 
think  it  would  meet  the  wishes  of  a  great  majority  of  our 
fellow-citizens.  The  only  serious  defect  in  the  present  law, 
disclosed  by  its  operation,  being  that  it  does  not  prevent 
unscrupulous  men  from  invading  and  voting  in  caucuses 
of  parties  to  which  they  are  opposed  and  whose  ticket  they 
do  not  propose  to  support. 

Some  of  our  citizens  advocate  a  complete  change  in  our 
nominating  system,  and  a  nomination  of  all  officers  by  di- 
rect primaries.  I  recommend  a  careful  consideration  of 
the  merits  of  that  system  in  accordance  with  the  plank  in 
the  Republican  platform. 

THE    MOTHS. 

One  of  the  most  serious  and  difficult  problems  before  us 
is  the  suppression  of  the  brown-tail  and  gypsy  moths, 
which  have  invaded  the  southern  part  of  the  state,  and  as 
they  multiply  and  move  north,  are  spreading  devastation 
of  appalling  character  and  extent.  I  am  not  sufficiently 
informed  as  to  the  possibilities  of  dealing  with  these  pests 
to  recommend  any  particular  method,  but  I  trust  the 
proper  committees  will  carefully  study  the  subject  in  the 
light  of  experience  in  other  states  and  the  investigations  of 
experts  and  report  a  bill,  which,  without  imposing  upon 
the  state  enormous  expense,  will  cheek  the  ravages  of  this 
terrible  enemy. 

\Yhatever  the  appropriation  is,  it  should  be  as  far  as 
possible  safeguarded  against  waste,  and  this  can  only  be 
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done  by  keeping  it  entirely  separate  from  other  public 
funds,  making  some  one  responsible  for  it,  supervising  his 
plans  and  contracts  and  requiring  him  to  report  fully  his 
work  and  expenditures.  It  cannot  be  done  by  turning  it 
over  to  any  existing  board,  to  be  handled  by  those  with 
other  duties,  or  merged  with  other  funds  in  their  control. 
I  recommend  that  in  connection  with  the  appropriation 
you  provide  for  the  appointment  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  one  or  more  agents,  or  to  expend  it  subject  to 
the  requirements  outlined  above. 

conclusion. 

Other  subjects  upon  which  I  am  not  sufficiently  in- 
formed to  speak  advisedly  now,  will  be  brought  to  your  at- 
tention by  those  interested  in  them,  and  we  must  meet 
them  and  those  I  have  mentioned  with  open  minds  and  a 
sincere  purpose  to  decide  upon  them,  so  as  to  have  the 
approval  of  our  own  consciences  and  the  best  judgment  of 
our  constituents. 

New  Hampshire  needs  few  new  laws,  and  none  should  be 
enacted  unless  it  is  shown  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that 
they  are  needed.  She  can  afford  few  new  expenses  and 
none  should  be  authorized  that  will  not  be  clearly  for  the 
benefit  of  the  state  as  a  whole.  Hasty  legislation  is  full  of 
danger  and  should  be  avoided.  Those  who  want  the  pub- 
lic money  will  not  fail  to  present  their  cases.  It  is  for  us 
to  protect  the  taxpayers.  Every  dollar  that  we  vote  out 
of  the  treasury  somebody  must  put  in. 

With  these  facts  in  mind  and  God  giving  courage  and 
honesty  to  apply  them,  we  shall  not  fail  in  the  discharge  of 
our  duties.

tract for  providing  the  transportation  specified  in  the 
"Concurrent  Resolution  Relating  to  Transportation  of 
Members"  for  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  considered 
reasonable  by  your  committee,  provided  such  contract  may 
be  legalized  if  not  now  permitted  by  statute. 

If  such  contract  shall  be  made,  your  committee  considers 
that  a  reasonable  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  said  railroads 
for  such  transportation  would  be  an  amount  equivalent  to 
the  mileage  provided  by  law  for  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture over  the  distance  traveled  by  such  members  on  the 
lines  respectively  operated  by  said  railroads  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  total  mileage  paid  members  of  the  Legislature 
for  the  session  of  1905  was  a  little  less  than  five  thousand 
dollars.  A  small  portion  of  this  sum  represents  mileage 
paid  to  members  for  travel  not  included  in  railroad 
journeys;  the  remainder,  amounting  to  over  forty-five 
hundred  dollars,  would  represent  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
said  railroads  under  the  arrangement  above  proposed. 
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Iu  pursuance  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  reports 
that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Maine  Central 
Railroad  companies  are  prepared  to  transport  the  mem- 
bers, officers  and  employes  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives between  their  respective  homes  and  the  capi- 
tal, at  all  times  during  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  and  also 
to  transport  within  the  state  all  committees  and  employes 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  when  traveling 
on  public  business,  for  the  consideration  to  be  paid  by  the 
state  of  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  mileage  provided  by 
law  for  the  members  of  the  Legislature  over  the  distance 
traveled  by  them  on  the  lines  respectively  operated  by  said 
railroads  in  New  Hampshire,  amounting  to  less  than  five 
thousand  dollars;  tickets  to  be  issued  to  all  such  persons, 
entitling  them  to  such  transportation,  but  in  no  event  en- 
tilling  them  to  transportation  over  any  portion  of  an  in- 
terstate journey. 

Your  committee  has  written  to  the  management  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway,  making  similar  inquiries  of  them.

IN  CONVENTION. 

The  two  branches  of  the  Legislature,  having  met  in  joint 
convention  at  12  o'clock  noon,  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  the  journal  of  the  Senate,  containing  its 
proceedings  in  the  choice  of  a  United  States  senator  on 
Tuesday,  January  15,  1907,  was  read  by  the  clerk  of  the 
Senate;  and  the  journal  of  the  House,  containing  its  pro- 
ceedings in  the  choice  of  a  United  States  senator  on  Tues- 
day, January  15,  1907,  was  read  by  the  clerk  of  the  House; 
and  it  appearing  that  Henry  E.  Burnham  had  received  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  each  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature, the  chairman  made  declaration  as  follows: 

Henry  E.  Burnham  having  been  named  as  the  choice  of  a 
majority  of  the  members,  and  having  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  in  each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  is  declared 
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elected  to  represent  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  for  the  full  term  of  six  years, 
beginning  on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  1907,  and  ending 
on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  1913. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Nealley  of  District  No.  22, — 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
chair  to  notify  Hon.  Henry  E.  Burnham  of  his  election  as 
United  States  senator,  and  request  his  acceptance  of  the 
•office;  also  to  notify  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Mr. 
Burnham 's  election  as  senator  to  represent  the  state  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the  full  term  of  six 
years,  from  the  fourth  day  of  March,  1907. 

The  chairman  named  as  such  committee  Senator  Nealley 
of  District  No.  22  and  Messrs.  Foss  of  Barnstead  and  Shea 
of  Manchester. 

The  committee  having  notified  Hon.  Henry  E.  Burnham 
of  his  election,  he  appeared  and  addressed  the  convention 
as  follows : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention: 

I  accept  with  profound  gratitude  the  distinguished  honor 
which  you  have  conferred  upon  me  by  my  reelection  to  the 
United  States  Senate.  To  be  again  nominated  and  elected 
to  that  high  office  is  an  indorsement  which  is  most  grati- 
fying. 

For  nearly  six  years  as  senator  I  have  served  the  state 
and  country  with  all  the  zeal,  fidelity  and  ability  I  pos- 
sessed, yet  with  a  larger  experience  and  greater  opportuni- 
ties I  can  assume  you  that  my  efforts  will  be  far  more  use- 
ful and  important  during  my  coming  term  than  before. 

From  no  state  could  I  receive  a  more  honored  commis- 
sion than  from  New  Hampshire,  one  of  the  original  thir- 
teen that  laid  the  foundation  of  the  great  republic.  She 
was  a  leader  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution  (for  here 
occurred  the  first  organized  and  overt  act  against  the  power 
of  Great  Britain)  ;  her  vote  made  certain  the  adoption  of 
the  Constitution  as  the  fundamental  law  of  the  land,  and 
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her  record  in  peace  and  war  has  been  one  of  stainless  glory 
and  of  patriotism  unsurpassed. 

Other  lights  in  the  constellation  of  the  Union  may  excel 
hers  in  magnitude,  but  none  can  be  found  brighter,  purer 
or  more  beneficent  than  hers.  It  is  then  with  especial  pride 
that  I  accept  this  office.  It  comes  from  the  state  of  my 
birth,  Avhere  all  my  hopes,  ambitions  and  affections  are  cen- 
tered; where  I  have  always  had  my  home  and  where  I 
expect  my  last  resting  place  will  be. 

A  Republican  from  the  formation  of  that  party  over  half 
a  century  ago,  I  shall  support  the  principles  and  policies 
of  that  party;  yet  I  shall  not  forget  that  I  am  holding  a 
public  trust  for  all  our  people,  whatever  may  be  their  polit- 
ical faith.  In  saying  this  I  may  add  that  I  shall  favor  no 
individual  or  corporate  measure  that  I  do  not  believe  will 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  our  state  and  nation. 

It  will  be  my  chief  aim  and  the  object  of  my  greatest 
ambition  to  benefit  our  agricultural  and  manufacturing 
industries,  and  all  other  interests  that  will  make  more  pros- 
perous every  section  of  the  state,  from  Maine  to  Vermont 
and  from  the  Dominion  to  the  sea ;  and  in  a  broader  field  I 
shall  do  all  that  lies  in  my  power  to  promote  the  progress 
and  enhance  the  glory  of  the  republic,  now  the  foremost 
nation  of  all  the  world. 

Especially  will  it  be  my  pleasure  and  duty  to  aid  in 
securing  from  the  general  government  such  assistance  as 
will  preserve  our  waters  for  the  beneficial  use  of  manufac- 
ture, by  saving  our  mountain  forests.  I  would  have,  for 
the  present  and  all  future  generations,  our  splendid  scen- 
ery,— unsurpassed  in  this  or  any  other  country. — protected 
from  waste  and  destruction,  and  I  would  favor  most  ear- 
nestly all  measures  that  would  tend  to  a  larger  use  and  a 
greater  development  of  our  Portsmouth  navy  yard. 

Renewing  my  thanks,  and  expressing  again  my  obliga- 
tions, I  wish  for  you  all  prosperity  and  happiness,  and  for 
our  good  state  a  session  of  the  Legislature  that  will  add 
to  her  interests  and  redound  to  her  honor.

region  deemed  proper  for  such  use;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring,  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  hereby  approves  all  the  provisions  of  the  joint 
resolution  known  as  chapter  137  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1903  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  national  forest 
reserve  in  the  White  Mountain  region  and  hereby  approves 
all  the  provisions  of  the  joint  resolution  known  as  chapter 
122  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905  in  relation  thereto ;

Severalty  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent  to  the 
Senate  for  concurrence. 
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Mr.  Hollis  of  Concord  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment 
and  Reform  be  instructed  to  proceed  to  make  diligent  and 
careful  inquiry  on  the  following  subjects: 

First,  Whether  or  not  any  state  commission,  board  or 
other  public  office  should  be  abolished  or  limited,  and 
whether  any  expenditures  incident  to  any  such  commission, 
board  or  office  may  be  reduced. 

Second,  Whether  or  not  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  any 
commission,  board  or  public  office  may  be  reduced  without 
material  detriment  to  the  interests  served  by  such  commis- 
sion, board  or  office. 

Third,  Whether  or  not  any  reduction  in  the  state  ex- 
penses in  any  other  direction  may  be  made  with  advantage 
to  the  state. 

Said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  summon  wit- 
nesses, to  take  testimony  under  oath,  and  to  employ  a  com- 
petent stenographer  to  take  down  and  transcribe  the  pro- 
ceedings under  this  resolution. 

Said  committee  is  instructed  to  report  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble any  findings  it  may  make  under  said  subject,  and  to 
recommend  such  legislation  as  it  may  consider  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  state. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord, — 

Resolved,  That  when  the  House  adjourns  this  afternoon 
it  be  to  meet  tomorrow  morning  at  9.30  o'clock,  and  that 
when  it  adjourns  tomorrow  morning  it  be  to  meet  next 
Monday  evening  at  8  o'clock.

Resolved,  That  House  bill  Xo.  347,  An  act  to  amend 
chapter  314  of  the  Laws  of  1903.  entitled  "An  act  in 
amendment  of  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Manchester,  es- 
tablishing a  board  of  assessors  in  place  of  the  assessors  pro- 
vided under  the  charter  and  laws  of  the  state,"  be  recalled 
from  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Statutes  and  referred 
to  a  special  committee  consisting  of  the  delegation  from 
the  City  of  Manchester. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Hayes  of  Manchester,  House  bill  No. 
380,  An  act  to  provide  for  the  increase  of  the  salary  of  the 
mayor  of  Manchester,  was  recalled  from  the  Committee 
on  Revision  of  Statutes  and  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee consisting  of  the  delegation  from  the  City  of  Manches- 
ter.

COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  reported,  recommending  the 
adoption  of  the  rules  of  the  House  for  the  session  of  1905, 
with  the  following  amendments : 

First.  Strike  out  Rule  23  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

"23.  The  Speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the 
following  form:  'Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put?r 
and  all  debate  upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended 
until  the  previous  question  has  been  decided.  After  the 
adoption  of  the  previous  question,  the  sense  of  the  House 
shall  forthwith  be  taken  upon  pending  amendments,  in 
their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  The 
previous  question  may  also  be  ordered  upon  debatable  mo- 
tions and  amendments,  in  which  case  the  question  shall  be 
'Shall  the  question  on  the  amendment  (or  motion)  now 
be  put?'  " 

Second.  Strike  out  Rule  25  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

' '  25.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative, 
it  shall  not  be  again  in  order  until  after  adjournment,  but 
the  main  question,  amendment  or  debatable  motion  shall 
be  left  before  the  House  and  disposed  of  as  though  the 
previous  question  had  not  been  put." 
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Third.  Strike  out  Rule  20  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following : 

"20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House  unless 
it  be  presented  by  a  member  thereof,  nor  until  the  sub- 
stance of  said  petition  be  concisely  minuted,  and  the  name 
of  the  member,  and  the  town  he  represents,  recorded  upon 
the  back  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker 
to  state,  in  the  first  place,  the  substance  of  the  petition  as 
minuted  on  the  back  thereof." 

Fourth.  Strike  out  Rule  40  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

"40.  All  petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed 
to  the  House,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  to  be  introduced 
in  the  House,  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  per- 
son or  committee  presenting  them,  with  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  the  same,  and  shall  be  placed  by  the  members  pre- 
senting them  in  a  box  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the 
clerk.  The  Speaker  shall  take  them  up  for  introduction 
at  the  morning  session." 

Fifth.  Strike  out  Rule  42  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  followiim  : 

"42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be, 
for  information;  and  thereupon,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be, 
'Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  second  time?'  and  if  ordered  to 
a  second  reading  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second 
time  by  its  title,  be  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  under 
Rule  46,  and  be  by  the  Speaker  referred  to  the  appro- 
priate standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  House.  No  bill  after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time 
shall  have  a  third  reading  until  after  an  adjournment. 
The  time  assigned  for  the  third  reading  of  bills  and  reso- 
lutions shall  be  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  House."* 

*This  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  bills  and  joint  resolutions  introduced  at 
the  session  of  1907  under  the  old  rules  and  not  printed;  but  as  to  such  un- 
printed  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  the  rules  of  the  session  of  1905  shall  be  in 
force. 
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Sixth.  Strike  out  Rule  46  aud  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

"46.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  introduced  into  the 
House,  either  by  a  member  or  by  a  committee,  shall  be 
declared  by  the  Speaker  laid  upon  the  table,  after  it  has 
been  read  a  second  time,  and  the  clerk  shall  procure  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies,  printed  on  paper  of  uniform 
size,  for  the  use  of  the  House,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
distributed  to  the  members,  and  when  printed  the  bill 
shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  committee  to  which 
it  shall  have  been  referred.  Bills  and  joint  resolutions 
received  from  the  Senate  shall  be  printed  at  the  same  stage 
of  their  procedure  unless  they  have  been  printed  in  the 
Senate  and  copies  distributed  in  the  House." 

So  that  said  code  of  rules  as  amended  by  the  committee 
shall  read  as  follows: 

OF    THE    DUTY    OF    THE    SPEAKER. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  and  shall  imme- 
diately call  the  members  to  order. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  on 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two 
members. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit : 
"As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  case  may  be)  say 
Aye";  and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  "Those 
of  a  contrary  opinion  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or 
a  division  is  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide.  Those 
in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their 
seats  and  stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those 
in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted. 
The  Speaker  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the 
House. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting. 

5.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing 
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committees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  mat- 
ters shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
House. 

7.  The  Speaker  shall  not  be  called  upon  to  vote  unless 
the  House  be  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given 
to  the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal;  and  in  case 
of  such  equal  division  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

8.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be 
assigned  by  the  Speaker;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  or  sub- 
poenas, issued  by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in 
the  galleries,  the  Speaker  or  chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same 
to  be  cleared. 

10.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House, 
members  of  the  council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the 
secretary  of  the  state,  treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  door  of  the  Representatives' 
chamber  unless  by  invitation  of  the  Speaker,  or  some  mem- 
ber of  the  House,  with  the  consent  of  the  Speaker,  except  in 
public  hearings,  parties,  their  counsel  and  witnesses,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Speaker. 

11.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substi- 
tution not  to  extend  beyond  one  legislative  day. 

OF    DECORUM    AND    DEBATE. 

12.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  make 
a  motion,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise 
from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the 
Speaker. 

13.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House, 
the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  imme- 
diately sit  down,  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be 
distinctly  stated  from  the  chair;  and  in  all  cases  where  a 
member  shall  be  called  to  order  for  uttering  disrespectful 
words,  upon  the  request  of  any  member  the  words  objected 
to  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  member  so  calling 
to  order;  after  which  the  member  so  called  to  order  may 
explain,  and  tbe  question  shall  be  open  to  debate,  as  in 
other  cases,  and  decided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  decision 
shall  be  submitted  to  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the 
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House,  by  a  member,  in  which  case  the  only  question  shall 
be,  "Is  the  Speaker's  decision  correct?"  which  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of 
the  member  called  to  order,  he  may  proceed;  if  otherwise, 
and  the  case  may  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure 
of  the  House. 

14.  In  all  cases  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first. 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker 
shall  name  the  person  to  speak. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  House;  nor  more  than  once 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

16.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  ad- 
dressing the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the 
House ;  nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  entertain  private  discourse;  nor,  while  a  member  is 
speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair;  nor  shall 
any  member  leave  his  seat  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are 
calling. 

17.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  directly  interested;  nor  in  any  case  where 
he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put ;  nor  sit 
upon  any  committee  when  he  is  directly  interested  in  the 
question  under  consideration.  In  case  of  such  interest  of 
a  member  of  a  committee,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the 
House,  and  another  person  substituted  on  that  question 
in  his  place. 

18.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for 
special  reason,  shall  excuse  him. 

19.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair;  and  when  a  motion 
shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
if  desired  by  the  Speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  at 
the  table,  and  read  by  the  Speaker,  before  the  same  shall 
be  debated. 

20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House  unless  it 
be  presented  by  a  member  thereof,  nor  until  the  substance 
of  said  petition  be  concisely  minuted,  and  the  name  of  the 
member,  and  the  town  he  represents,  recorded  upon  the 
back  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to 
state,  in  the  first  place,  the  substance  of  the  petition  as 
minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

21.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be 
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in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any- 
time before  an  amendment. 

22.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  received,  but,  first,  to  adjourn;  second,  to  lay  on  the 
table ;  third,  for  the  previous  question ;  fourth,  to  postpone 
indefinitely;  fifth,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day;  sixth,  to 
eommit;  seventh,  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 
Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  take  from 
the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

23.  The  Speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the 
following  form,  "Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put?" 
-and  all  debate  upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended 
until  the  previous  question  has  been  decided.  After  the 
adoption  of  the  previous  question,  the  sense  of  the  House 
shall  forthwith  be  taken  upon  pending  amendments,  in 
their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 
The  previous  question  may  also  be  ordered  upon  debatable 
motions  and  amendments,  in  which  case  the  question  shall 
be,  "Shall  the  question  on  the  amendment  (or  motion) 
now  be  put?" 

24.  The  previous  question  shall  not  be  debatable.  All 
incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  for  the 
previous  question  and  related  to  the  subjects  affected  by 
the  order  of  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without 
•debate. 

25.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative, 
it  shall  not  be  again  in  order  until  after  adjournment,  but 
the  main  question,  amendment  or  debatable  motion  shall 
be  left  before  the  House  and  disposed  of  as  though  the 
previous  question  had  not  been  put. 

26.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session  except  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

27.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it;  and  upon  a  motion  to 
amend,  a  refusal  to  strike  out  words  shall  neither  preclude 
amendment  to  such  words  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 

insert. 

28.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
preclude  all  amendment  to  the  main  question,  and  all 
j i iot  ions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  House. 

20.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of 
amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 
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30.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority,  nor  unless  the  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on 
the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day 
on  which  the  House  shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours 
of  10  and  12  o'clock. 

31.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  ob- 
jected to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote 
of  the  House. 

32.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on 
any  committee  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then 
a  member  of  two  other  committees  which  have  not  reported. 

33.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  attend 
to  his  duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself 
from  the  service  of  the  House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be 
sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

34.  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  teller  for  each  division 
of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  the  chair 
the  state  of  the  vote,  whenever  a  division  of  the  Housr  is 
called  for. 

op  committees  and  their  duties. 

35.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed early  in  the  January  session : 

A  committee  on  revising  and  compiling  the  laws  of  the 
state ;  a  committee  on  national  affairs ;  a  committee  on 
elections ;  a  committee  on  the  judiciary ;  a  committee  on 
banks;  a  committee  on  the  state  prison;  a  committee  on 
insurance ;  a  committee  on  the  state  agricultural  college  -r 
a  committee  on  agriculture ;  a  committee  on  manufactures ; 
a  committee  on  appropriations ;  a  committee  on  retrench- 
ment and  reform ;  a  committee  on  military  affairs ;  a  com- 
mittee on  education;  a  committee  on  the  state  normal 
school ;  a  committee  on  incorporations ;  a  committee  on 
towns;  a  committee  on  county  affairs;  a  committee  on 
labor;  a  committee  on  state  hospital;  a  committee  on  rail- 
roads ;  a  committee  on  roads,  bridges,  and  canals ;  a  com- 
mittee on  unfinished  business ;  a  committee  on  mileage ;  a 
committee  on  fisheries  and  game ;  a  committee  on  the  indus- 
trial school;  a  committee  on  soldiers'  home;  a  committee 
on  claims;  a  committee  on  forestry;  a  committee  on  public 
health;  a  committee  on  public  improvements;  a  committee 
on  school  for  the  feeble-minded;  a  committee  on  ways  and 
means,  to  consist  of  thirteen  members  each;  a  committee 
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on  journal  of  the  House,  to  consist  of  three  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  the  Speaker;  a  committee  on  rules,  to 
consist  of  five  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Speaker. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  revising  and 
compiling  the  laws  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  those 
subjects,  and  recommend  such  changes,  modifications,  and 
additions  as  may  be  desirable ;  also  to  consider  all  bills, 
resolutions,  and  reports  of  committees  relating  to  those 
subjects  which  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  national  affairs 
to  consider  all  matters  of  national  concern,  all  matters 
referred  to  the  state  by  the  general  government,  and  all 
matters  pertaining  to  our  federal  relations,  that  may  be 
referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  elections  to 
examine  and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  creden- 
tials of  the  election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in 
this  House,  and  to  take  into  consideration  all  petitions  and 
other  matters  in  relation  to  elections  or  returns  as  shall 
be  presented,  or  come  into  question,  and  shall  be  referred 
to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  judiciary 
to  take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the 
judiciary  system  of  the  state ;  and  all  matters  where  a 
constitutional  question  is  involved.  All  applications  for 
acts  of  incorporation  which  under  the  rules  would  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  incorporations  or  manufac- 
tures, shall  first  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  ju- 
diciary to  inquire  whether  the  object  of  the  applicants 
cannot  be  obtained  by  voluntary  incorporation  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  and  shall  report  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  banks  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and 
all  subjects  relating  to  such  institutions  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  state  prison 
to  take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the 
stale  prison,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may 
be  submitted  by  the  warden,  or  that  may  be  otherwise 
referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  insurance  to 
consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance 
companies,  and  all  subjects  relating  to  insurance  com- 
panies, domestic  and  foreign,  and  whether  life,  fire,  marine, 
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accidental,  or  of  any  other  character,  that  may  be  referred 
to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  state  agri- 
cultural college  to  examine  into  the  rules  and  government 
of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanic  Arts,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and 
all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  agriculture  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agri- 
cultural interests,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural 
societies,  that  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  manufactures 
to  consider  all  matters  concerning  the  manufacturing  in- 
terests of  the  state,  and  all  applications  for  incorporation 
for  manufacturing  purposes,  which  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  appropriations 
to  examine  and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the 
treasury,  to  report  what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise 
as  a  state  tax,  and  on  every  subject  touching  the  financial 
interests  of  the  state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  retrenchment 
and  reform  to  take  into  consideration  the  public  expendi- 
tures and  all  questions  relating  thereto;  and  also  to  con- 
sider all  questions  relating  to  the  subject  of  administrative 
reforms  in  the  various  departments  of  the  state  govern- 
ment that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  military  affairs 
to  consider  all  applications  for  altering  and  amending 
laws  regulating  the  militia  of  this  state,  and  for  the  re- 
moval of  military  officers,  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  education  to 
consider  all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school 
districts  and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  state  normal 
school  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  government  of  the 
state  normal  school,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith . 
and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  incorporations 
to  consider  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorporation,  and 
all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative  to 
bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  it,  excepting 
those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads, 
canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies,  and  factories. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  towns  to  con- 
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sider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  town  lines  by 
the  annexation  of  one  portion  of  a  town  to  another,  and 
all  applications  for  incorporation  of  towns  by  division  of 
towns,  or  otherwise,  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  county  affairs 
to  consider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  county 
lines  or  the  creation  of  new  counties,  the  salaries  of  county 
officers,  the  settlement  of  paupers,  and  all  other  matters 
relating  to  county  affairs  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  labor  to  consider 
all  petitions  relating  to  labor  and  wages,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters relating  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  state  hospital 
to  examine  all  accounts  of  the  state  hospital,  particularly 
of  those  relating  to  the  expenditure  of  moneys  appro- 
priated by  the  state ;  to  examine  into  the  rules  and  govern- 
ment of  the  institution,  and  all  matters  of  general  interest 
connected  therewith,  and  all  such  matters  as  shall  be 
referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  railroads  to 
consider  all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads, 
for  alterations,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  that  may 
be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  roads,  bridges 
and  canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  turnpikes,  bridges,  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration 
of  tolls,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  unfinished  busi- 
ness to  examine  and  report,  from  the  journals  of  the  last 
session,  all  such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  unde- 
termined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  mileage  to 
ascertain  the  distance  traveled  by  each  member  of  the 
House,  and  report  to  the  House  the  names  of  the  several 
members  and  the  mileage  allowed  to  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  fisheries  and 
game  to  consider  all  matters  concerning  the  location, 
growth,  cultivation,  protection,  improvement,  and  preser- 
vation of  fish  and  game  within  the  state,  and  all  matters 
relative  thereto,  which  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  industrial 
school  to  examine  the  rules  and  government  of  the  insti- 
tution,  and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  there- 
with, and  all  such  matters  as  may  bo  referred  to  it. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  soldiers'  home 
to  consider  all  the  matters  pertaining  to  the  soldiers'  home 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  forestry  to 
consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  forests  of  the  state  and 
public  parks  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  public  health 
to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  state  and  vital  statistics  that  may  be  referred 
to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  public  improve- 
ments to  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  public  improve- 
ments in  the  state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  school  for  the 
feeble-minded  to  examine  the  rules  and  government  of  the 
institution,  and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected 
therewith,  and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  claims  to  audit, 
adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be 
presented  for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing, 
military  accounts,  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  journal  of  the 
House  from  day  to  day,  and  before  the  commencement  of 
the  morning  session,  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  pre- 
ceding day,  and  report  to  the  House  at  once  any  errors; 
provided,  however,  that  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  be  read  at  the  opening  of  any  morning  session  when- 
ever requested  by  any  ten  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  ways  and  means 
to  examine  and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the 
treasury,  to  consider  and  report  on  all  bills  and  resolutions 
relating  to  raising  money  by  a  state  tax,  the  apportionment 
of  the  same,  and  all  other  methods  proposed  for  raising  a 
revenue  for  the  state ;  and  to  consider  and  report  upon 
every  other  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the 
state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  rules  to  consider 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  rules  of  procedure  of  the 
House  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

36.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

37.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  re- 
spective committee-rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of 
the  House  in  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
House  shall  order;  and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the 
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silting  of  the  House  unless  when  the  Speaker  shall  con- 
sider it  necessary.  The  committees  shall  promptly  con- 
sider and  report  on  all  matters  referred  to  them. 

38.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman;  and  in 
case  of  his  absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the 
next  named  member,  and  so  on,  as  often  as  the  case  may 
happen,  unless  the  committee,  by  a  majority  of  the  number, 
elect  a  chairman.  And  when  any  committee  shall  report 
otherwise  than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of 
it.  subjoin  to  their  report  a  resolution  making  such  dispo- 
sition of  the  matter  committed  to  them  as  to  the  committee 
shall  seem  expedient. 

39.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  properly  to  all  the  business  which  may 
be  properly  referred  to  it.  the  Speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of 
the  House  to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee 
on  the  same  subject,  to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  mem- 
bers as  the  original  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  that  sub- 
ject which  shall  be  referred  to  it  by  the  House,  and  to 
report  thereon. 

OF  BILLS 

40.  All  petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed 
to  the  House,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  to  be  introduced 
in  the  house,  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  person 
or  committee  presenting  them,  with  the  subject  matter  of 
the  same,  and  shall  be  placed  by  the  members  presenting 
them  in  a  box  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the  clerk.  The 
Speaker  shall  take  them  up  for  introduction  at  the  morning 
session. 

41.  Every  bill  and  resolution  originally  introduced  into 
the  House  shall  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute 
to  ascertain  the  meaning  thereof. 

42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the 
House  previous  to  its  passage.  The  first  reading  shall  be 
for  information;  and  thereupon,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be, 
"Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  second  time?"  and  if  ordered  to  a 
second  reading  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time 
by  its  title,  be  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  under  Rule 
4(>,   and  be  by  the   Speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate

standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 
No  bill  after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time  shall  have  a 
third  reading,  until  after  an  adjournment  The  time  as- 
signed for  the  third  reading  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall 
be  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  House.* 

43.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  but  upon  the  second 
reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution ;  and  all  bills  and  reso- 
lutions shall  be  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member 
and  the  town  he  represents  on  the  back  thereof.  The 
orders  of  the  day  for  the  reading  of  bills  and  joint  reso- 
lutions shall  hold  for  every  succeeding  day  until  dis- 
posed of. 

44.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  neces- 
sary to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may 
be  sent  by  the  assistant  clerk. 

45.  Every  bill  shall  be  marked  on  the  first  page  "House 
bill,"  and  every  joint  resolution  shall  be  marked  "House 
joint  resolution,"  and  each  bill  and  resolution  shall  be 
regularly  numbered,  beginning  with  No.  1.  and  continuing 
consecutively,  as  each  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  introduced 
into  the  House. 

46.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  introduced  into  the 
House,  either  by  a  member  or  by  a  committee,  shall  be 
declared  by  the  Speaker  laid  upon  the  table,  after  it  has 
been  read  a  second  time,  and  the  clerk  shall  procure  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies,  printed  on  paper  of  uniform 
size,  for  the  use  of  the  House,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
distributed  to  the  members,  and  when  printed  the  bill 
shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  committee  to  which 
it  shall  have  been  referred.  Bills  and  joint  resolutions 
received  from  the  Senate  shall  be  printed  at  the  same  stage 
of  their  procedure  unless  they  have  been  printed  in  the 
Senate  and  copies  distributed  in  the  House. 

47.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  appropriating  money, 
reported  from  any  committee,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  appropriations  for  revision. 

48.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be 
rescinded  Avithout  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the 
motion  therefor;  nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

*This  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  bills  and  joint  resolutions  introduced  at 
the  sessien  of  1907  under  the  old  rules  and  not  printed;  but  as  to  such  un- 
printed  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  the  rules  of  the  session  of  1905  shall  be  in 
force. 
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of  the  committee  op  the  whole  house. 

49.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  committee  of  the 
whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made 
for  that  purpose ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House  the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman 
to  preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

50.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee 
of  the  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  first  be  read 
throughout  by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated 
by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  con- 
sidered; the  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be 
defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page 
and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  clerk  on  a  separate 
paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee 
and  so  reported  to  the  House.  After  report,  the  bill  or 
resolution  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended 
by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  reading 
be  taken. 

51.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  ob- 
served in  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may 
be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking. 

ORDER   OP   BUSINESS   OP   THE   DAY. 

52.  The  Speaker  shall  call  for  petitions  from  members 
of  the  House.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and 
disposed  of,  reports,  first  from  the  standing  and  then  from 
the  select  committees,  shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of. 
And  the  above  business  shall  be  done  in  no  other  part  of 
the  day,  except  by  permission  of  the  House. 

53.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was 
engaged  at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for 
by  any  member,  shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other 
business  except  the  general  order  of  the  day;  and  no  mo- 
tion, or  any  other  business  except  the  general  order  of  the 
day,  shall  be  received  without  special  leave  of  the  House, 
until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baker  of  Bow,  the  amendments  to 
the  rules  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  code  of  rules  as 
amended  was  adopted  as  the  rules  for  the  present  session. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hollis  of  Concord,  the  rules  of  the 
llnuse  as  amended  were  ordered  printed  in  today's  journal. 
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In  compliance  with  the  following  resolution,  introduced 
at  the  morning  session  of  January  16 : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  of  this 
House  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  inquire  into  the  work 
and  authority  of  the  state  board  of  health  relative  to  the 
sale  of  unwholesome  foods  in  this  state.  Said  committee 
shall  report  its  findings  at  an  early  date,  together  with  any 
recommendation  it  deems  advisable  relating  to  additional 
legislation  necessary  for  more  effective  control  and  regu- 
lation of  unwholesome  articles  of  food  sold  in  the  state. 

The  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee, 
Messrs.  Fifield  of  Lee,  Day  of  Concord,  Aldrich  of  Keene, 
Arnold  of  Nashua,  and  McGregor  of  Whitefield. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mason  of  Concord,  at  9.46  o'clock  the 
House  adjourned.

the  expenditure  of  such  appropriations. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Court,  the 
spread  of  said  insect  pests  within  this  state,  which  has  al- 
ready assumed  alarming  proportions,  as  disclosed  by  care- 
ful examination  by  skilled  experts  employed  by  said  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  presents  a  condition  requiring 
the  cooperation  of  the  national  government  with  that  of 
this  state  in  effectual  measures  designed  to  prevent  the 
further  extension  of  these  pests  into  other  states,  as  well  as 
throughout  the  entire  area  of  this  state. 

Resolved,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be 
urged  to  make  an  appropriation  at  the  present  session  suf- 
ficiently liberal  so  that  with  the  cooperation  of  this  state, 
these  pests  may  be  completely  destroyed  or  so  checked  as  to 
render  possible  their  ultimate  extermination.

to  the  by-laws  of  said  savings  bank ;  and  may  manage,  use 
and  improve  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  depositors  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  convenient  or  necessary  for  the 
security  and  profitable  investment  thereof  under  the  re- 
strictions of  the  laws  regulating  the  investment  and  man- 
agement of  such  funds ;  and  all  deposits,  together  with  the 
net  income  and  profits,  may  be  withdrawn  at  such  reason- 
able times,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  subject 
to  such  equitable  rules  and  regulations  as  said  corporation 
may  from  time  to  time  by  its  by-laws  prescribe,  not  incom- 
patible with  the  laws  of  the  state."

Amend  section  11  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  fol- 
lowing the  words  "in  this  state"  in  the  third  line,  so  that 
said  section  shall  read : 

Sect.  11.  The  word  company  as  used  in  this  act  shall 
apply  to  all  persons,  co-partnerships,  associations  or  cor- 
porations doing  an  express  business  in  this  state. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  bill  was  then  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed.

Amend  sections  1  and  2  of  said  act  by  striking  out  the 
whole  of  said  sections  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  (and  renumbering  succeeding  sections  accord- 
ingly) : 

Section  1.  Xo  common  carrier  doing  business  in  this 
state  shall  directly  or  indirectly  issue  or  give  any  free 
ticket,  free  pass,  or  free  transportation  for  passengers 
within  this  state,  except  to  its  employes  and  their  families ; 
attorneys-at-law  who  are  in  receipt  of  a  regular  cash  re- 
tainer amounting  at  least  to  one  hundred  dollars  per  year, 
its  officers,  surgeons  and  physicians,  to  ministers  of  religion, 
traveling  secretaries  of  Railroad  Young  Men's  Christian 
Associations,  inmates  of  hospitals  and  charitable  and 
eleemosynary  institutions,  and  persons  exclusively  engaged 
in  charitable  and  eleemosynary  work;  to  indigent,  destitute 
and  homeless  persons,  and  to  such  persons  when  trans- 
ported by  charitable  societies  or  hospitals,  and  the  neces- 
sary agents  employed  in  such  transportation ;  to  inmates  of 
the  national  home  or  state  homes  for  disabled  volunteer 
soldiers,  and  of  soldiers'  and  sailors'  homes,  including  those 
about  to  enter  and  those  returning  home  after  discharge, 
and  boards  of  managers  of  such  homes ;  to  necessary  care- 
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lakers  of  live  stock,  poultry,  freight  and  fruit;  to  employes 
on  sleeping  cars,  express  cars,  and  to  linemen  of  telegraph 
and  telephone  companies;  to  railway  mail  service  employes, 
postoffice  inspectors,  customs  inspectors,  and  immigration 
inspectors;  to  newsboys  on  trains,  baggage  agents,  wit- 
nesses attending  any  legal  investigation  in  which  the  com- 
mon carrier  is  interested,  persons  injured  in  wrecks,  and 
physicians  and  nurses  attending  such  persons;  provided, 
that  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
interchange  of  passes  for  the  officers  and  employes  of  com- 
mon carriers  and  their  families;  nor  to  prohibit  any  com- 
mon carrier  from  carrying  passengers  free  with  the  object 
of  providing  relief  in  cases  of  general  epidemic,  pestilence, 
or  other  calamitous  visitation.

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  car- 
rier operating  a  steam  railroad  within  this  state  to  give  to, 
or  for,  any  member,  officer,  or  employe  of  the  General 
Court,  or  any  member  of  the  supreme  or  superior  court,  or 
any  other  public  officer,  of  this  state,  whether  elective  or 
appointive,  any  free  pass,  free  ticket,  or  other  free  trans- 
portation ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  member,  offi- 
cer, or  employe  of  the  General  Court,  or  any  member  of 
the  supreme  or  superior  court,  or  any  other  public  officer, 
•of  this  state,  whether  elective  or  appointive,  to  accept,  use 
or  ride  upon  any  free  pass,  free  ticket,  or  other  free  trans- 
portation on  an}-  road,  or  conveyance,  operated  by  any  rail- 
road or  other  common  carrier  within  this  state,  or  to  accept 
or  use  transportation  thereon,  at  any  reduced  rate,  not 
granted  to  the  public  generally,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
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vided;  provided,  however,  that  justices  of  the  peace  and 
notaries  public  in  their  capacity  as  such,  railroad  officers 
and  employes,  persons  in  charge  of  mail,  express  or  freight, 
shall  not,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  be  regarded  as  in- 
cluded in  the  above  enumerated  inhibited  classes. 

Sect.  2.  Every  corporation  operating  a  steam  railroad 
within  this  state  in  consideration  of  its  valuable  franchise, 
shall  transport  over  its  steam  railroad  lines,  within  the 
state  only,  without  charge  therefor,  members,  officers,  and 
employes  of  the  General  Court,  during  each  session  thereof, 
and  for  two  days  preceding  the  opening  of  such  session, 
and  for  one  day  after  the  final  adjournment  thereof,  and 
transport,  in  like  manner,  without  charge,  all  other  state 
officials,  except  members  of  the  supreme  and  superior 
courts  and  justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public,  during 
the  term  of  their  official  service. 

And  tickets  for  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  transpor- 
tation hereunder,  shall  be  furnished  by  each  railroad  cor- 
poration, subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  the  secretary 
of  state  upon  request ;  and  the  secretary  of  state  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  from  time  to  time,  to  furnish  in 
writing  to  the  railroad  a  list  of  the  persons,  with  their  offi- 
cial titles,  to  whom  such  tickets  shall  be  issued,  together 
with  the  time  for  which  they  are  severally  entitled  to 
transportation  hereunder;  and  to  make  arrangements  for 
their  procurement  and  delivery  to  the  persons  entitled  to 
receive  them.  Provided,  however,  that  such  transportation 
shall  in  no  event  be  used  for  any  part  of  an  interstate 
journey. 

And  all  state  officials,  who,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
are  entitled  to  transportation  hereunder,  and  whose  ex- 
penses, while  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  are 
payable  by  the  state,  shall  file  with  their  bills  for  such  ex- 
penses, itemized  and  sworn  accounts  of  the  sums  paid  by 
them  in  cash,  for  which  they  ask  payment,  and  shall  re- 
ceive no  allowance  for  steam  railroad  transportation  within 
the  stale. 
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Sect.  3.  Any  common  carrier  violating  the  provisions 
of  section  1  of  this  act  shall,  for  each  offense,  on  conviction, 
be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  and  any  person  ac- 
cepting or  using  any  pass,  ticket,  or  reduced  rate  trans- 
portation in  violation  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  a  like 
penalty.

portation ;  to  inmates  of  the  national  home  or  state  homes 
for  disabled  volunteer  soldiers,  and  of  soldiers'  and  sailors' 
homes,  including  those  about  to  enter  and  those  returning 
home   after   discharg-e,    and   boards   of  managers   of   such 
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homes;  to  necessary  caretakers  of  live  stock,  poultry,  fruit,

toms inspectors,  and  immigration  inspectors:  to  newsboys

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee, respectfully  report  that  they  are  unable  to  agree  with 
the  majority  of  the  committee  in  recommending  that  House 
Bill  No.  108,  authorizing  the  town  of  Hancock  to  construct 
and  maintain  water  works,  ought  to  pass,  for  the  follow- 
ing obvious  reasons,  namely:  that  the  bill  as  reported  pro- 
vides for  a  system  of  water  works  to  be  established  and 
maintained  by  taxes  levied  upon  all  the  taxpayers  of  the 
town,  while  only  about  forty  families  can  receive  any  direct 
benefit  from  the  proposed  system;  that  they  constitute  less 
than  one  third  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  pay  less  than 
one  third  of  the  assessed  taxes,  and  because  there  is  no 
general  demand  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Hancock  for 
the  legislation  proposed.  The  income  to  be  derived  from 
the  water  service  cannot  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  au- 
thorized. We  think  it  unfair  and  unjust  to  require  the 
inhabitants  of  any  town  to  pay  for  improvements  which 
benefit  less  than  a  majority  of  those  called  upon  to  pay  for 
them. 

Under  the  "Municipal  Bonds  Act,  1895,"  towns  are 
permitted  to  issue  their  bonds  for  town  purposes  only  when 
authorized  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  voters  pres- 
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ent  and  voting  at  a  legal  meeting  of  said  town,  at  which  a 
majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  of  the  town  are  present  and 
vote.  "We  see  no  reason  why  the  town  of  Hancock  should 
be  made  an  exception  to  this  statute  and  every  reason  why 
it  should  not. 

The  parties  to  be  directly  benefited  by  the  water  works 
authorized  by  the  act  may  constitute  themselves  a  village 
precinct  under  existing  law,  and  then  secure  for  them- 
selves the  water  service  they  desire,  if  they  are  willing  to 
pay  for  the  same. 

Therefore  we  recommend  that  the  act  be  amended  by 
striking  out  all  of  section  6  of  said  act  and  inserting  in 
lieu  of  it  the  following,  namely:  "Section  6.  This  act 
shall  not  take  effect  until  it  is  adopted  by  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  all  the  voters  present  and  voting  at  any  annual 
or  special  meeting  of  said  town  at  which  a  majority  of  all 
its  legal  voters  are  present  and  vote ;  provided,  the  said 
meeting  is  held  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,"  and  that  as  amended  the  act  ought  to  pass.

A  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  reported  as 
follows : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary,  are  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority  in  report- 
ing House  bill  No.  270,  entitled  "An  act  for  a  recount  of 
the  license  vote  cast  in  the  City  of  Franklin,"  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass,  for  the  follow- 
ing, among  other  reasons,  namely :  1st.  The  legislation 
proposed  is  contrary  to  article  23  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  state,  which  says:  "Article  23. 
Retrospective  laws  are  highly  injurious,  oppressive,  and 
unjust.  No  such  laws,  therefore,  should  be  made,  either 
for  the  decision  of  civil  causes  or  the  punishment  of  of- 
fenses;" and  also  is  contrary  in  principle  to  article  38  of 
the  same,  as  follows:  "Article  38.  A  frequent  recurrence 
to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Constitution  and  a 
constant  adherence  to  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  in- 
dustry, frugality,  and  all  the  social  virtues,  are  indispens- 
ably necessary  to  preserve  the  blessings  of  liberty  and 
good  government,  The  people  ought,  therefore,  to  have  a 
particular  regard  to  all  those  principles  in  the  choice  of 
their  officers  and  representatives;  and  they  have  a  right 
to  require  of  their  lawgivers  and  magistrates  an  exact  and 
constant  observance  of  them  in  the  formation  and  execu- 
tion of  the  laws  necessary  for  the  good  administration  of 
government." 

2.  There  is  a  dee])  and  well  established  feeling  on  the 
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part  of  many  that  the  votes  which  the  bill  authorizes  to 
recount  are  not  in  the  same  condition  as  when  cast  and 
originally  counted. 

3.  There  is  no  general  demand  for  a  recount,  except  from 
the  saloon  men,  who  now  are  defeated  and  can  lose  nothing 
by  a  recount.  The  mayor  of  Franklin  and  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  substantial  citizens  of  that  city  are  opposed 
to  a  recount. 

4.  The  passage  of  the  said  bill  will  result  in  long  and 
expensive  lawsuits,  causing  great  personal  bitterness  which 
ought  to  be  avoided,  and  which  can  result  in  no  substantial 
benefit  to  the  citizens  of  Franklin  as  a  whole  or  to  others.

law  involving  the  sale  to  said  person,  in  which  proceeding 
the  person  who  made  the  sale,  either  by  himself  or  his  ser- 
vant, shall  be  a  defendant,  for  the  reason  that  he  may 
thereby  incriminate  himself;  but  no  testimony  so  given  by 
him  shall  be  used  as  evidence  either  directly  or  indirectly 
against  him.  nor  shall  he  thereafter  be  prosecuted  for  any 
offense  so  disclosed  by  him.

granted  by  the  state  and  which  have  been  operated  under 
said  charters?" 

It  is  my  opinion  that  under  the  amended  constitution  of 
this  state,  the  franchise  of  railroad  and  all  other  corpora- 
tions may  be  taxed,  subject  to  the  constitutional  limitations 
respecting  double  taxation.

Said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  summon  wit- 
nesses to  take  testimony  under  oath,  and  to  employ  a  compe- 
tent stenographer  to  take  down  and  transcribe  the  proceed- 
ings under  this  resolution. 

Said  committee  is  instructed  to  report  as  soon  as  possible 
any  findings  it  may  make  under  said  subject,  and  to  recom- 
mend such  legislation  as  it  may  consider  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  state. 

introduction. 

January  24,  1907,  the  House  passed  the  following  reso- 
lution :

board,  or  office  may  be  reduced. 

"Second,  "Whether  or  not  the  salaries  and  expenses  of 
any  commission,  board,  or  public  office  may  be  reduced 
without  material  detriment  to  the  interests  served  by  such 
commission,  board  or  office. 

"Third,  Whether  or  not  any  reduction  in  the  state  ex- 
penses in  any  other  direction  may  be  made  with  advantage 
to  the  state. 

''Said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  summon  wit- 
nesses, to  take  testimony  under  oath,  and  to  employ  a  com- 
petent stenographer  to  take  down  and  transcribe  the  pro- 
ceedings under  this  resolution. 

"Said  committee  is  instructed  to  report  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible any  findings  it  may  make  upon  said  subject  and  to 
recommend  such  legislation  as  it  may  consider  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  state. ' ' 

On  February  20,  1907,  the  House  passed  the  following 
resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and  Re- 
form be  authorized  to  employ  counsel  to  assist  them  in  in- 
vestigating the  state  departments  in  pursuance  of  resolu- 
tion of  the  House,  if  in  their  judgment  such  counsel  shall 
be  necessary,  the  expense  of  such  counsel  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars. ' ' 

Under  the  instructions  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  your 
committee  undertook  to  make  a  careful  inquiry  concerning 
the  several  departments  of  the  state  government. 

Your  committee  spent  several  weeks  in  making  detailed 
examinations  of  the  books  in  the  office  of  the  state  treas- 
urer and  of  his  vouchers,  covering  the  expenses  of  the  vari- 
ous departments.  It  then  called  the  heads  of  these  depart- 
ments, and  entered  into  a  detailed  examination  through 
them  of  the  duties  of  the  various  departments,  of  their  ex- 
penditures, and  of  the  help  employed  in  executing  their  du- 
ties.    The  testimony  so  obtained,  under  oath,  was  made  a 
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matter  of  record  by  the  stenographer  employed  by  the  com- 
mittee. Before  taking  such  testimony,  your  committee  ob- 
tained from  each  department  examined  a  comparative  list 
of  their  expenses  for  the  past  five  years.  These  are  in- 
cluded in  the  report.  Some  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  pages  of  testimony  have  been  taken. 

Following  are  the  results  of  this  work  and  the  conclusions 
arrived  at  by  your  committee : 

STATE   TREASURER. 

The  state  treasurer  receives,  with  a  few  minor  exceptions, 
the  entire  income  of  the  state,  and  disburses  such  income. 
He  issues  annually  a  report  containing  an  account  of  such 
receipts  and  disbursements ;  he  apportions  to  the  towns  such 
a  share  of  the  state  tax  as  they  are  entitled  to  from  various 
sources;  he  has  charge  of  all  the  moneys  and  securities  be- 
longing to  the  state;  he  assesses  the  state  tax;  he  collects 
charter  fees  of  corporations,  escheated  estates,  unclaimed 
savings-bank  deposits,  as  well  as  the  railroad  and  insurance 
taxes.  In  short,  practically  all  sources  of  revenue  pass 
through  the  treasurer's  hand.  He  keeps  itemized  accounts 
of  all  such  receipts  and  makes  payments  on  the  warrant  of 
the  governor  and  council,  on  which  is  noted  the  statute  un- 
der which  the  payment  is  made.  Complete  vouchers  for 
all  such  payments  are  filed  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer. 
In  some  cases,  however,  the  original  bills,  after  having  been 
passed  upon  by  the  governor  and  council,  are  retained  by 
the  departments;  but  in  such  cases  an  additional  voucher 
is  filed  with  the  treasurer. 

The  treasurer  receives  a  salary  of  $2,500,  and  his  deputy 
receives  $1,200  a  year.  He  employs  a  clerk  at  a  salary  of 
$1,000,  which  clerk  receives  in  addition  two  hundred  dollars 
for  compiling  financial  statistics,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
treasurer's  report  for  the  year  ending  June  1,  1906,  on 
page  166  et  seq. 

The  treasurer's  accounts  are  audited  at  the  close  of  each 
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fiscal  year  by  auditors  appointed  by  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil.    The  treasurer  and  deputy  are  both  under  bond. 

The  state's  current  balance  is  kept  on  deposit  by  the 
treasurer  in  various  approved  national  banks,  chiefly  in 
this  state,  although  a  balance  is  always  kept  in  Boston.  In- 
terest at  the  rate  of  2  per  cent,  is  paid  on  such  deposits, 
and  credited  to  the  state. 

In  examining  the  treasurer's  accounts  in  detail,  it  was 
found  that  the  state  pays  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent, 
on  all  its  trust  funds  but  that  of  $80,000  for  the  Agricul- 
tural College.  Your  committee  understands  that  on  the 
acceptance  of  this  fund  the  state  -agreed  to  pay  interest  at 
the  rate  of  not  less  than  5  per  cent.  In  view  of  the  inter- 
est payments  on  the  other  funds  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent., 
your  committee  sees  no  justification  for  paying  6  per  cent, 
here,  and  recommends  that  this  rate  of  interest  be  re- 
duced to  5  per  cent. 

The  duties  of  the  state  treasurer  are  carefully  and  ef- 
ficiently executed.     The  incidental  expenses  are  low. 

COLLECTION  OP  THE  LEGACY  TAX. 

In  the  statute  providing  for  the  collection  of  the  legacy 
tax,  the  state  treasurer  is  authorized  to  employ  such  as- 
sistants as  he  finds  necessary  for  the  collection  of  this  tax. 
He  has  employed  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Matthews,  at  a  compensa- 
tion of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed, 
Mr.  Matthews  furnishing,  at  his  own  expense,  the  services 
of  a  stenographer  to  assist  him  in  this  work.  Mr.  Matthews 
has  taken  an  active  interest  in  developing  a  system  of 
handling  this  work,  and  has  spent  considerable  time  in 
familiarizing  himself  with  the  working  of  the  law  and  in 
planning  the  most  efficient  way  to  carry  it  out  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  state.  With  the  attorney-general,  he 
represented  the  state  in  the  litigation  carried  to  the  supreme 
court  which  established  the  constitutionality  of  this  law. 

It  seems  evident  from  the  opinions  offered  by  the  state 
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treasurer  and  the  attorney-general  that  a  man  of  legal 
training  is  essential  to  the  proper  collection  of  the  legacy 
tax.  The  work  of  this  department  will  probably  gradually 
increase,  but  an  efficient  man  would  naturally,  on  becom- 
ing familiar  with  the  various  legal  issues  which  arise,  carry 
on  the  work  of  this  new  department  more  easily  as  his  ex- 
perience increased. 

During  the  past  year,  Mr.  Matthews  has  received  as  com- 
pensation for  work  done  in  connection  with  the  collection 
of  the  legacy  tax  about  $1,000.  This  includes  pay  for  his 
services  in  the  litigation  of  the  validity  of  the  tax.  The 
general  work  of  collection  will  now  increase  considerably, 
and  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  it  would  be 
wise  and  economical  to  employ  Mr.  Matthews  to  do  all  the 
work  in  connection  with  the  collection  of  this  tax  and  to  pay 
him  a  salary  not  exceeding  $1,500  a  year.  Such  salary  to 
include  the  services  of  his  stenographer. 
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secretary  of  state. 

The  duties  of  the  secretary  of  state  are  manifold.  This 
office  has  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to  corporations;  of 
the  registration  of  trade  marks ;  it  receives  fees  from  auto- 
mobile licenses,  pedlers'  licenses,  records  and  certificates 
of  corporation,  from  commissions  of  officials  appointed  by 
the  governor  and  council,  for  copies  from  the  records,  and 
from  some  other  sources.  These  fees  are  collected  by  the 
secretary  of  state,  and  a  record  of  the  same  is  kept.  He 
turns  over  to  the  state  treasurer  sums  so  received,  quarterly. 
The  secretary's  accounts  are  not,  however,  audited,  and  it 
seems  to  your  committee  that  they  should  be. 

The  secretary  has  custody  of  the  records  of  the  province 
prior  to  1771,  and  is,  under  statutory  authority,  arranging 
and  indexing  these  records.  Four  clerks  are  employed  in 
this  work,  three  of  whom  receive  nine  dollars  a  week,  and 
one,  who  has  supervision,  receives  twelve.  This  work  will 
probably  not  be  terminated  for  a  period  of  two  years,  and 
it  seems  desirable  that  it  should  be  completed. 

The  secretary  of  state  sends  to  all  the  towns  inventory 
blanks,  and  receives  from  them  the  annual  valuations  for 
purposes  of  taxation.  He  distributes  to  the  town  officials, 
and  to  the  libraries  of  this  state,  and  to  other  states,  the 
state  reports  and  other  state  publications.  He  prepares 
the  Australian  ballot  and  the  Manual  of  the  General  Court. 
He  has  charge  of  all  recounts  of  votes  within  the  state, 
and  serves  as  secretary  to  the  governor  and  council,  being 
in  attendance  at  all  their  sessions. 

In  addition  to  these  many  duties,  the  secretary  of  state 
is  called  upon  by  successive  governors  and  their  councils 
for  much  information  in  regard  to  state  affairs  and  for 
many  incidental,  services.  In  this  way  he  serves  as  a  per- 
manent link  between  administrations. 

The  salary  of  the  secretary  of  state  is  $3,000  a  year.  In 
addition  to  this,  he  receives  $300  a  year,  and  seventy-five 
cents  per  page  for  engrossing  private  acts,  as  the  engross- 
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ing  clerk  of  the  Legislature.  It  is  his  duty  hereunder  to 
engross  all  the  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

In  carrying  out  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  secretary  em- 
ploys a  deputy,  at  a  salary  of  $1,200  a  year,  and  a  stenog- 
rapher, who  also  attends  to  the  correspondence  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council.  The  stenographer  receives  twelve  dol- 
lars per  week. 

Xo  report  is  now  made  by  the  secretary  of  state.  This 
department  deals  with  matters  of  importance  and  of  inter- 
est to  the  public.  Such  a  report  would  relieve  the  depart- 
ment of  much  correspondence,  and  in  this  way  would  save 
considerable  labor. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  the  office  of 
secretary  of  state  is  managed  efficiently  and  economically, 
and  that  the  salaries  paid  are  reasonable. 

INDEXING  PUBLIC  RECORDS. 

Chapter  123  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1901  authorizes  the 
appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  annually,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council, 
for  completing  the  work  of  indexing  the  records  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  secretary  of  state.  Under  this  appropriation, 
General  Battles  has  been  employed,  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  a 
year,  to  complete  the  indexing  of  the  records  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council.  His  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
governor  and  council,  and  not  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
consequently  it  would  seem  to  be  a  legitimate  charge 
against  the  executive  department  rather  than  against  that 
of  the  secretary,  where  it  is  now  charged.  General  Bat- 
tles has  charge  of  the  Grand  Army  headquarters  in  the 
state  capitol,  and  his  work  for  the  veterans  serves  a  good 
and  useful  purpose.  According  to  his  testimony,  he  de- 
votes thirty-six  hours  a  week  to  indexing  the  records  of 
the  council.  This  work  is  done  by  volumes  which  cover 
certain  periods,  and  it  will  not  be  desirable  to  commence 
upon  a  new  volume  until  a  number  of  years  have  elapsed. 
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In  his  testimony  he  states  that  by  the  middle  of  next  sum- 
mer, he  will  have  completed  the  indexing-  of  the  last  period 
ending  December  31,  1899.  The  records  from  1900  to  date 
can,  however,  be  prepared  for  indexing  by  making  slips 
for  each  entry.  General  Battles  estimated  that  it  would 
take  perhaps  a  year  to  prepare  such  slips  for  the  period  of 
1900  to  that  date,  consequently  by  the  middle  of  the  sum- 
mer of  1908,  General  Battles  will  have  completed  such  work 
as  he  is  employed  to  do.

DEPARTMENT    OF    THE    ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

This  department  was  included  in  the  inquiry  of  your 
committee  who  are  advised  that  legal  problems  are  brought 
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to  the  Attorney-General  for  solution  or  advice  by  the  official 
heads  of  the  different  state  departments,  also  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council.  He  appears  for  the  State  in  such  mat- 
ters as  trials  of  homicide  and  other  criminal  cases,  includ- 
ing as  well  important  civil  cases.  The  general  direction 
and  charge  of  all  criminal  business  in  this  state  is  the  prov- 
ince of  the  Attorney-General,  and  the  county  solicitors  are 
supposed  to  act  under  his  direction  whenever  so  required. 
There  has  been  added  to  the  duties  of  this  official  the 
bringing  of  all  suits  where  licpior  bonds  have  been  forfeited, 
where  it  is  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  to  col- 
lect the  amount  of  the  forfeit.  This  is  in  behalf  of  the 
License  Commisssion.  Your  committee  learns,  in  connec- 
tion with  this  latter,  that  the  Attorney-General  receives 
no  assistance  from  counsel  employed  by  the  License  Com- 
mission. We  are  further  advised  that  all  civil  suits  where 
the  State  is  a  party,  come  under  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Attorney-General,  also  certain  local  and  private 
actions  usually  for  the  benefit  of  individuals. 

This  official  receives  a  salary  of  $2,500  per  year,  and  re- 
ceives no  other  remuneration  from  the  State.  He  main- 
tains an  office  in  Concord,  in  his  official  capacity,  the  rent 
for  which  is  paid  by  the  State,  as  is  clerical  expense 
brought  about  by  prosecutions  following  infringements  of 
the  liquor  laws.  This  committee  learns,  in  connection  with 
the  matter  just  mentioned,  that  chapter  117  of  the  Laws 
of  1905,  authorizes  the  Attorney-General  to  employ  clerk- 
hire  in  connection  with  this  particular  work,  to  the  extent 
of  not  exceeding  $1,200  per  year.  Tbe  Atorney-General 
has  taken  advantage  of  this  authority  only  to  the  extent  of 
$255.  With  a  fixed  salary,  a  nominal  incidental  account 
which  includes  office  rent,  and  a  minimum  for  printing, 
we  can  but  commend  the  frugality  of  tin1  department  in 
this  direction. 

There  is  one  item  embraced  in  the  incidental  total  of 
1903,  amount  $356.01,  which  will,  perhaps,  bear  special 
mention.     This  charge  was  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of 
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the  Kearsarge  Fire  Insurance  Company,  who  held  a  char- 
ter which  was  annulled  after  considerable  and  necessary 
work  requiring  travel  outside  the  State. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  of  the  Attorney-General 
before  the  committee  that  the  duties  of  his  office  require 
nearly  his  whole  time.  He  is  favored  in  his  home  office  by 
two  partners  who  assist  him  in  looking  up  the  law.  Their 
time  is  not  charged  to  the  State,  but  had  the  Attorney- 
General  to  attend  to  all  the  details  of  this  work,  it  would 
take  his  entire  time.  Under  the  statute,  he  is  not  pro- 
hibited from  doing  outside  work. 

"'protection  of  public  rights.'' 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  well  to  bring  your  special 
attention  to  the  part  of  the  State  legal  work  known  as 
"Protection  of  Public  Bights."  A  law  was  passed  in  the 
year  1901,  chapter  121  of  the  Statutes,  which  authorized 
and  directed  "the  Attorney-General  to  defend  in  behalf 
of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  such  suits  as  are  now 
pending,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  brought  in  the  federal 
courts,  in  which  the  rights  of  citizens  of  New  Hampshire 
in  public  waters  and  lands  are  sought  to  be  restrained, 
limited  or  abrogated,  and  to  employ  such  assistance  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  in  said  defense  and  in  the  preparation 
and  recommendation  of  such  additional  legislation  as  may 
further  protect  said  public  rights."  Acting  under  this 
direction,  the  suits  in  relation  to  public  rights  at  North 
Pond,  Coos  County,  which  commenced  several  years  ago, 
were  in  1901,  taken  up  by  the  State  and  carried  to  the 
point  in  February,  1907,  where  there  is  now  pending  the 
decision  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 
The  State  of  New  Hampshire  prevailed  by  the  decision  of 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court  last  year.  To  February  7, 
1907,  there  has  been  a  total  expense  of  $12,859.28.  This  ex- 
pense may  be  considerably  increased  before  a  final  decision

is  reached,  but,  in  the  event  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
prevailing,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  there  will  come  back 
under  this  favorable  decision  sonic  .+2.500,  which  sum  was 
expended  for  printing  the  records.  The  cost  is  large,  but 
the  matter  of  the  people's  rights  involved  is  of  such 
consequence  that  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
under  the  circumstances,  the  expense  is  justifiable.  Al- 
though it  realizes  that  the  cooperation  of  several  minds  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  course  of  the  suit  before  the  State 
undertook  the  prosecution,  may  assist  the  wisdom  of  our 
official,  yet  it  recommends  that  in  so  far  as  he  may,  the 
Attorney-General  shall  save  the  state  by  his  personal  super- 
vision and  service,  all  possible  expense. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  chapter  121  of  the 
Statutes  of  1901  bearing  an  unlimited  appropriation  for 
the  legal  assistance  in  prosecuting  this  case,  is  unde- 
sirable, and  recommends  that  it  be  amended  to  the  end 
that  a  definite  amount  be  appropriated  to  carry  on  this 
litigation. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  the  Attorney- 
General  include  in  his  report  a  comprehensive  accounting 
of  the  entire  expense  of  his  office,  including  disbursement 
under  this  statute.

THE  BOARD  OP  AGRICULTURE. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  may  be  divided 
under  the  following  heads : 
Farmers'  Institutes. 
Public  Meetings. 

Rural  Development  or  Summer  Business. 
Fertilizer  Inspection. 
Feeding-Stuff  Inspection. 
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Nursery  Inspection. 

Bulletins. 

Registration. 

farmers'  institutes. 

Twelve  farmers'  institutes  "were  held  in  the  year  1905, 
and  fourteen  in  the  year  1906.  These  meetings  are  held 
in  different  parts  of  the  state,  and  enable  the  farmers  who 
attend  them  to  become  familiar  with  the  latest  methods  of 
agriculture,  and  fill  a  want  felt  by  a  considerable  number 
of  citizens  in  a  state  where  farming  of  one  kind  and  an- 
other is  so  extensively  practiced  as  in  New  Hampshire. 

PUBLIC   MEETINGS. 

The  public  meetings  are  usually  held  twice  a  year,  and 
are  more  largely  attended  than  the  institutes. 

RURAL  DEVELOPMENT,  OR  SUMMER  BUSINESS. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  advertising 
the  state  as  a  summer  resort  is  of  undoubted  benefit  to 
almost  all  sections  of  the  state.  The  secretary  of  the  board, 
Hon.  N.  J.  Bachelder,  carries  on  an  enormous  correspond- 
ence with  all  sections  of  this  country,  and  through  this  cor- 
respondence and  by  other  means,  distributes  the  booklets 
which  his  department  compiles  and  has  published.  In  a 
period  of  two  weeks  the  secretary  received  something  over 
200  letters,  bringing  him  in  touch  directly  and  indirectly 
with  as  many  people  who  were  considering  making  New 
Hampshire  their  summer  home,  or,  at  least,  passing  a  part 
of  their  vacation  within  the  borders  of  our  state. 

In  his  testimony  before  your  committee,  the  secretary  of 
the  board  stated,  in  answer  to  inquiry,  that  were  the  work 
of  gathering  statistics  in  regard  to  summer  business  within 
this  state  not  undertaken  by  some  other  department,  the 
board  of  agriculture  could  compass  this  work  at  a  small 
31 
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additional  expense  by  the  same  means  now  employed  by 
the  board  in  collecting  information  and  data  for  its  publi- 
cations. For  this  reason,  it  seems  to  the  committee  that 
all  of  the  work  concerning  summer  residents  and  summer 
boarders  should  be  carried  on  by  the  board  of  agriculture. 

FERTILIZER  AND  FEEDING-STUFF  INSPECTION. 

In  the  inspection  of  fertilizers  and  feeding-stuffs,  the 
board  of  agriculture  performs  a  valuable  service  to  the 
agricultural  portion  of  our  community.  The  analyses  of 
the  specimens  of  fertilizers  and  feeding-stuffs,  collected  in 
the  open  market,  are  made  at  the  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, and  the  fees  charged  for  licenses  for  selling  the  above 
articles  go  toward  defraying  the  expenses  of  this  work. 

NURSERY    INSPECTION. 

The  inspection  of  nursery  plants  shipped  into  this  state 
is  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  introduction  of  plant 
diseases  and  insect  pests. 

BULLETINS. 

In  the  bulletins,  issued  quarterly  by  the  board,  the  farm- 
ers receive  valuable  information  at  first  hand  in  regard  to 
agricultural  questions  of  interest. 

REGISTRATION. 

According  to  the  Public  Statutes,  the  board  of  agricul- 
ture requires  the  registration  of  all  stallions  kept  for  breed- 
ing purposes  within  the  state. 

EXPENSE. 

The  expenses  incurred  by  the  board  in  carrying  out 
these  various  duties  seem  reasonable.  The  secretary  of  the 
board  receives  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year, 
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and  in  addition  thereto,  five  hundred  dollars  for  acting  as 
executive  officer  to  the  cattle  commission.  One  clerk  is  em- 
ployed at  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  such 
additional  help  as  is  needed  from  time  to  time  for  special 
purposes. 

AUDITING   OP   ACCOUNTS. 

The  accounts  of  the  secretary  are  audited  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  agriculture.  This  committee  will  have 
a  further  recommendation  to  make  in  regard  to  the  audit- 
ing of  these  accounts,  as  well  as  those  of  other  departments.

CATTLE    COMMISSION. 

The  executive  head  of  the  Cattle  Commission  is  the  secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  work  of 
these  two  departments  is  handled  in  one  office,  under  the 
supervision  of  Hon.  N.  J.  Bachelder.  The  commissioners 
receive  no  compensation,  other  than  the  five  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year  paid  to  N.  J.  Bachelder  for  supervision  of  the 
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work  of  this  department,  and  for  clerical  expenses.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  one  clerk  is  made  to  serve  for  both  the 
Cattle  Commission  and  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  chief  expenses  in  this  department  may  be  classed 
under  three  heads,  the  largest  of  which  is  the  sum  paid  to 
the  owners  of  tubercular  cattle  for  such  animals  as  are  de- 
stroyed by  order  of  the  commission.  Fifty  per  cent,  of 
the  value  of  such  cattle  destroyed  is  the  amount  paid  by 
the  state  to  owners.  The  second  largest  item  is  for  services 
and  expenses  of  the  veterinarians  who  are  sent  by  this  com- 
mission to  examine  and  test  animals  and  herds  suspected 
of  infection  with  tuberculosis. 

Certain  veterinarians  in  different  sections  of  the  state 
are  designated  by  the  commission  to  do  this  work  when  so 
directed.  They  are  all  paid  alike,  according  to  a  regular 
schedule  established  by  the  Cattle  Commission.  For  in- 
specting a  herd  within  two  miles  of  the  residence  of  the 
veterinarian,  a  fee  of  two  dollars  is  allowed,  with  an  extra 
dollar  if  he  kills  an  animal  and  makes  a  post-mortem  exami- 
nation. For  services  covering  a  half  day  or  more,  a  charge 
of  five  dollars  is  allowed ;  if  the  entire  day  is  consumed,  six 
dollars.  The  third  item  is  for  the  services  and  expenses 
of  appraisers,  who  are  paid  by  the  state  to  determine  the 
value  of  cattle  destroyed.  Mr.  Hadley,  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners, has  acted  as  appraiser,  and  has  received  three  dol- 
lars a  day  for  such  work. 

Under  this  system  of  inspection,  the  amount  of  tuber- 
cular cattle  destroyed  from  year  to  year  does  not  decrease, 
and  this  committee  can  see  no  way  in  which,  under  the 
state's  present  policy  in  regard  to  tubercular  cattle,  the 
expenses  of  this  commission  can  be  reduced.

BUREAU    OP    LABOR. 

The  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and  Reform  find,  on  an 
investigation  and  comparison  of  the  expenses  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Labor  for  five  years,  that  this  department  has  been 
administered  with  reasonable  economy.  The  criticism  of 
this  committee  is  directed  to  the  field  covered  by  the  work 
of  this  department  and  to  the  question  as  to  whether  any 
beneficial  results  have  accrued  therefrom  to  the  State  or  its 
citizens. 

From  the  testimony  of  Commissioner  Carroll,  it  appears 
that  the  work  of  this  department  is  chiefly  statistical.  It 
furnishes  in  its  biennial  report  a  list  of  the  manufacturing 
establishments  of  the  State,  a  table  showing  the  capital  in- 
vested, the  value  of  products,  the  wages  paid,  etc.,  in  these 
various  establishments.  In  addition,  it  furnishes  statistics 
concerning  industries  classified  by  towns.  These  statistics 
are  largely  obtained  from  the  United  States  Census  Bureau. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  gives  once  in  two 
years  a  list  of  the  vacant  shops  and  factories  in  the  State, 
which  list  is  compiled  by  this  department.  Commissioner 
Carroll  was  able  to  tell  the  committee  of  only  two  instances 
in  which  he  knew  that  industries  had  been  attracted  to 
certain  plants  within  our  State  by  means  of  his  report. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  is  devoted  to  a  description  of  the  towns  doing  a  sum- 
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mer  business  and  to  statistics  about  that  business.  This 
work  is  largely  a  duplicate  of  that  formerly  done  in  this  di- 
rection by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  If  it  is  desirable  for 
the  State  to  collect  full  statistical  information  in  regard  to 
the  summer  business,  it  can  be  done  more  cheaply  and 
more  properly  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  conclusions  of  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and 
Reform,  deduced  from  testimony  furnished  the  committee 
by  Commissioner  Carroll  and  from  a  careful  perusal  of  the 
commissioner's  reports,  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  once  in  five  years  the  federal  government  collects 
and  publishes  statistics  in  regard  to  the  industries  of  this 
State,  and  that  the  Bureau  of  Labor  receives  these  statis- 
tics from  the  federal  government,  and,  with  slight  addi- 
tions, publishes  them  in  various  forms :  that  this  is  a  fit- 
ting place  to  retrench,  and  that  this  work  done  by  the  fed- 
eral government  does  not  need  to  be  duplicated  by  our 
State  Government. 

2.  That  in  order  to  make  the  advertisement  of  vacant 
factories  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  effective,  it  would  be 
necessary  that  the  report  of  this  department  reach  the 
hands  of  a  very  large  number  of  people,  most  of  whom  are 
outside  of  our  state ;  consequently  in  order  to  give  this 
work  any  considerable  value,  it  would  be  necessary  to  print 
and  distribute  great  quantities  of  these  reports.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  this  committee  that  the  additional  expense  so 
incurred  would  not  be  justified,  and  that  this  work  should 
be  discontinued. 

3.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  all  the  work 
relative  to  the  summer  business  should  be  done  by  one  de- 
partment, and  as  the  greajter  part  of  this  work  is  now  being- 
efficiently  carried  on  by  the  Hoard  of  Agriculture,  this 
committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  all  of  this  work  should  be 
turned  over  to  that  board. 

4.  For  these  reasons,  it  is  the  .unanimous  sense  of  the 
Committee  on  Retrenchment  and  Reform  that  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  should  be  abolished.

PUBLIC  PRINTING  COMMISSION. 

The  Public  Printing  Commission  consists  of  five  members, 
all  of  whom  are  required  by  statute  to  be  state  officials  and 
to  serve  without  compensation.  They  are  Messrs.  Edwin 
G.  Eastman,  Albert  S.  Batchellor,  John  H.  Riedell,  J.  Wes- 
ley  Plummer  and  Harrie  E.  Waite.  Mr.  Waite  is  the  exec- 
utive officer  of  the  commission  and  attends  to  all  its  cleri- 
cal work  and  receives  a  compensation  therefor  of  $500  a 
year.  This  salary  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Governor  and 
Council. 

The  paper  stock  for  printing'  the  state  reports  is  pur- 
chased in  bulk,  after  taking  bids,  from  the  Contoocook  Val- 
ley Paper  Company.  Most  of  this  stock  is  shipped  directly 
from  the  manufacturer  to  the  printers  who  receive  the 
contracts  for  the  various  state  reports.  Uniform  printed 
specifications  are  mailed  to  various  New  Hampshire  print- 
ing houses,  and  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  is.  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  commission,  awarded  the  contract.  These 
bids  are  usually  opened  by  Mr.  Waite  and  Mr.  Plummer 
and  scheduled  for  the  convenience  of  the  other  members  of 
the  commission,  who  then  select  the  parties  to  whom  con- 
tracts are  to  be  awarded. 

Paper  for  stationery  and  blanks  is  usually  purchased 
from  Boston  paper  jobbing  houses,  often  without  competi- 
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live  bids.  Practically  all  the  printing  is  done  under  indi- 
vidual contract  on  competitive  bids.  It  developed  from 
Mr.  Waite's  testimony  before  your  committee,  that  some 
of  the  general  contracts  were  more  or  less  indeterminate  as 
to  the  period  covered.  This  seems  to  your  committee  to 
be  an  undesirable  precedent  and  it  recommends  that  new 
bids  be  taken  at  least  once  in  two  years. 

A  certain  amount  of  paper  stock  is  carried  in  a  stock 
room  in  the  basement  of  the  state  house.  Nine  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  dollars'  worth  were  so  carried  last  year. 
When  the  department  makes  a  requisition  for  an  ordinary 
number  of  printed  forms  or  stationery,  the  paper  is  shipped 
from  this  stock  room  to  the  printer,  and  then  delivered  to 
the  department.  The  paper  is  never  charged  to  the  ex- 
pense of  that  department,  but  is  charged  in  the  treasurer's 
report  under  the  heading  of  unclassified  state  printing. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  such  stock  used  by  each 
department  from  the  supply  in  the  stock  room,  be  charged 
to  such  department  to  the  end  that  the  account  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  outgo  from  this  stock  room  may  balance.    • 

It  also  recommends  that  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the 
executive  officer  of  the  Printing  Commission  take  account 
of  stock  in  the  stock  room  and  make  such  report  to  the 
State  Treasurer.  Aside  from  this,  the  system  followed  by 
the  Printing  Commission  seems  to  be  an  excellent  one. 

The  expenses  of  the  commission  are  reasonable. 

The  Printing  Commission  is  authorized  to  reduce,  if  it 
lit,  the  number  of  departmental  reports  published  by 
the  state.  It  has  already  somewhat  reduced  the  number  of 
these  reports,  but  from  the  large  quantity  of  recent  reports 
of  the  differenl  departments  now  being  stored  at  the  li- 
brary, it  is  very  evident  to  the  committee  that  the  number 
of  such  reports,  especially  of  the  bound  copies,  which  are 
more  expensive,  should  lie  further  materially  reduced.  In 
order  to  make  available  the  space  in  the  library  occupied 
by  the  vast  number  of  duplicate  reports,  it  will  probably  be 
necessary  to  sell  many  of  them  for  eld  paper;  consequently, 
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rigid  economy  should  now  be  employed  in  the  number  of 
such  reports  printed.

STATE    LIBRARY. 

As  the  maintenance  of  the  state  library  includes  the 
maintenance  of  the  library  building,  your  committee  will 
divide  this  subject  into  two  parts,  namely,  the  maintenance 
of  the  state  library  building  and  the  maintenance  of  the 
state  libra^. 


.MAINTENANCE  OF  THE  LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

For  the  past  five  years  the  maintenance  of  the  library 
building  has  varied  in  cost  from  $3,119  to  $7,909.  The  rea- 
son for  this  variation  in  expense  was  evident  to  this  com- 
mittee after  careful  inquiry  into  the  items  Of  this  account. 
For  several  years  the  east  end  of  the  library  roof  has 
leaked,  and  since  the  erection  of  the  building  some  $2600 
has  been  expended  to  rectify  this  faulty  construction.  The 
trustees  and  the  librarian  are  now  hopeful  that  this  matter 
is  permanently  fixed.  It  seems  to  your  committee  that 
$2600  is  a  considerable  sum  to  have  expended  on  a  small 
portion  of  the  roof  of  this  building,  but  are  satisfied  that 
the  original  error  lay  in  its  first  construction. 

A  faulty  boiler  is  another  item  of  unusual  expense  which, 
during  one  year,  swelled  the  total  cost  of  the  maintenance 
of  the  building. 
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During  the  last  five  years  almost  $8,000  has  been  charged 
to  this  account  for  new  shelving.  There  is  at  present,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  librarian  and  trustees,  enough  vacant 
shelving  in  the  library  to  supply  its  needs  in  this  direction 
for  five  or  six  years,  provided  the  growth  of  the  library 
continues  in  the  future  at  the  same  rate  that  it  has  in  the 
past.  There  is  still  one  payment  to  be  made  on  shelving 
already  installed. 

Your  committee  was  assured  by  the  librarian  that  the 
expenses  of  maintenance  should  be  in  future  reduced  ap- 
proximately by  the  sum  of  the  unusual  expenditures  above 
mentioned.  If  this  be  done,  your  committee  consider  that 
the  library  building  will  be  maintained  with  reasonable 
economy. 

The  care  of  the  building  day  and  night  requires  two 
watchmen,  who  are  paid  two  dollars  for  each  day  in  the 
year.  In  addition  to  this  each  watchman  has  received  one 
hundred  dollars  from  the  last  two  Legislatures.  This  mat- 
ter will  be  treated  more  fully  in  a  later  portion  of  this 
report.  We  learn,  upon  inquiry,  that  extra  help  is  em- 
ployed for  shovelling  snow,  washing  windows,  etc.  The 
trustees  buy  their  fuel  by  contract.  The  water,  gas  and 
electric  charges  seem  normal. 

In  considering  the  total  sum  charged  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  library  building,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
almost  one  third  of  that  building  is  occupied  for  purposes 
other  than  that  of  the  state  library.  The  supreme  court 
sit  here  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Cattle  Commis- 
sion, as  well  as  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  have 
their  offices  in  this  building. 

MAINTENANCE    OF    THE    LIBRARY. 

This  committee  upon  inquiry  finds  a  board  of  trustees, 
serving  with  no  remuneration,  actual  expenses  only  being 
allowed ;  a  librarian  with  a  salary  fixed  by  the  trustees  of 
$2,500  annually,  and  five  assistants,  whose  salaries  vary 
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from  $1/200  yearly  paid  the  assistant  librarian,  to  $360  for 
a  general  assistant. 

State  Librarian  Chase  has  a  commendable  practice  of 
allowing  one  or  two  young  women  to  serve  as  apprentices, 
without  pay  or  promise,  for  the  experience  that  such  train- 
ing gives. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  labor  of  this  clerical  force 
consists  in  cataloguing  in  proper  form  the  accessions  to  the 
library  from  year  to  year.  In  addition  to  this,  a  more  com- 
plete card  index  of  the  present  contents  of  the  library  is 
being  gradually  completed.  The  proper  shelving  of  the 
books,  pamphlets,  magazines  and  newspapers  constantly  re- 
ceived, is  another  duty  of  the  library  force.  The  distribu- 
tion of  certain  publications  to  the  town  and  state  libraries, 
and  exchanges  carried  on  with  other  libraries  and  institu- 
tions, is  also  here  attended  to. 

The  issuance  of  the  Library  Bulletin,  and  the  compila- 
tion and  publication  of  the  library  catalogue  for  distribu- 
tion to  the  town  libraries,  is  still  another  duty  of  this  de- 
partment. Waiting  on  the  public,  furnishing  information, 
and  sending  books  as  called  for  to  the  different  town  li- 
braries, is,  of  course,  a  part  of  the  work  carried  on  in  the 
library. 

Owing  to  the  diversity  and  extent  of  these  duties,  it  does 
not  seem  to  your  committee  that  the  library  force  can  be 
reduced  without  impairing  the  usefulness"  of  this  institu- 
tion to  the  public. 

The  purchase  of  new  books  is  made  by  the  librarian,  un- 
der the  supervision  and  with  the  approval  of  the  trustees. 
Your  committee  asked  the  librarian  for  a  list  of  books  of 
unusual  expense  purchased  by  him.  Some  of  these  are  in- 
timately connected  with  the  early  history  of  our  state,  and 
would  find  a  proper  place  on  the  shelves  of  New  Hamp- 
shire's state  library.  Some  others,  however,  might  be  open 
to  criticism,  considering  the  fact  that  this  library  is  al- 
lowed a  yearly  sum  of  $8,000  for  the  purchase  of  new  books, 
binding,  etc 
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It  was  called  to  our  attention  that  many  of  these  publi- 
cations were  good  investments  and  could  be  sold  at  a  prem- 
ium; but  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  trustees  hold 
their  office  not  to  make  investments  for  the  state,  but  to  fur- 
nish the  public  with  such  books  of  reference  as  it  most 
needs.  Owing  to  the  limit  of  the  funds  at  the  command 
of  the  trustees  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  considering 
the  purposes  for  which  this  library  is  maintained,  it  might, 
perhaps,  be  well  to  consider  whether  it  is  not  advisable  to 
limit  the  field  which  this  library  tries  to  cover.  In  the 
main,  however,  the  books  purchased  for  the  library  cover 
subjects  of  value  to  those  who  are  likely  to  use  the  state 
library  of  New  Hampshire. 

A  considerable  sum  is  expended  each  year  for  periodicals. 
During  the  past  five  years  this  sum  has  increased  some- 
what. About  120  different  periodicals  are  subscribed  to  by 
the  library  yearly.  In  connection  with  Poole 's  Index,  these 
publications  are  of  decided  value  for  current  reference  on  a 
vast  number  of  subjects.  It  seems  to  your  committee, 
however,  that  the  number  of  these  publications  should  not 
be  increased,  and  that  probably  the  list  could  be  somewhat 
reduced  without  serious  inconvenience  to  the  public. 

A  copy  of  every  weekly  newspaper  in  the  state  is  re- 
ceived by  the  library,  free  of  charge,  and  they  are  filed. 
One  or  two  of  these  newspapers  for  each  county  are  bound 
by  the  library.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  these  papers  will  in 
time  occupy  much  valuable  space,  and  considering  that  they 
are  printed  on  pulp  paper  which  will,  in  all  probability, 
become  so  brittle  in  the  course  of  years  as  to  be  useless, 
your  committee  recommends  that  the  trustees  dispose  of 
such  piles  of  weekly  papers  as  are  not  bound,  and  retain 
files  of  not  more  than  fifteen. 

All  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  state  are  also  filed  in  the 
library,  and,  for  the  same  reasons,  your  committee  recom- 
mends that  a  limit  of  seven  or  eight  be  placed  on  these. 
Such  a  practice  will  not  only  save  valuable  shelf  room,  but 
will  be  a  considerable  lessening  of  the  labor  of  the  assist- 
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ants  in  the  library.  At  present  at  least  two  hundred  news- 
papers are  weekly  received  and  filed. 

Under  the  statute,  the  library  receives  and  stores  the 
surplus  of  the  state  publications.  There  are  at  present 
piled  up  in  the  basement  of  the  library  150.000  volumes  of 
books  and  parts  of  books.  These  occupy  much  valuable 
space.  At  the  present  time  the  library  has  shelving  accom- 
modation for  five  or  six  years  to  come.  Were  the  space 
occupied  by  those  publications  at  the  disposal  of  the  libra- 
rian it  would  furnish  him  accommodation  for  ten  years' 
additional  shelving.  Under  these  conditions,  it  would  seem 
wise  economy  that  the  trustees  of  the  library  be  directed 
by  statute  to  make  such  disposition  of  the  bulk  of  the  sur- 
plus of  these  state  publications,  to  the  end  that  in  four  or 
five  years  this  space  may  be  used  by  them  for  the  storage 
of  books  in  use  by  the  public.  And  your  committee  so 
recommends. 

Under  the  statute  chapter  8,  section  8,  as  amended  by 
Laws  of  1895,  chapter  3,  section  1,  "the  trustees  may  dis- 
pose by  sale  or  exchange  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  surplus 
state  publications  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  de- 
posited in  the  state  library  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  the  state,  and  of  such  other  books,  pamphlets,  charts, 
documents,  or  duplicates  thereof,  as  they  deem  unneces- 
sary for  the  uses  of  the  library."  Under  this  authority 
many  sales  have  been  made,  and  between  1895  and  1906 
some  $5,800  received.  This  money  has  been  collected  and 
held  by  the  librarian.  Under  the  above  statute,  the  trus- 
tees have  inferred  the  authority  to  use  a  portion  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  sales  for  the  purchase  of  books.  No  ac- 
counting of  such  sums  received  or  expended  has  been 
made,  either  to  the  state  treasurer  or  in  the  librarian's 
financial  report ;  but  the  trustees  of  the  library  have  at 
irregular  intervals  audited  these  accounts. 

While  the  trustees  may  have  been  justified  in  this  liberal 
interpretation  of  the  statute,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee that  in  the  future  all  sums  received  by  the  libra- 
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rian  or  the  trustees  from  the  sale  of  all  books,  pamphlets. 
charts,  documents,  or  duplicates  thereof,  be  turned  over  to 
the  state  treasurer,  with  a  detailed  account  of  the  same, 
quarterly ;  but  that  the  trustees  be  allowed  by  the  treasurer 
an  amount  equal  to  that  so  turned  over  by  them  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  and  that  a  detailed  accounting  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  such  sums  be  made  by  the  li- 
brarian in  his  biennial  report. 

The  item  for  binding-  which,  during  the  last  five  years, 
has  averaged  over  $2,000,  should  be  considerably  reduced 
next  year,  and  reduced  still  more  the  year  following. 

Aside  from  the  criticism  already  made,  your  committee 
found  the  library  most  efficiently  managed  and  maintained 
in  a  condition  to  serve  the  public  conveniently  and  satis- 
fnctorily.

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Doctor  Watson,  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
is  also  in  charge  of  the  work  of  the  Commissioners  of  Lu- 
nacy, of  the  Department  of  Vital  Statistics,  of  the  Labora- 
tory of  Hygiene,  and  of  the  Registration  and  Licensing  of 
Embalmers. 

The  clerical  work  is  all  done  in  one  office.  The  force 
employed  consists  of  a  chief  clerk  and  stenographer,  whose 
labors  are  mostly  stenographic.  Her  salary  is  $1,000  a  year, 
$500  of  which  is  charged  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  $500 
to  the  Commission  of  Lunacy.  Under  the  Public  Statutes 
of  1891,  chapter  107.  the  appropriation  for  the  Board  of 
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Health  is  fixed  at  $3,500  annually.  Dr.  Watson's  state- 
ment furnished  the  committee  will  show  that  in  alternate 
years,  when  his  biennial  report  is  published,  he  overruns 
this  appropriation  about  $1,000.  The  State  Treasurer  in- 
forms the  committee  that  he  pays  the  amount  in  excess  of 
the  appropriation  authorized  by  law  for  printing  the  bien- 
nial report,  on  the  authority  of  the  Attorney-General 's- 
niling. 

VITAL   STATISTICS. 

Under  an  act  passed  in  1901,  the  collection  and  indexing 
of  vital  statistics  for  the  state  was  authorized,  and  to  carry 
ou t  this  work,  six  clerks  have  in  years  past  been  em- 
ployed in  the  office  of  the  board  of  health.  Two  of  these 
clerks  receive  $600  a  year,  and  the  rest  a  lesser  amount. 
Most  of  the  work  authorized  by  this  act  has  now  been  com- 
pleted, and  two  clerks  at  $600  a  year  are  retained  to  con- 
tinue indexing  the  records  of  vital  statistics. 

The  office  and  incidental  expenses  of  these  various  de- 
partments, whose  work  is  carried  on  under  Doctor  Wat- 
son's charge,  are  somewhat  arbitrarily  apportioned  to  the 
different  departments.  The  total  of  these  expenses  has 
been  very  considerable,  but  as  the  bulk  of  the  extra  work 
in  regard  to  compilation  and  indexing  of  vital  statistics,  is- 
done,  they  should  be  in  the  future  materially  reduced,  as 
veil  as  a  large  expense  in  this  department  for  printing. 

LABORATORY  OF  HYGIENE. 

Under  this  department,  much  valuable  work  is  done  in 
the  analyses  of  water  supplies,  foods  and  pathological 
specimens,  etc.  Here  are  employed  a  chemist  at  a  salary 
of  $1,500  a  year,  a  bacteriologist  at  $1,100  a  year  and  an 
assistant  bacteriologist  at  $900  a  year.  In  addition  to  this, 
a  chemist  works  in  the  laboratory  mostly  on  liquor  analy- 
ses for  the  license  commission  and  he  is  paid  by  that  com- 
mission. It  developed  from  Doctor  Watson's  testimony 
that,  in  his  opinion,  the  work  of  food  analyses  should  be 
32 
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somewhat  extended  and  it  seems  eminently  desirable  to 
your  committee  that  Doctor  Watson  put  himself  in  touch 
with  the  federal  authorities  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefits 
of  analyses  made  under  the  recently  enacted  national  pure 
food  law,  to  the  end  that  our  state  department  do  not 
duplicate  the  work  done  by  the  federal  department, 

It  seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a  considerable  sav- 
ing of  food  analyses  might  be  made  in  this  way,  and 
thereby  obviate  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  laboratory 
force. 

It  appears  that  certain  outside  work  has  been  done  by 
the  state  chemist  and  the  state' bacteriologist  in  the  Labor- 
atory of  Hygiene,  for  which  a  fee  was  charged,  which  fees 
the  chemist  and  the  bacteriologists  were  allowed  to  retain 
for  their  personal  use.  It  does  not  seem  to  your  commit- 
tee that  this  is  a  desirable  practice  to  follow,  and  it  recom- 
mends that  only  state  work  authorized  by  statutes  be  done 
with  the  state 's  apparatus  in  the  laboratory  of  hygiene.

An  act  approved  February  20,  1901,  authorized  this 
department  to  index  records  of  vital  statistics  not  before 
available,  and  to  carry  out  the  work,  a  total  of  six  clerks 
were  required  during  the  years  1901  to  1901,  and  five  for 
the  year  1905.  The  Legislature  of  the  latter  year  enacted 
a  law  requiring  all  records  of  birth,  marriage  and  death  to 
be  collected  by  the  department  from  every  town  and  city 
in  the  state.  This  work  has  required  two  clerks  constantly, 
and  one  other  a  portion  of  the  time.  This  work  also  ac- 
counts for  the  heavy  printing  and  postage  bills  for  those 
years.

REGISTRATION  AND  LICENSING  OF  EMBALMERS. 

Chapter  76  of  the  Laws  of  1899  provides  for  the  licens- 
ing and  registration  of  embalmers  and  for  the  collection 
of  fees  therefor  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.     It  also 
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provides  for  turning-  over  to  the  state  treasurer  the  balance 
of  such  receipts  over  the  expenses  incurred  under  this  law. 
Doctor  Watson's  statement  to  the  committee  shows  a  bal- 
ance on  hand  of  $477.69,  which  is  the  balance  accumulated 
over  a  period  of  years,  and  this  committee  recommends 
that  Doctor  Watson,  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  turn 
over  to  the  treasurer  this  balance  on  hand,  if  the  same  be 
not  already  so  paid,  and  that  he  do  so  each  year. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  covers  a  period  from 
November  to  November,  and  does  not  now  contain  any 
financial  statement.  Your  committee  recommends  that 
this,  as  well  as  the  report  of  all  other  departments,  be 
made  to  cover  the  same  period  as  the  report  of  the  state 
treasurer,  and  that  it  contain  a  comprehensive  detailed 
accounting  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out. 

You  will  find  attached  to  this  report  a  complete  state- 
ment of  drafts  on  the  epidemic  fund,  as  provided  by  stat- 
ute, in  connection  with  this  department.

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FORESTRY    COMMISSION. 


Mr.  George  H.  Moses,  for  many  years  the  secretary  of 
the  Forestry  Commission,  but  now  no  longer  in  office,  ap- 
peared before  the  committee  and  explained  the  duties  and 
the  work  of  that  commission  in  years  past.  It  seems  from 
Mr.  Moses'  testimony  that  the  work  of  the  commission  had 
been  largely  educational,  keeping  in  touch  with  lumbering- 
operations  and  conditions  throughout  the  state,  and  organ- 
izing and  holding  meetings  for  the  advancement  of  for- 
estry in  New  Hampshire. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  commission,  the  cooperation 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington  was  se- 
cured in  making  an  exhaustive  examination  of  lumbering 
and  forestry  conditions  in  the  state,  together  with  a  com- 
plete forest  map  of  the  state.  This  work  was  finished  dur- 
ing the  last  year.  This  work,  first  carried  on  in  the  White 
Mountain  district,  undoubtedly  had  much  to  do  in  arous- 
ing interest  and  organized  effort  to  secure  the  federal  for- 
est reservation  in  the  northern  part  of  our  state. 

Through  the  services  of  the  Forestry  Commission,  the 
state  has  come  in  possession  of  a  tract  of  timber  land  of 
several  hundred  acres  on  the  side  of  Mount  Monadnock, 
which  land  represents  a  value  to  the  state  of  some  $8,000. 

The  commissioners  receive  no  salary,  but  one  member  of 
the  commission  acts  as  secretary  and  is  paid  $1,000  a  year. 
No  clerical  help  is  employed,  and  the  administration  can- 
not be  said  to  have  been  extravagant. 

Mr.  George  A.  Worcester,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Forestry  in  the  present  House,  appeared  before  us  and 
called  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  great  impor- 
tance of  lumbering  and  woodworking  industries  to 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire;  to  the  rapid  inroads  being 
made  at  present  upon  its  forest  resources;  to  the  fact  that 
conservative  lumbering  methods  advocated  by  exponents  of 
forestry  were  much  needed  in  order  to  continue  these  great 
industries;  and  to  the  proposition  that  the  abolition  of  our 
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state  forest  service  at  this  time  when  New  Hampshire  is 
asking  the  federal  government  to  expend  a  million  dollars 
in  the  establishment  of  a  forest  reservation  within  its  bor- 
ders, would  materially  lessen  the  possibility  of  attaining 
that  much-desired  end. 

In  reviewing  this  evidence,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  com- 
mittee that  the  present  usefulness  of  the  state  forest  ser- 
vice, as  now  organized,  does  not  warrant  its  continuation; 
but  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that  lumbering  and  woodwork- 
ing industries  are  of  such  great  and  universal  importance 
to  the  state,  and  that  modern  forestry  methods  exert  a 
beneficial  influence  on  rapid  reforestation  which  is  so  es- 
sential to  our  state,  and,  finally,  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
seeking  at  the  hands  of  the  federal  government  and 
through  the  United  States  forest  service  a  reservation  of 
great  extent,  it  seems  desirable  to  this  committee  that  an 
active,  aggressive  and  eminently  practical  forest  service  be 
for  the  present  maintained  by  New  Hampshire.  To  this 
end,  your  committee  recommends  that  in  place  of  paying 
a  secretary  to  the  commission  a  salary  that  the  state  em- 
ploy a  technically  trained  and  practical  forester  to  give 
his  entire  time  to  this  state. 

THE   KEEPER   OF   THE   STATE    HOUSE. 

Edward  M.  Nason  is  keeper  of  the  state  house,  and  his 
duties  embrace  the  general  care  of  the  building  and 
grounds,  cleaning  of  the  offices,  mowing  the  lawn,  sweeping 
the  walks,  and  the  running  of  the  heating  plant;  also  the 
buying  of  supplies  for  the  building,  and  overseeing  ordi- 
nary repairs.  The  fuel  is  purchased  on  bids,  and  all  ex- 
penditures are  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  A 
large  item  in  the  state  house  account  of  over  one  thousand 
dollars,  under  the  head  of  furniture,  embraces  office  fix- 
tures and  other  matters  for  the  use  of  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

These  items  are  not  charged  to  the  various  departments 
for  whose  use  they  are  purchased,   and  your  committee 
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recommends  that  these  items  be  so  charged  instead  of  to 
the  account  of  state  house  furniture.  In  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  such  account  will  lead  to  economy  in  the 
amount  of  such  fixtures  which  are  bought. 

Mr.  Xason  is  regularly  assisted  in  these  duties  by  two 
men.  one  serving  with  him  by  day  and  the  other  by  night. 
The  salary  of  each  is  established  by  statute  at  $650  per 
year,  in  full  for  all  services  rendered.  In  addition  to  the 
salaries  paid  the  regular  attendants  at  the  state  house,  it 
has  been  customary  for  the  Legislature  to  vote  Mr.  Nason 
three  hundred  dollars,  and  his  assistants  two  hundred  dol- 
lars apiece  at  each  session.  Your  committee  will  treat  of 
this  and  other  like  gratuities  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this 
report.  In  addition  to  this,  Mr.  Nason  receives  for  services 
rendered,  chiefly  to  the  secretary  of  state,  certain  sums 
through  the  jrear,  which  Mr.  Nason  estimated  at  about  fifty 
dollars  annually. 

Each  of  these  employes  has  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  in 
the  summer.  Outside  labor  is  hired  to  put  the  lawn  in  con- 
dition in  the  spring,  and  to  rake  leaves  in  the  fall.  In  ex- 
amining Mr.  Nason,  it  developed  that,  for  a  month  prior  to 
the  legislative  session,  an  additional  assistant  was  employed, 
and  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  the  services  of  a  fifth  man 
were  obtained.  This  additional  help  was  for  the  purpose 
of  cleaning  the  state  house  in  preparation  for  the  legislative 
session.  Throughout  the  session  four  men  are  employed  in 
the  care  of  the  state  house,  and  the  one  additional  to  the 
regular  force  has  been  paid  by  the  Legislature  $200.  At 
the  last  session,  of  some  ten  weeks,  this  man  received  pay 
at  the  rate  of  twenty  dollars  a  week.  His  duties  were  not 
of  a  responsible  nature  or  such  as  can  be  called  expert. 
Your  committee  considers  such  remuneration  excessive,  and 
recommends  that  he  be  paid  a  monthly  stipend  more  fitting 
to  the  services  rendered. 

During  the  session  the  keeper  of  the  state  house  and  his 
assistants  have  no  care  or  supervision  of  the  committee 
rooms,  the  Senate  chamber,  Representatives'  hall,  or  the 
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galleries.  Consequently  the  four  men  employed  confine 
their  labors  chiefly  to  the  ground  floor  and  basement.  They 
do  not  shovel  the  snow,  nor  do  they  sufficiently  sand  the 
walks  in  winter. 

The  keeper's  assistant  goes  on  duty  at  night  and  con- 
fines his  labors  to  tending  the  fire  and  watching  the  build- 
ing. There  is  in  the  corridor  of  the  state  house  a  recording 
clock  with  fourteen  stations,  which  are  supposed  to  be 
wound  every  hour  and  a  half  by  the  watchman.  Kecord 
of  such  winding  is  made  on  a  disc  in  the  clock.  This  disc 
is  removed  each  morning  by  Mr.  Nason,  but  he  is  unable  to 
tell,  without  a  magnifying  glass,  what  stations  have  been 
wound.  There  are  no  stations  to  wind  on  the  upper  floor  of 
the  state  house.  Your  committee  was  unable  to  learn  that 
the  upper  floor  of  the  state  house  was  at  all  patrolled.  There 
is  no  patrol  of  any  part  of  the  building  during  the  day. 

It  transpired  from  Mr.  Nason 's  evidence,  that  the  state 
house  is  left  at  times  without  a  custodian,  usually  at  that 
time  in  the  morning  when  the  day  man  succeeds  the  night 
man.  Although  these  intervals  may  be  of  short  duration 
and  infrequent,  it  seems  an  unwise  practice  to  institute 
at  all. 

On  learning  of  these  conditions,  your  committee  searched 
for  fire  extinguishers  and  was  able  to  find  two  automatic 
fire  extinguishers,  six  sealed  pails,  and  three  jars  of  chemi- 
cals, in  the  entire  building.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  state 
house  is  known  to  be  anything  but  fire-proof,  and  that  many 
invaluable  records  and  documents  are  here  stored,  your 
committee  urgently  recommends : 

First:  That  a  complete  and  efficient  system  of  patrol  be 
instituted  and  carried  out. 

Second:  The  placing  in  each  room,  hall,  gallery,  corridor 
and  stairway  efficient  fire  extinguishers  for  quick  use  in 
checking  incipient  fires. 

As  a  result  of  this  investigation,  your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  in  the  care  of  the  state  house  there  is  too  much 
help  employed  for  the  service  rendered. 
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official  working  hours  at  state  house. 

Your  committee  learned  from  the  heads  of  the  various 
departments  that  the  official  working  hours  at  the  state 
house  are  and  have  been  for  many  years,  from  9  to  12  in 
the  morning  and  from  2  to  5  in  the  afternoon,  with  a  half 
holiday  on  Saturday,  comprising  33  hours  a  week.  Some 
departments  do  not  limit  their  work  to  these  hours. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  these  hours  be  changed 
from  8  to  12  and  1  to  5,  with  a  half  holiday  on  Saturday, 
thereby  raising  the  total  hours  of  work  to  44  per  week.  This 
seems  to  your  committee  in  no  way  excessive,  and  is  dis- 
tinctly in  the  line  of  economy,  for  it  should  increase  the 
effectiveness  of  the  office  force  by  more  than  25  per  cent., 
and  should  at  least  provide  against  any  immediate  need  for 
the  increase  of  that  force. 

SALARIES. 

Your  committee  has  found  that  the  salaries  of  clerks  in 
some  departments  are  inconsistent  in  comparison  with  those 
paid  for  the  same  class  of  work  in  other  departments,  and 
in  comparison  with  those  paid  in  the  business  world.  This 
seems  unwise  and  not  justifiable,  but  to  be  fair  to  all  con- 
cerned, the  matter  should  be  treated  in  a  general  recom- 
mendation embracing  all  state  departments.  Your  commit- 
tee has  been  able  to  investigate  only  a  part  of  these,  and 
therefore  does  not  feel  justified  in  making  such  a  general 
recommendation. 

STATE    REPORTS. 

The  reports  of  the  different  departments  of  the  state 
government  are  now  published  at  different  times,  covering 
different  periods.  Your  committee  recommends  that  all  re- 
ports, either  annual  or  biennial,  be  made  to  cover  the  same 
period  as  that  of  the  state  treasurer,  and  that  each  report 
contain  a  comprehensive  accounting  of  all  moneys  received 
and  paid  out  by  each  department. 
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unlimited  appropriations. 

Your  committee  has  in  its  investigation  found  a  num- 
ber of  instances  of  unlimited  statutory  appropriations.  It 
deems  such  legislation  unwise.  It  makes  it  too  easy  for  any 
department  to  gradually  increase  its  expenditures  through 
an  overzealous  desire  to  extend  and  develop  the  work  of 
that  department,  or  for  some  other  reason. 

Were  all  appropriations  for  expenses  which  could  be  es- 
timated for  a  period  of  two  years  definitely  fixed,  any  in- 
crease of  expense  by  a  department  would  naturally  be 
granted  only  after  sufficient  reason  for  such  increase  had 
been  presented  to  the  Legislature  or  to  one  of  its  commit- 
tees. Were  this  more  conservative  policy  followed,  all  legit- 
imate expansion  of  the  various  departments  would  be  read- 
ily provided  for  and  unwise  expenditures  checked.  Such  a 
policy  would  put  all  departments  on  the  same  basis  in  re- 
gard to  appropriations  and  it  would  foster  economy. 

While  your  committee  takes  pleasure  in  stating  that  it 
has  found  no  grave  abuse  of  these  great  discretionary  pow- 
ers, it  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  such  unlimited  appro- 
priations are  not  in  accordance  with  sound  business  princi- 
ples, which  should  find  a  place  in  our  state  policy  as  well  a<=» 
in  the  outside  world. 

THE  OMNIBUS  BILL. 

It  has  been  customary  for  the  Committee  on  Claims,  with 
the  advice  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  report 
to  the  House  during  the  last  day  of  the  session,  an  omnibus 
bill.  This  bill  consists  of  a  long  list  of  names,  with  the 
amount  of  money  paid  to  each  person  mentioned.  In  1899 
the  total  of  the  omnibus  bill  amounted  to  over  $10,000 ;  in 
1901,  to  about  $20,000;  in  1903,  to  nearly  $25,000,  and  in 
1905,  to  between  $13,000  and  $14,000. 

These  several  bills  have  included  the  salaries  of  the  em- 
ployes of  the  Legislature,  who  are  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  general  statute.     It  has  also  included  gifts  to  various 
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state  employes  in  addition  to  their  regular  salaries.  It  has 
included  sums  of  money,  in  some  years  as  high  as  $1,300, 
paid  to  reporters  representing  different  newspapers,  attend- 
ing the  sessions.  It  contains  large  amounts  for  the  miscel- 
laneous expenses  of  the  session,  and  for  these  expenses,  we 
are  advised,  the  original  bills  are  not  filed  with  the  state 
treasurer.  The  omnibus  bill  contains  the  pay  for  the  news- 
papers furnished  members  of  the  House,  and,  in  addition, 
many  other  items. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  sums  of  money 
voted  to  state  employes  already  receiving  salaries  under  the 
statute,  be  no  longer  continued.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  that  such  proceedure  is  not  based  on  good  busi- 
ness principles,  and  that  if  the  salary  of  such  employes  is 
not  sufficient,  it  should  be  raised  by  statute  and  not  by 
means  of  an  appropriation  in  a  bill  which  has  as  little  time 
for  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  House  as  the  omnibus 
bill. 

The  practice  of  voting  certain  sums  to  persons  other  than 
state  employes  or  appointees,  is  a  generous  error  which  can- 
not consistently  be  continued  if  economy  is  to  play  its  due 
part  in  our  financial  policy.  The  amiable  weakness  of  dis- 
tributing such  favors  is  so  human  and  so  prevalent  that 
your  committee  being  of  the  same  species,  appreciates  the 
situation,  but  as  officials  we  may  not  becomingly  bestow 
the  people's  moneys  as  gifts. 

The  omnibus  bill  contains  many  items  of  necessary  ex- 
pense incurred  by  the  Legislature,  which  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  meet.  For  that  reason,  no  governor  can  veto 
such  a  bill  when  passed  during  the  last  hours  of  the  Legis- 
lature, however  little  he  may  approve  of  some  of  the  items 
in  such  bill.  The  omnibus  bill  is  introduced  so  late  that  it 
cannot  be  printed.  The  members  hear  a  long  list  of  names 
read,  with  specified  amounts  after  each  name.  In  many 
cases  they  have  no  way  of  telling  for  what  purpose  they  are 
voting  this  money,  have  little  time  for  consideration,  and  it 
is  well  known  that  during  the  last  hours  of  the  session,  all 
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members  are  anxious  to  start  home,  and,  consequently,  to 
get  their  labors  over  as  quickly  as  possible. 

It  may  be  the  intention  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  to 
present  this  bill  to  the  House  at  an  earlier  date  than  has 
previously  been  done,  but  for  the  reasons  above  noted  your 
committee  strongly  recommends  that  the  omnibus  bill  be  in- 
troduced forty-eight  hours  after  the  date  of  adjournment  is 
fixed.  With  a  little  preparation  all  of  the  expenses  of  the 
session  can  be  known  immediately  after  the  time  for  ad- 
journment is  set.  If  this  policy  is  pursued,  the  bill  may 
be  printed  and  given  reasonable  consideration  by  every 
member,  instead  of  being  rushed  through  without  printing, 
without  consideration,  and  without  being  understood  by 
four  fifths  of  the  men  who  vote  for  it. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  in  the  draft  of 
the  omnibus  bill  be  included  a  statement  after  each  name 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  money  is  appropriated,  to 
the  end  that  all  may  know  what  they  are  voting  for. 

PUBLICATION  OF  THE  SESSION  LAWS. 

In  chapter  5,  section  7  of  the  Public  Statutes,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  every  weekly  newspaper  in  the  state  should 
print  and  circulate  the  public  acts  and  resolves  at  the 
close  of  each  session  of  the  Legislature  and  shall  receive 
in  compensation  therefor  sixty  cents  for  every  printed 
page  of  the  pamphlet  laws.  It  further  provided  that  each 
newspaper  so  doing  shall  without  further  expense  to  the 
state,  deliver  to  the  state  library  a  copy  of  each  of  its 
issues. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  your  committee  on 
State  Library  that  the  files  of  most  of  these  weekly  news- 
papers so  delivered  are  a  burden  to  that  institution.  This 
practice  has  cost  the  state  since  1877  over  $82,000.  At 
the  last  six  sessions  it  has  amounted  to  over  $34,000,  or 
an  average  of  about  $5,700  per  session. 

By  following  in  this  matter  the  system  now  established 
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by  the  State  Printing  Commission,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  that  a  considerable  saving  can  be  made  for  the 
state  on  this  item.  Your  committee  was  informed  that  at 
one  time  the  state  printer  volunteered  to  furnish  enough 
copies  of  these  laws  for  distribution  to  each  voter  in  the 
state  for  $600.  Could  some  reasonable  contract  be  made 
now  and  the  copies  delivered  to  each  town  and  city  clerk, 
a  saving  of  several  thousand  dollars  a  year  would  unques- 
tionably result,  and  your  committee  recommends  that  this 
change  be  made. 

In  carrying  out  this  inquiry  under  the  resolution  passed 
by  the  House,  your  committee  has  allowed  no  personal  con- 
siderations to  interfere  with  what  they  considered  to  be 
their  duty  under  this  resolution.  The  work  of  your  com- 
mittee has  been  handicapped  by  the  disappearance  of  a 
part  of  its  records  from  a  room  in  the  state  house,  while 
in  the  custody  of  the  stenographer  and  before  the  testi- 
mony was  ready  for  delivery  to  the  committee,  thus  neces- 
sitating duplicating  a  part  of  the  work.  That  they  were 
unable  to  cover  the  entire  field  is  a  disappointment  and 
only  the  lack  of  time  and  the  determination  to  be  thorough 
in  all  they  did  do  prevented  their  covering  the  entire 
ground.  They  suggest  that  it  might  be.  desirable  for  this 
investigation  to  be  carried  to  its  logical  conclusion,  to  the 
end  that  all  departments  be  included  and  certain  general 
conclusions  reached. 

In  order  that  this  House  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
take  action  as  they  see  fit  on  any  matters  brought  to  its 
attention  through  this  report,  your  committee  has  drawn 
and  presented  certain  bills  for  your  consideration,  cover- 
ing points  where  a  change  of  statute  is  recommended  in 
this  report. 

The  heads  of  departments  have  furnished  your  commit- 
tee much  assistance  and  their  uniform  courtesy  is  fully 
appreciated. 

It  has  been  the  earnest  and  honest  desire  of  this  commit- 
tee to   make  a   thorough  and   disinterested  investigation. 
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They  respectfully  offer  their  conclusions,  with  the  firm 
conviction  that  they  can  be  adopted  to  the  advantage  of 
the  state  and  its  citizens.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  Chellis  of  Claremont,  for  the  Committee  on  Revision 
of  Statutes,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  in  amendment  of 
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section  20  of  chapter  245  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  relation 
to  exemption  from  trustee  process,  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution :

Mr.  Hollis  of  Concord,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  An  act  amending  section  12  of  chap- 
ter 155  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  hearings  before 
railroad  commissioners,  having  considered  the  same,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 

Mr.  Pushee  of  Lyme,  for  the  Committee  on  Roads. 
Bridges  and  Canals,  reported  the  following  joint  resolution. 
"Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  repair  of  the  Berlin  road, 
so  called,  in  the  town  of  Errol,"  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  joint  resolution  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  joint  resolution  read  a  first 
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and  second  time,  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  and  then 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Mr.  Bailey  of  Hampstead,  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, to  whom  was  referred  a  Joint  resolution  in  favor 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Soldiers'  Home,  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment, 
and  the  recommendation  that  the  joint  resolution  as 
amended  ought  to  pass : 

Strike  out  in  the  first  line  of  said  joint  resolution  the 
words  "thirty-five"  and  the  figures  "$35,000,"  and  insert 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "thirty,"  so  that  said  joint  reso- 
lution, as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

That  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Soldiers'  Home  and  the  members  thereof  from 
the  first  day  of  January,  1907,  to  the  assembling  of  the  Leg- 
islature in  1909,  in  addition  to  such  sums  as  the  state  may 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  general  government  in  aid  of 
the  support  of  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  during  or  for 
said  period,  and  which  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  receive  and  receipt  for. 

The  sums  so  appropriated  shall  be  known  as  the  "Sol- 
diers' Home  fund."  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
state  board  of  managers,  and  be  drawn  upon  orders  signed 
by  the  secretary  and  countersigned  by  the  Governor  as  pro- 
vided in  the  act  establishing  said  home. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Badger  of  Laconia  called  for  a  division. 
Division  being  had  the  vote  was  declared  manifestly  in 
the  affirmative. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

that  the  joint  resolution  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  joint  resolution  ordered 
to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Wentworth  of  Somersworth,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  to  whom  was  referred  a  Joint  resolution  for 
an  appropriation  for  the  benefit  of  the  New  Hampshire 
College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  joint  reso- 
lution as  amended  ought  to  pass  : 

Strike  out  in  the  first  line  of  said  joint  resolution  the 
words  "fifty-five  thousand  one  hundred"  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "thirty-four  thousand,"  so 
that  said  joint  resolution,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

That  the  sum  of  thirty-four  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  erection,  completion  and  equipment 
of  buildings  and  for  other  purposes. 

That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  be  and  hereby  is 
appropriated  annually  for  a  period  of  two  years  for  the 
use  of  said  college,  to  be  expended  in  such  manner  as  the 
trustees  shall  direct. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted  and 
the  joint  resolution  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 
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Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  for  the  Committee  ou  Appro- 
priations, to  whom  was  referred  An  act  to  provide  for  a 
tax  commission  and  for  other  purposes,  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation  that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading.

"Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  Warren  and  Woodstock- 
road,  so  called,"  with  the  recommendation  that  the  joint 
resolution  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  joint  resolution  read  a  first 
and  second  time,  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  and  then 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 
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Mr.  Emerson  of  Milford,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  providing  for 
state  aid  in  freeing  and  building  bridges  connecting  this 
state  with  another,  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendments,  and  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass: 

Strike  out  section  4  entire,  and  the  words  at  the  end  of 
section  5,  ' '  Provided,  that  any  sums  so  apportioned  to  such 
other  town  or  towns,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total  ex- 
pense incurred  as  described  in  section  4  of  this  act." 

Add  to  the  end  of  section  7  the  words  "And  carrying 
in  each  case  an  appropriation  on  the  part  of  the  states 
named  at  least  equal  in  amount  to  that  provided  in  section 
3  of  this  act  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire." 

Renumber  sections  5,  6  and  7  to  4,  5  and  6,  respectively. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted  and 
the  bill  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Mr.  "Webster  of  Jaffrey,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries 
and  Game,  reported  the  following  entitled  bill,  "An  act 
to  prohibit  the  taking  of  fish  through  the  ice  from  Webster 
lake,  in  the  City  of  Franklin,"  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass.

The  report  was  accepted,  the  joint  resolution  in  its  new 
draft  read  a  first  and  second  time,  laid  upon  the  table  to 
be  printed  and  then  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations. 

Mr.  Philbrick  of  Rochester,  for  the  Committee  on  Insur- 
ance, to  whom  was  referred  An  act  to  require  an  annual 
apportionment  and  accounting  of  surplus  of  life  insur- 
ance companies,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 

Mr.  Emerson  of  Milford,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  to  correct  and 
change  the  layout  of  the  state  highway  between  Odiorne's 
Point  in  Rye  and  Fort  Point  in  Newcastle,  having  consid- 
ered the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Besolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  w;is  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  coin- 
mil  tee  adopted. 

Mr.  Smart  of  Durham,  for  the  Committee  on  Labor,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  in  amendment  of  section  14, 
chapter  ISO,  Public  Statutes,  as  amended  by  chapter  102. 
Session  Laws  of  1905,  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  in 
manufacturing  and  mechanical  establishments,  having  con- 
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sidered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
resolution :

A  minority  of  the  committee  presented  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  on  Incor- 
porations, are  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority  that  House 
bill  No.  166,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Spaulding, 
Jones  Power  Company,"  should  be  passed  in  the  draft 
submitted  by  the  majority. 

The  bill  provides  that  any  dam  to  be  erected  under  its 
provisions  shall  be  limited  in  height  by  the  requirement 
that  it  shall  not  flow  back  the  water  so  as  to  interfere  with 
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the  water  power  of  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing-  Company 
at  Manchester  at  low,  medium,  or  high  water,  at  any  season 
of  the  year.  To  make  this  provision  of  any  real  value,  the 
undersigned  believe  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  the 
height  of  the  dam  shall  be  limited  to  a  definite  point. 

The  evidence  before  the  committee  from  Frank  A.  Mer- 
rill, engineer  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad ;  Arthur  W. 
Dean,  state  engineer;  Samuel  J.  Lord,  city  engineer  of 
Manchester;  Capt.  Charles  H.  Manning  and  Perry  H.  Dow 
of  the  Amoskeag  Company,  all  familiar  with  the  Merrimack 
river  for  many  years,  was  conclusive  in  our  minds  that  to 
preserve  the  safety  of  the  river  front  in  Manchester  and 
the  investments  in  mills,  dwelling  houses  and  other  prop- 
erty thereon,  to  safeguard  at  all  times  the  water  power  of 
the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Company  and  properly  pro- 
tect the  general  interests  of  the  City  of  Manchester,  it  is 
necessary  to  preserve  the  rapids  known  as  Goff  's  Falls  in- 
tact in  their  natural  flow  and  condition.  No  New  Hamp- 
shire engineer  familiar  with  the  river  testified  differently. 
Two  experts  only,  from  Massachusetts,  wholly  unfamiliar 
with  the  conditions,  gave  a  different  opinion.  Mr.  Dean 
in  1901  examined  Moore's  Falls  with  a  view  to  the  devel- 
opment of  the  power  by  a  client,  and  then  reported  to  his 
client  to  the  same  effect. 

We  believe  that  the  Spaulding,  Jones  Company  should 
lie  granted  no  right  to  build  any  dam  that  will  submerge 
Goff's  Falls.  The  water  powers  at  both  Lowell  and  Law- 
rence. Mass.,  are  protected  by  falls  of  about  eleven  feet  in 
height  a  few  miles  below  each  city,  as  the  power  at  Man- 
chester is  now  protected  by  the  fall  of  the  Goff's  Falls 
rapids;  and  all  attempts  to  interfere  with  those  falls  have 
been  successfully  resisted  by  the  companies  owning  the 
water  power  in  those  two  cities. 

If  the  dam  to  be  erected  at  Moore's  Falls  shall  not  be  of 
a  height  above  64  feet  below  the  crest  of  the  Amoskeag 
stone  dam  at  Manchester,  il  will  not  submerge  Goff's  Falls 
and  there  will  be  no  serious  (Linger  of  the  backing  of  the 
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water  by  ice  jams  to  the  damage  of  the  property  of  the 
Amoskeag  and  other  citizens  of  Manchester.  Without  such 
limit  the  danger  seems  great,  with  great  probable  damages. 
"We  therefore  recommend  that  there  be  added  to  section 
4  of  the  bill  submitted  by  the  majority  the  following  words : 
"No  dam  erected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
with  fiashboards  be  of  a  greater  height  than  sixty-four 
feet  below  the  crest  of  the  stone  dam  of  the  Amoskeag 
Manufacturing  Company  at  Amoskeag  Falls  in  Man- 
chester. ' ' 

And  in  accordance  with  this  recommendation,  we  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  minority  new  draft  reported  here- 
with.

tion that  the  bill  in  its  new  draft,  with  its  new  title,  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  bill  in  its  new  draft,  with 
its  new  title,  read  a  first  and  second  time  and  laid  upon 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

The  special  committee  appointed  in  accordance  with  the 
following  resolution,  adopted  January  16,  1907 : 

"Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  of  this 
House  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  inquire  into  the  work 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  relative  to  the  sale  of  un- 
wholesome foods  in  this  state.  Said  committee  shall  report 
its  findings  at  an  early  date,  together  with  any  recommend- 
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ation  it  deems  advisable  relating  to  additional  legislation 
necessary  for  more  effective  control  and  regulation  of  un- 
wholesome articles  of  food  sold  in  the  state, ' '  presented  the 
following  report : 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
carefully  examined  into  the  work  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  in  its  collection  and  examination  of  food  supplies 
at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene,  and  find  that,  while  a 
large  amount  of  work  valuable  to  the  state  has  been  and  is 
being  done  there,  it  has  not  the  facilities  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Statutes  so  effectually  as  is  de- 
sired, on  account  of  the  lack  of  an  inspector,  who  should 
be  charged  with  certain  duties  not  at  present  provided  for. 

No  provision  is  now  made  for  the  inspection  of  slaughter- 
houses or  of  meat  sold  in  the  open  market,  a  matter  be- 
lieved by  your  committee  to  be  of  great  importance.  An 
investigation  shows  that,  in  addition  to  making  frequent 
inspections  of  slaughter-houses  and  of  meat  offered  for  sale 
in  our  markets,  an  inspector  would  be  of  further  service  in 
the  examination  of  other  foods  and  drinks  offered  for  sale ; 
in  the  collection  of  samples  for  analysis  at  the  State  Lab- 
oratory of  Hygiene,  and  in  aiding  local  boards  of  health  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties  in  complicated  cases. 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  this  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Health,  with  the  suggestion  that  that  committee 
take  the  whole  matter  under  consideration  at  once,  and  that 
they  report  their  conclusions,  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  soon 
as  may  be.

Any  voter  who  declares  to  the  moderator, 
under  oath,  that  he  cannot  read,  or  that  because  of  blind- 
ness or  other  physical  disability  he  is  unable  to  mark  his 
ballot,  shall  upon  his  choice  and  request  receive  the  assist- 
ance of  either  of  the  election  officers  detailed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  moderator. 

"  'Such  officer  shall  certify  on  the  outside  of  the  ballot 
that  it  was  marked  with  his  assistance,  and  shall  thereafter 
give  no  information  concerning  the  same.  The  moderator 
or  such  one  of  the  election  officers  as  he  may  designate  shall 
administer  the  oath,  and  any  voter  who  shall  swear  falsely 
shall  be  guilty  of  perjury.

In  case  of  a  tie  vote,  or 
other  failure  to  elect  the  aforesaid  officers,  the  balloting 
may  be  continued  until  the  requisite  number  of  persons 
are  chosen.  Such  subsequent  balloting  shall  be  by  an  open 
ballot  in  the  same  manner  that  representatives  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  were  chosen  previous  to  1892,  and  in  such  case 
no  balloting  shall  be  begun  between  sunset  and  sunrise.'  '

1st.  Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  entire  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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Section  1.  All  property  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
state,  real  or  personal,  and  any  interest  therein,  whether 
belonging  to  inhabitants  of  the  state  or  not,  which  shall 
pass  by  will,  or  by  the  laws  regulating  intestate  succession, 
or  by  deed,  grant,  sale  or  gift,  made  or  intended  to  take 
effect  in  possession  or  enjoyment  after  the  death  of  the 
grantor,  absolutely  or  in  trust,  to  the  father,  mother,  hus- 
band, wife,  lineal  descendant,  adopted  child,  the  lineal  de- 
scendant of  any  adopted  child,  the  wife  or  widow  of  a  son 
or  the  husband  of  a  daughter,  of  a  decedent,  shall,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  be  subject  to  a  tax  of  1  per  cent, 
of  its  value  for  the  use  of  the  state;  and  administrators, 
executors,  and  trustees,  and  any  such  grantees  under  a  con- 
veyance made  during  the  grantor's  life  shall  be  liable  for 
such  taxes,  with  interest,  until  the  same  have  been  paid. 

Provided,  however,  that  no  property  so  passing  to  a  wife, 
child,  or  child  by  adoption,  shall  be  subject  to  said  tax  ex- 
cept as  to  the  excess  above  $20,000,  and  no  property  so  pass- 
ing to  a  father,  mother,  husband,  lineal  descendant  other 
than  a  child,  the  lineal  descendant  of  an  adopted  child,  the 
wife  or  widow  of  a  son,  or  the  husband  of  a  daughter  of  a 
decedent  shall  be  subject  to  such  tax,  except  as  to  the  excess 
above  $1,000. 

2d.  Amend  section  19  by  striking  out  the  entire  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

Sect.  19.  Securities  or  assets  belonging  to  the  estate  of 
a  deceased  non-resident  shall  not  be  delivered  or  trans- 
ferred to  a  foreign  executor,  administrator,  or  legal  repre- 
sentative of  said  decedent,  unless  such  executor,  administra- 
tor or  legal  representative  has  been  licensed  to  receive  such 
securities  or  assets  by  the  probate  court  without  serving 
notice  upon  the  state  treasurer  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
intended  delivery  or  transfer  seven  days  at  least  before  the 
time  of  such  delivery  or  transfer.  The  state  treasurer, 
either  personally  or  by  representative,  may  examine  such 
securities  or  assets  at  the  time  of  such  delivery  or  transfer.

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provisions  of  this  chapter,  such  tax  shall  be  paid  before  such 
delivery  or  transfer.  Failure  to  serve  such  notice  or  to 
allow  such  examination  or  delivery  or  transfer  of  such 
securities  or  assets  before  the  payment  of  such  tax  to  the 
state  treasurer  shall  render  the  person  or  corporation  mak- 
ing the  delivery  or  transfer  liable  in  an  action  brought  by 
the  state  treasurer  to  the  payment  of  the  tax  due  upon  said 
securities  or  assets. 

3d.  Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  in  the  third  line 
thereof  the  words  "brother,  sister."

Mr.  Lucier  of  Nashua,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  relating  to  the  liability  of  em- 
ployers to  employes  for  personal  injuries,  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment, 
and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass: 

Amend  section  3  by  striking  out  the  word  "thirty"  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  "sixty."

The  amount  of  compensation  receivable  under 
this  act,  in  cases  of  personal  injury,  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  four  thousand  dollars.  In  case  of  death,  compensa- 
tion in  lieu  thereof  may  be  recovered  in  not  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  no  action  for  the  recovery  of 
compensation  for  injury  or  death  under  this  act  shall  be 
maintained,  unless  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  cause  of 
injury  is  given  to  the  employer  within  sixty  days  and  the 
action  is  commenced  within  one  year  from  the  occurrence 
of  the  accident  causing  the  injury  or  death.  But  no  notice 
given  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  invalid  or  insufficient  solely  by  reason  of  any  inac- 
curacy in  stating  the  time,  place  or  cause  of  the  injury, 
provided  it  is  shown  that  there  was  no  intention  to  mislead, 
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and  that  the  party  entitled  to  notice  was  not  in  fact  misled 
thereby.

The  office  of  the  register  in  the 
Counties  of  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Rockingham 
shall  be  open  each  day  in  the  week  continuously,  except 
Saturdays  and  holidays,  from  nine  in  the  forenoon  until 
four  in  the  afternoon,  and  Saturdays  from  nine  in  the 
forenoon  until  one  in  the  afternoon.

Section  1.  Xo  sewage  from  any  town  or  village  system 
of  sewerage,  or  from  any  private  sewer,  or  from  any  cot- 
tage, hotel,  farmhouse,  boarding  house,  camp,  or  other 
abode,  or  from  any  privy,  stable  or  outbuilding,  shall  be 
allowed  to  enter  Lakes  Winnipesaukee  or  Paugus. 
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Sect.  2.  Nothing  from  any  closet  or  toilet  room  upon 
any  boat  or  structure  of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed  to  enter 
Winnipesaukee  lake  within  one-half  mile  of  any  public 
wharf  or  landing,  or  any  public  water  intake. 

Sect.  4.  No  sewage  or  deleterious  drainage  of  any  kind 
from  any  building  or  buildings,  and  no  animal  or  vegetable 
matter  or  vehicle  containing  or  having  contained  the  same, 
and  no  deleterious  matter  of  any  kind  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  waters  of  said  lakes  or  upon  the  bank  of  said  lakes, 
where  it  may  contaminate  the  waters  of  the  same,  excepting 
the  Wolfeboro  tributaries. 

Sect.  5.  Any  town  or  city  bordering  on  the  said  lakes 
shall  construct  such  sewerage  system  as  may  be  necessary 
to  relieve  any  village  or  residential  sections  so  that  the  in- 
habitants thereof  may  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  to  the  bill 
adopted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

"Whereas  said  bridge  impedes  navigation  over  public 
waters  over  and  through  which  the  public  have  a  right  to 
pass  and  repass  with  boats  for  the  carrying  of  persons  and 
freight,  as  well  as  for  boats  used  for  private  purposes  only, 
rendering  said  bridge  as  at  present  maintained  a  public 
nuisance ;  therefore 

"Resolved,  That  the  attorney-general,  in  behalf  of  the 
state,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized,  directed  and  empowered 
to  at  once  commence  proceedings  to  cause  said  bridge  to  be 
removed  or  rebuilt  so  that  said  nuisance  shall  be  abated 
and  the  rights  of  the  public  to  navigation  in  the  part  of 
said  lake  now  interfered  with  by  said  bridge  be  restored- 
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Said  attorney-general  to  take  such  proceedings  as  may  be 
necessary  so  that  the  rights  of  the  public  in  said  public 
waters  shall  not  be  restrained,  limited  or  abrogated. 
The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendments, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendments  were  adopted  and 
the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.)

to  the  superior  court  of  Hillsborough  County.  This  cor- 
poration, or  any  person  or  corporation,  whose  property  may 
be  affected  by  the  maintenance  of  said  dam,  may  file  such 
petition  to  determine  said  height ;  and  the  court,  after  rea- 
sonable notice  to  all  persons  interested,  shall,  unless  the 
parties  agree  upon  said  height,  refer  the  petition  to  a  board 
of  three  disinterested  engineers,  experienced  and  qualified 
in  hydraulic  construction,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  to 
determine  said  extreme  height. 

The  board  shall  give  such  notice  to  the  parties  as  shall 
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be  ordered  by  the  court;  shall  hear  the  parties  and  view 
the  premises  and  make  report  of  their  determination  to  the 
■court  with  all  reasonable  diligence;  and,  unless  just  and 
reasonable  cause  to  the  contrary  is  shown,  the  court  shall, 
after  due  notice  to  the  parties  appearing  in  the  case,  forth- 
with render  a  final  decree,  establishing  said  extreme  height 
as  determined  by  said  board. 

But  if  said  dam  as  constructed  in  accordance  with  said 
decree  shall  in  fact  cause  interference  or  do  damage  not 
otherwise  authorized  by  this  act.  said  decree  shall  not  op- 
erate to  deprive  any  person  or  corporation,  so  interfered 
with  or  damaged,  of  any  remedy  legal  or  equitable  which 
would  otherwise  exist. 

If  said  corporation  shall  not  within  five  years  after  the 
approval  of  this  act  commence  the  construction  of  said  dam. 
and  expend  thereon  at  least  $50,000,  then  this  act  shall  be 
void.

the  state  treasury,  and  for  whose  transportation  authority 
is  provided  in  section  2  of  this  act,  who  requests  for  himself 
or  another,  accepts  or  uses  any  free  pass  upon  a  steam  rail- 
road, or  any  ticket  which  entitles  him  to  transportation 
upon  a  steam  railroad,  for  which  he  has  paid  a  less  price 
than  is  demanded  of  the  public  generally,  and  an  officer, 
agent  or  employe  of  a  steam  railroad  corporation  who  know- 
ingly issues,  delivers  or  offers  to  any  person  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  or  to  or  for  any  other  person  at  the  request,  so- 
licitation or  procurement  of  any  such  person  a  free  pass  or 
any  ticket  which  entitles  him  to  transportation  at  a  less 
rate  of  fare  than  is  demanded  of  the  public  generally,  shall 
he  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred,  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

"Sect.  2.  The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  contract  prior  to  each  regular  and  extra  session  of  the 
■General  Court  for  the  steam  railroad  transportation  of  the 
members,  officers  and  employes  of  the  same ;  the  governor  is

also  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  contract  for  the 
transportation  of  the  salaried  state  officers,  appointed  by 
the  governor  and  council  or  elected  by  the  Legislature, 
whose  transportation  expenses  are  made,  by  statute,  a 
charge  upon  the  state  treasury,  during  their  respective 
terms  of  office. 

"Said  contract  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  state 
and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  upon, 
the  warrant  of  the  governor.  Such  payment  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  mileage  of  members  and  officers  of  the  General 
Court  now  provided  by  statute,  except  that  the  members 
and  officers  of  the  General  Court  who  reside  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  nearest  railroad  station  shall  each  receive 
twenty  cents  per  mile  for  their  travel  to  and  from  their 
homes  to  such  railroad  station  each  week  and  such  payment 
for  the  transportation  of  salaried  state  officers  shall  be  a 
full  discharge  of  the  state  for  all  transportation  expenses 
of  such  state  officers  on  steam  railroads.

aforesaid,  a  free  pass,  or  any  ticket  which  entitles  him  to

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special  committee  report. 

Mr.  Manning  of  Manchester,  for  the  special  committee 
appointed  under  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  morning  ses- 
sion January  8.  presented  the  following  report : 

The  special  committee  of  ten  appointed  by  the  Speaker, 
whose  duty  as  denned  in  the  resolution  by  virtue  of  which 
it  was  appointed,  was  as  follows : 

1.  To  ascertain  in  what  instances  has  a  forfeiture  of 
license  under  chapter  95  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  been  followed  by  an  acquittal  on  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  the  same  offense  on  which  the  license  was 
declared  forfeited. 

2.  To  ascertain  to  what  extent  the  right  of  trial  by  jury 
has  been  abridged  by  said  chapter  95,  Laws  of  1903,  and 
amendments  thereto. 

3.  To  ascertain  the  method  of  procedure  adopted  by  the 
board  of  license  commissioners  appointed  under  said  chap- 
ter, for  the  prosecution  of  offenses  under  the  same. 

4.  To  make  such  recommendations  relative  to  these  mat- 
ters as  in  their  opinion  would  be  conducive  to  the  interests 
of  the  state. 

Having  taken  testimony  and  received  such  information 
and  suggestions  as  interested  parties  saw  fit  to  proffer,  re- 
port as  follows : 

I.      RELATIVE   TO    ACQUITTALS  IN   CRIMINAL   PROCEEDINGS   FOL- 
LOWING FORFEITURES  OF  LICENSES. 

From  the  time  the  license  law  became  operative.  May  19, 
1903,  till  January  1,  1907,  the  commissioners  have  held  one 
hundred  and  five  hearings  on  complaints  for  alleged  viola- 
tions of  the  act,  and  in  consequence  have  revoked  eighty 
licenses,  twenty-five  of  the  complaints  having  been  dis- 
missed. Following  these  forfeitures  the  several  county  so- 
licitors have  secured  48  indictments  in  criminal  proceed- 
ings, and  convictions  in  16  instances.  In  10  instances  the 
respondents  have  been  acquitted.     It  is  impossible  to  de- 
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termine  accurately  whether  attempts  to  secure  indictments 
have  followed  all  the  eighty  forfeitures  or  not. 

In  hearings  before  the  commissioners,  the  question  of 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  license  act  is  determined 
by  ''the  balance  of  probabilities."'  according  to  the  rule  of 
proof  in  civil  actions;  while  in  criminal  proceedings  under 
an  indictment,  the  state  must  prove  its  case  "beyond  a  rea- 
sonable doubt."  Therefore,  no  proper  comparison  can  be 
made  between  the  results  following  hearings  before  the 
commissioners  and  convictions  on  criminal  proceedings  be- 
cause the  effect  of  the  identical  evidence  in  the  one  case 
may  be  entirely  different  in  the  other,  though  held  to  be 
just  as  true. 

II.  EXTENT    TO    WHICH   RIGHT    OF    TRIAL   BY    JURY    HAS   BEEN 

ABRIDGED  BY  THE  ACT  AND  AMENDMENTS. 

When  it  is  understood  that  the  state  may  prohibit  abso- 
lutely the  sale  of  liquor  without  impairing  the  constitu- 
tional rights  of  any  one.  it  becomes  apparent  that  it  may 
limit  the  sale  by  any  restrictions  or  conditions  deemed  ad- 
visable. The  power  to  prohibit  the  traffic  necessarily  in- 
cludes the  power  to  permit  it  under  such  arbitrary  restrict 
tions  as  may  amount  to  virtual  prohibition :  yet  no  consti- 
tutional guarantee  has  been  violated  for  none  has  existed 
in  the  premises.  The  privilege  of  sale  subject  to  revoca- 
tion and  forfeiture  of  license  fee  and  bond,  without  trial 
by  jury  has  been  given  and  may  be  enjoyed  on  that  condi- 
tion, but  no  right  has  been  abridged;  rather  a  privilege  has 
been  granted. 

Of  course,  in  criminal  proceedings  for  violation  of  the 
act,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  has  never  been  questioned. 

III.  METHODS   OP   PROCEDURE    ADOPTED   BY   THE    COMMISSION- 

ERS   FOR    PROSECUTION    OF    OFFENSES. 

The  commission  has  five  special  agents  who  travel  about 
each  in  his  special  district  or  elsewhere  when  specially  as- 
signed by  the  commissioners.     The  duty  of  these  agents  is 
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to  observe  the  workings  of  the  license  law,  investigate  re- 
ports and  complaints,  instruct  or  warn  licensees,  to  institute 
complaints  for  violations,  and.  generally  to  police  license 
territory  with  reference  to  the  license  act.  The  special 
agents  send  reports  weekly  to  the  commissioners  in  usual 
routine,  or  when  a  serious  matter  arises,  in  person,  at  once. 
Their  reports  are  kept  on  file  together  with  such  complaints, 
and  information  sent  by  city  marshals,  county  solicitors 
and  private  individuals.  Sometimes  anonymous  letters  of 
complaint  or  suggestion  are  received  by  the  commissioners. 

When  report  is  made  by  a  special  agent  that  the  hw  has 
been  violated,  the  agent  goes  over  the  facts  with  one  of  the 
commissioners,  and  if  the  complaint  appears  to  be  well 
grounded  a  formal  complaint  is  drawn.  Frequently  the 
matter  ends  without  any  formal  complaint  being  drawn 
or  the  facts  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  remaining 
commissioners.  When  a  formal  complaint  has  been  drawn, 
the  matter  is  seldom  discussed  with  the  other  commission- 
ers before  the  hearing.  Service  of  the  complaint  is  made 
upon  the  licensee,  who  is  given  five  or  ten  days'  notice  of 
the  hearing.  Usually  licensees  are  represented  by  counsel ; 
the  agent  making  the  complaint  acts  as  prosecuting  officer 
and  conducts  the  case  (as  a  part  of  the  duties  for  which 
he  receives  no  additional  compensation),  but  the  commis- 
sioners frequently  interrogate  the  witnesses ;  the  rules  of 
evidence  prevailing  in  the  trial  of  actions  at  law,  relative 
to  the  admission  of  testimony,  are  followed. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  commissioners  decide 
each  case  upon  its  merits  according  to  the  evidence  intro- 
duced at  the  hearing;  that  a  licensee's  record  is  not  used 
as  cumulative  evidence  against  him,  either  in  instituting  a 
complaint  or  in  determining  his  case;  that  while  mistakes 
may  be  made  they  are  such  errors  as  any  court  may  fall 
into  occasionally. 

In  many  instances  when  special  agents  have  called  atten- 
tention  to  minor  infractions  of  the  law,  the  licensee  is  called 
before  the  commissioners,  is  confronted  bv  the  as'ent  with 
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his  evidence,  and  is  given  a  chance  to  explain.  If  it  ap- 
pears that  the  violation  was  through  ignorance  or  trivial 
in  character,  the  licensee  is  warned  and  the  matter  closed 
at  once. 

After  the  commission  has  forfeited  the  license  its  duties 
in  the  premises  are  at  end.  as  both  the  collection  of  the 
bond  and  the  criminal  proceedings  against  the  violator  of 
the  law  pass  into  the  hands  of  other  officials. 

IV.      RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Your  committee  has  no  recommendations  to  make  in  the 
premises ;  it  believes  the  law  to  be  ably  and  conscientiously 
administered  by  the  commissioners,  and.  as  administered  by 
the  present  incumbents,  justifies  the  placing  of  such  judi- 
cial and  executive  functions  in  one  board.

An  act  to  provide  a  pension  for  firemen. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  in 
said  bill  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

Section  1.  Towns  and  cities  may  grant  pensions  to 
firemen  and  police  officers  and  constables  in  the  cases  and 
in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

Sect.  2.  Pensions  may  be  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  to  any  fireman,  police  officer  or  constable,  who, 
by  reason  of  permanent  disability  directly  incurred  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  a  fireman,  police  officer 
or  constable,  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  active  service  as 
such,  or  to  any  fireman,  police  officer  or  constable  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  has  served  faith- 
fully for  not  less  than  twenty-five  years  next  preceding  the 
reaching  of  said  age;  provided,  hoivever,  that  no  pension 
shall  be  granted  at  a  rate  exceeding  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum,  and  no  pension  shall  be  granted 
for  more  than  one  year  at  a  time. 

Sect.  3.  No  pension  as  herein  specified  shall  be  granted 
unless  upon  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  one  hundred 
registered  and  legal  voters  of  a  city,  and  not  less  than 
twenty-five  registered  and  legal  voters  of  a  town,  requesting 
that  the  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  of  such  city  or  town  at  the  next  bien- 
nial election,  filed  with  the  city  or  town  clerk  not  less  than 
sixty  days  before  said  biennial  election. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  ac- 
cepted by  any  city  or  town  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
preceding  section,  the  city  councils  of  such  city  or  the  se- 
lectmen of  such  town  shall  thereafter,  under  such  regula- 
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tions  and  restrictions  and  subject  to  such  provisions  as  they 
may  by  vote  or  ordinance  prescribe,  grant  pensions  as. 
herein  authorized. 

Sect.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Also  amend  the  title  to  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following:  " police  officers  and  constables." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  amendments.

An  act  for  the  protection  of  clams  in  Hampton  River. 

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  three 
words,  so  that  it  may  read,  "An  act  for  the  protection  of 
clams." 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
enacting  clause  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  A  town  may  at  an  annual  or  special  meet- 
ing by  major  vote  regulate  the  digging  of  clams  within  its 
limits  and  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  restricting 
the  sale  thereof  as  are  reasonable,  and  may  authorize  its 
municipal  officers  to  issue  permits  in  accordance  with  said 
regulations;  but  no  inhabitant  of  such  town  or  transient 
person  therein  shall  be  restricted  in  the  taking  of  clams  for 
the  consumption  of  himself  or  family. 

"This  section  shall  not  apply  to  hotel  keepers  taking 
clams  for  the  use  of  their  hotels,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  fisher- 
men resident  in  the  town  taking  clams  for  bait. 

"Sect.  2.  The  canning,  packing  and  barreling,  either 
fresh  or  in  salt,  and  the  digging  of  clams  for  shipment  out 
of  the  state  is  hereby  prohibited ;  but  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  barreling  of  clams  in  the  shell  for  consumption 
in  this  state. 
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"Sect.  3.  Whoever  takes  clams  contrary  to  municipal 
regulations  authorized  by  section  1  of  this  act,  or  whoever 
violates  section  2  of  this  act,  shall,  for  each  offense,  be 
fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  thirty  days.

ers shall  deem  right  and  proper,  but  no  person  shall  receive 
aid  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  unless  he  has  re- 
sided in  this  state  three  years  or  more  before  making  ap- 
plication for  such  aid;  and  no  person  shall,  while  receiv- 
ing aid  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  use  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  to  an  extent  which  will  render  him  incapable  of 
working  at  his  usual  occupation;  and  no  person  receiving 
aid  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  sell  any  ar- 
ticles furnished  him,  nor  exchange  them  for  intoxicating 
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liquors,  nor  share  any  such  aid  with  any  persons  other  than 
those  above  named  as  being  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  these 
provisions.  Any  person  receiving  aid  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  who  receives  a  pension  from  the  United 
States  government,  shall,  while  receiving  such  aid,  apply 
the  pension  to  the  support  of  himself  and  dependent  fam- 
ily, and  shall,  when  requested,  furnish  to  the  county  com- 
missioners satisfactory  proof  that  such  pension  has  been 
so  applied.  Any  person  applying  for  such  aid  shall,  when 
requested,  furnish  to  the  county  commissioners  a  certificate 
of  a  reputable  physician,  residing  in  the  county  in  which 
he  lives,  as  to  any  incapacity  on  his  part  to  perform  man- 
ual labor.

All  moneys  re- 
ceived from  such  sales  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treas- 
ury, and  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  amount  received  from 
such  sales  during  the  year  is  hereby  annually  appropriated 
for  the  library,  in  addition  to  appropriations  now  author- 
ized by  law,  to  be  expended,  under  the  direction  of  the 
trustees,  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts,  and  other  docu- 
ments for  the  library."

That  any  town  or  legally  organized  precinct 
within  the  state,  whenever  by  majority  vote  of  all  the  legal 
voters  of  said  town  or  precinct,  at  a  regular  meeting,  or  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  at  a  duly  notified  special  meeting  of  said 
voters,  they  shall  vote  to  do  so,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  construct,  manage,  maintain  and  own  suit- 
able water  works,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  into,  and 
distributing  through,  any  portions  of  said  towns  or  pre- 
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cincts  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  in  subterranean  pipes, 
for  extinguishing  fires  and  for  the  use  of  its  citizens  and 
others,  and  for  such  other  public,  private  and  mechanical 
purposes  as  said  town  or  precinct  may  from  time  to  time 
authorize  and  direct ;  and  for  that  purpose  may  take,  pur- 
chase and  hold,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  any  real  or  per- 
sonal estate,  and  any  rights  therein,  and  water-rights,  and 
do  all  other  things  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  to  excavate  and  dig  canals  and 
ditches  in  any  street,  place,  square,  passage-way,  highway, 
common,  or  other  land  or  place,  over  or  through  which  it 
may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  building,  con- 
structing and  extending  said  water  works,  and  may  relay, 
change,  enlarge,  and  extend  the  same  from  time  to  time, 
whenever  said  towns  or  precincts  shall  deem  necessary,  and 
repair  the  same  at  pleasure,  having  due  regard  for  the  safety 
and  welfare  of  its  citizens  and  security  of  the  public  travel. 

Amend  section  8  by  striking  out  in  the  third  line  thereof 
after  the  word  "health,"  the  words  "and  the  Fire  Insur- 
ance Underwriters,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows :

to  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  of  each  year,  and  then 
with  shotguns  only,  using  buckshot  not  smaller  than  one 
fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  except  within  the  limits  of 
Carroll.  Coos  and  Grafton  counties. 

"  'Nothing  in  the  foregoing  shall  be  construed  to  deprive 
any  person  of  his  right  at  any  time  to  protect  his  property 
by  the  use  of  shotguns  against  the  depredation  of  deer, 
but  any  person  so  killing  them  during  the  closed  season 
shall  immediately  notify  the  fish  and  game  commissioners 
to  this  effect  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
for  failing  to  do  so.' 

"Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage,  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  or 
effect  existing  legislation  relating  to  the  Blue  Mountain 
Forest  Association." 

Mr.  Tilton  of  Lacoma  moved  that  the  House  non-concur 
in  the  amendment  and  ask  for  a  committee  of  conference. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee 
Messrs.  Tilton  of  Lacoma,  Lamprey  of  Hampton  and  Pease 
of  Holderness.

An  act  to  amend  section  8  of  chapter  160  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  relative  to  the  conduct  of  passengers  and  others  on 
railroad  trains,  electric  cars  and  in  waiting  rooms,  and  sec- 
tion 29  of  said  chapter  160,  as  amended  in  chapter  2  of  the 
Laws  of  1897.  in  relation  to  railroad  police  officers. 
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The  bill  in  its  new  draft  was  read  a  first  and  second  time 
and  ordered  by  the  Speaker  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  reference  to  the  committee  dispensed  with. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  rules  were  further 
suspended  and  the  bill  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  its  title  and  passage  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent 
to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Baker  of  Bow  moved  that  House  bill  No.  255,  en- 
titled "An  act  empowering  towns  and  cities  to  build  and 
maintain  public  wharves  and  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,"  be  taken  from  the  table. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  bill  was  laid  upon 
the  table  and  made  a  special  order  for  Thursday,  April  4, 
at  11.20  o'clock. 

Mr.  Baker  of  Bow  offered  the  following  concurrent  reso- 
lution : 

Whereas,  In  section  17  of  chapter  100  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1883,  being  part  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  provid- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  railroad  corporations  by  gen- 
eral law,"  it  is  provided  "That  the  rates  for  fares  and 
freights  existing  August  1,  1883.  shall  not  be  increased  on 
any  part  of  the  roads  so  leased  or  united,  and  the  decrease 
in  the  operating  expenses  consequent  upon  the  leasing  or 
uniting  of  any  roads  shall  be  met  from  time  to  time  by  a 
reasonable  and  just  reduction  of  fares  and  freights,  and 

Whereas.  It  is  enacted  in  section  17  of  chapter  5  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  1889,  being  part  of  "An  act  amending 
chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883.  and  authorizing  certain 
railroad  corporations  to  form  corporate  unions  and  to  make 
contracts  of  lease, ' '  that  ' '  The  rates  for  fares  and  freights 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  be 
increased  on  the  roads  leased  or  united  under  it,  and  the 
decrease  in  the  operating  expenses  consequent  upon  the 
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leasing  or  uniting  of  any  roads  shall  be  met  from  time  to 
time  by  a  reasonable  and  just  reduction  of  fares  and 
freights,"  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  by  section  42  of  chapter  156  of 
the  Public  Statutes  of  New  Hampshire,  that  ' '  The  rates  for 
fares  and  freights  upon  and  over  a  railroad  leased  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  upon  or  over  a  railroad 
passing  into  the  possession  of  a  new  corporation  formed  by 
a  union  of  two  or  more  corporations,  shall  not  be  increased 
above  the  rates  that  were  in  existence  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  July,  1889 ;  and  a  reasonable  and  just  reduction  of 
rates  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  decrease 
in  operating  expenses  occasioned  by  a  lease  or  union,"  and 

Whereas,  The  railroad  commissioners  of  this  state  in 
their  annual  report  for  the  twelve  months  ending  June  30, 
1903,  on  page  12  of  their  said  report  say,  "There  has  been 
no  advance  in  regular  passenger  fares  in  New  Hampshire, 
and  but  slight  changes  in  excursion  rates.  Some  increases 
have  been  made  in  certain  classes  of  local  freights  upon  the 
Boston  and  Maine,  as  follows : 

"Lumber  and  other  forest  products,  $2.00  per  car; 
granite,  $0.10  per  ton;  brick,  $0.20  per  M. ;  ice,  $0.10  per 
ton;  sand,  $0.10  per  cubic  yard;  manure,  $2.00  per  car; 
general  merchandise,  $0.20  per  ton." 

Therefore,  Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives 
(the  Senate  concurring).  That  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners be,  and  hereby  is  directed  to  make  careful  and 
thorough  investigation  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  regard  to 
any  increase  of  rates  of  fare  or  freight  by  any  of  the  rail- 
roads of  or  doing  business  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
and  especially  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  there  has-been 
any  increase  in  passenger  fares  or  in  the  rate  for  freights 
on  or  by  any  railroad  or  railroads  leased  or  united  under 
any  of  the  statutes  of  this  state,  or  on  or  by  any  railroad 
which  operates  any  railroad  leased  or  united  under  said 
statutes,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Legislature  not  later  than 
the  15th  day  of  January,  1909; 
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First.  Whether  or  not  there  was  any  increase  of  rates  for 
passengers  or  freights  on  any  of  the  railroads  of  or  doing 
business  in  this  state  between  1883  and  the  24th  day  of  July, 
1889,  and  if  there  was  any  such  increase  to  state  fully  what 
it  was  and  upon  what  railroads  such  increase  of  rates  was 
made  and  the  amount  collected  by  each  therefrom. 

Second.  Whether  or  not  there  has  been  any  increase  of 
passenger  or  freight  rates  on  any  of  the  railroads  of  this 
state  or  any  railroad  doing  business  in  this  state  since  the 
24th  day  of  July,  1889,  and  especially  whether  or  not  there 
has  been  any  increase  in  any  of  the  passenger  or  freight 
rates  of  or  on  any  railroad  in  this  state  leased  to  or  united 
with  another  railroad  of  this  or  any  other  state  since  the 
said  24th  day  of  July,  1889,  and  if  the  commission  shall 
find  that  there  has  been  any  increase  in  such  rates  to  specify 
upon  what  railroad  or  railroads  such  increased  passenger 
or  freight  rates  have  been  collected,  the  amount  collected 
by  or  upon  each  railroad  and  upon  what  freights  the  rates 
have  been  increased. 

Third.  The  rates  for  passengers  and  freights  on  each 
railroad  of  this  state,  or  doing  business  in  this  state,  on 
the  24th  day  of  July,  1889,  and  the  rates  for  passengers 
and  freights  of  each  railroad  of  this  state,  or  doing  business 
therein  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1909. 

Fourth.  To  report  any  reduction  of  passenger  or  freight 
rates  on  any  railroad  in  the  state  consequent  upon  the 
leasing  or  uniting  of  any  such  roads. 

Fifth.  Any  other  facts  which  may  be  ascertained  which 
shall  pertain  to  the  rights  of  the  people  in  connection  with 
the  operation  of  steam  or  electric  railroads  in  this  state. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 

Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill  moved  that  the  resolution  be 
laid  upon  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Nason  of  Dover  at  6.33  o'clock  the 
House  adjourned.

The  bill  was  then  passed  and  sent  to  the  secretary  of 
state  to  be  engrossed. 

An  act  to  incorporate  the  Stratham  Water  Company. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Emery  of  Stratham,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  its  title. 

The  bill  was  then  passed  and  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state 
to  be  engrossed. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  amending  chapter  79  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1901,  and  chapter  38  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1905,  referring  to  fish  and  game. 

Read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for 
concurrence. 

Mr.  O'Neill  of  Walpole  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  that  House  bill  No.  376,  entitled  "An  act  to 
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create  a  voting  precinct  in  the  town  of  Walpole,"  be  taken 
up  for  consideration.

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

The  third  reading  being  in  order,  Mr.  Buffum  of  Win- 
chester moved  that  the  vote  whereby  House  bill  No.  539, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  armories  for  the  cities  of 
Nashua  and  Concord."  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  be 
reconsidered.

"Sect.  3.  That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  funds  in  the  state  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the 
erection  of  a  bridge  and  the  creation  of  a  highway  over  the 
Androscoggin  river  in  the  town  of  Dummer  at  the  foot  of 
Pontuck  Falls.  The  appropriation  called  for  by  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  appropriation  for  the  per- 
manent improvement  of  highways  made  by  section  10,  chap- 
ter 35,  Laws  of  1905. 

"Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars 
($1600)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
repair  of  that  section  of  the  Berlin  road,  so  called,  in  the 
town  of  Errol,  running  from  a  point  opposite  the  house  of 
the  late  L.  H.  Grover  alongside  the  Androscoggin  river  to 
the  north  line  of  Cambridge  and  in  the  Thirteen-mile  woods, 
so  called,  in  the  town  of  Errol.  The  appropriation  called 
for  by  this  section  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  appropriation 
for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways  made  by  sec- 
tion 10,  chapter  35,  Laws  of  1905." 

Further  amend  by  adding  the  following  new  section,  to 
be  known  as  section  5. 

"Sect.  5.     That  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  be

and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase  and  equipment 
of  the  armory  property  in  the  City  of  Nashua,  now  owned 
by  the  Nashua  Armory  Association  for  the  use  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  now  located  in  said  city;  and  the  Governor 
and  Council  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  said  purchase 
in  the  name  of  the  state  and  to  take  all  action  necessary  to 
properly  equip  the  same.

under  their  direction.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  said 
sum  shall  be  paid  by  said  state  on  January  15.  1908,  and 
the  balance  of  said  sum  on  May  1.

Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time  ? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  appeared  to  prevail. 

Mr.  Thyng  of  New  Hampton  called  for  a  division. 

Division  being  had  the  vote  was  declared  manifestly  in 
the  negative. 

Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  highway  between  Ken- 
sington town  line  and  the  main  road  in  Seabrook,  located 
in  the  towns  of  Seabrook  and  Hampton  Falls. 

The  joint  resolution  was  read  a  first  time. 

The  cjuestion  being. 

Shall  the  joint  resolution  be  read  a  second  time? 

Mr.  Hammond  of  Winchester  moved  that  the  joint  reso- 
lution be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  affirmative  appeared  to  prevail. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Kensington  called  for  a  division. 

Division  being  had,  the  vote  was  declared  manifestly  in 
the  affirmative. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  bill,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which 
amendments  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives : 

An  act  providing  for  the  transportation  of  school  chil- 
dren on  street  railroads. 

Amend  by  striking  out  section  2  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

"Such  rate  shall  not  exceed  one-half  the  regular  rate 
charged  for  other  passengers  travelling  over  the  same  por- 
tion of  the  road.  Tickets  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  sold  in  lots  of  ten." 

Further  amend  by  adding  the  following  section : 
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"Sect.  3.  Any  street  railway  violating  the  provisions 
of  section  2  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  $200  for  each  and 
every  offense. 

"Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage."

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting 
the  following: 

"Sect.  1.  Walter  I.  Lee,  George  H.  Adams,  D.  B.  Ken- 
iston,  Edwin  B.  Pike,  Herbert  E.  Smith  and  Edward  K. 
Wood  worth,  and  their  associates  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of 
the  White  Mountain  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  telephone  and 
telegraph  company,  possessing  powers  as  herein  specified 
and  having  its  principal  place  of  business  within  this  state 
at  Plymouth  in  the  County  of  Grafton." 

Amend  section  3  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

"Sect.  3.  Said  corporation  is  further  authorized  and 
empowered  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  or  other  convey- 
ance the  property  and  franchises  (including  locations  for 
poles  and  wires)  of  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the 
same  or  similar  lines  of  business,  and  to  pay  for  the  same 
in  cash  or  stock  or  both,  in  such  amounts  and  upon  such 
other  terms  as  may  be  accepted  by  such  other  corporation 
by  a  majority  vote  of  its  stockholders  at  a  duly  called  meet- 
ing; and  such  other  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to 
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lease,  sell,  or  otherwise  convey  its  property  and  franchises 
as  aforesaid  to  said  White  Mountain  Telephone  &  Tele- 
graph Company,  subject  to  the  foregoing  provisions  as  to 
terms  of  sale.  In  case  any  stockholder  of  such  lessor  or 
vendor  corporation  shall  dissent  from  such  lease,  sale,  or 
conveyance,  the  stock  of  such  dissenting  stockholder  may 
be  acquired  by  the  lessor  or  vendor  corporation  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  is  provided  by  chapter 
156  of  the  Public  Statutes  in  the  case  of  dissent  of  stock- 
holders from  railroad  leases." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Garland  of  Conway,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  amendments. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  granted 
the  request  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  a  commit- 
tee of  conference  in  relation  to  the  Senate  amendments  to 
House  bill  No.  508,  entitled  "An  act  amending  chapter  79, 
Session  Laws  of  1901,  relating  to  fish  and  game;"  and  the 
President  had  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Kimball  and  Marden. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted 
to  recede  from  its  amendment  to  section  1  of  said  bill,  and 
had  voted  to  adopt  the  amendment  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Conference. 

The  Committee  on  Conference  upon  a  non-concurrence 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
amendment  of  the  Senate  to  the  following  entitled  House 
bill,  "An  act  amending  chapter  79,  Session  Laws  of  1901, 
relating  to  fish  and  game, ' '  reported  the  same  with  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  following  amendment  be  adopted : 

Amend  section  1  of  said  Senate  amendment  by  striking 
out  in  the  fifth  line  of  said  section  after  the  word  "Car- 
roll" the  words  "and  Grafton,"  inserting  after  the  word 
"Coos"  in  the  same  line  the  word  "and,"  inserting  in  the 
seventh  line  of  said  section  1  after  the  word  "year"  the 
words  "or  within  the  limits  of  the  County  of  Grafton,  ex- 
cept from  the  first  day  of  November  to  the  fifteenth  day  of 
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December  of  each  year,"  so  that  said  section  1  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  Amend  section  16  of  chapter  79,  Session 
Laws  of  1901.  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

"  'Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  hunt,  catch,  kill  or  de- 
stroy any  deer  within  the  limits  of  Coos  and  Carroll  coun- 
ties, except  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the  first  day  of 
December  of  each  year,  or  within  the  limits  of  the  County 
of  Grafton,  except  from  the  first  day  of  November  to  the 
fifteenth  day  of  December  of  each  year,  or  within  the  limits 
of  the  counties  of  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merri- 
mack, Belknap.  Strafford  and  Rockingham,  except  from  the 
first  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  of  each  year,  and  then 
with  shotguns  only,  using  buckshot  not  smaller  than  one 
fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  except  within  the  limits  of 
Carroll,  Coos  and  Grafton  counties. 

"  'Nothing  in  the  foregoing  shall  be  construed  to  de- 
prive any  person  of  his  right  at  any  time  to  protect  his 
property  by  the  use  of  shotguns  against  the  depredation 
of  deer,  but  any  person  so  killing  them  during  the  closed 
season  shall  immediately  notify  the  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners of  this  fact,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars ($100)  for  failure  to  do  so.'  "

That,  "Whereas,  A  species  of  shark,  commonly  known 
as  dog  fish,  has  become  so  numerous  along  our  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  coasts  that  it  is  a  menace  directly  to  the  fishing 
industry  of  our  state,  and  through  this  indirectly  to  the 
public  at  large,  both  of  the  state  and  of  the  nation;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  before  Congress  a  bill 
which  promises  to  bring  some  measure  of  relief  from  this 
enemy  to  the  fisheries  and  particularly  the  establishment  of 
new  industries  based  upon  the  destruction  of  the  dog  fish 
and  other  sharks  and  converting  those  into  fertilizer,  oil, 
leather  and  other  valuable  material ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Court  of  New  Hampshire 
favors  such  legislation. 

Resolved,  That  properly  attested  copies  of  these  resolu- 
tions be  sent  to  each  of  the  senators  and  representatives 
from  New  Hampshire  in  Congress. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 
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Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  moved  that  the  House 
adjourn,  but  subsequently  withdrew  his  motion. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of- 
fered by  Mr.  Lamprey  of  Hampton. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Clement  of  Nashua  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  report 
forthwith  to  the  House,  House  bill  No.  501,  entitled  "An 
act  to  establish  a  normal  school. ' ' 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 

Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  moved  that  the  House 
adjourn. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of- 
fered by  Mr.  Clement  of  Nashua, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  declared  adopted. 

Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  called  for  a  division. 

Division  being  had,  96  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirmative 
and  5  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  a  quorum  of  the 
House  not  being  present,  at  7  o'clock  the  House  was  de- 
clared adjourned.

Division  being  had,  12  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  98  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  a  quorum 
of  the  House  not  being  present,  at  7.03  o'clock  the  House 
was  declared  adjourned.

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill, 
with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  it 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

An  act  for  the  protection  of  smelt  in  Hampton  river. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  adding  after  the  word 
" river"  the  following  words,  "and  other  waters." 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  section  1 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  of  the  year 
take  or  catch  with  a  seine,  weir  or  net  any  of  the  fish  called 
smelt  in  the  waters  or  tributaries  of  Hampton  river,  Great 
bay  or  Greenland  bay,  or  their  creeks  or  tributaries. ' ' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Emery  of  Stratham,  the  House  refused 
to  concur  in  the  amendments. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  granted 
the  request  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  a  committee 
of  conference  in  relation  to  the  Senate  amendments  to  a 
Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  John  K.  Law  and  others  and 
the  President  had  appointed  as  members  of  such  commit- 
tee on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Boutwell  and  Roby. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  having  re- 
called from  the  secretary  of  state  and  amended  Senate 
bill  No.  28,  entitled  "An  act  prohibiting  the  deposit  of 
sewage  in  Winnipesaukee  lake  or  its  tributary  waters," 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment : 

Amend  section  4  of  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof, 
after  the  word  "tributaries,"  the  following:  "And  fur- 
ther, that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  or 
affect  any  manufacturing  industry,  or  the  property  of  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  used  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, in  the  town  of  Meredith. ' ' 

Mr.  Hurd  of  Manchester  moved  that  the  House  concur  in 
the  amendment. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  concur, 
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(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Bresnahan  of  Wolfeboro  called  for  a  division. 

Division  being  had,  64  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirmative 
and  182  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  House 
refused  to  concur  in  the  amendment. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bill,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of 
which  amendments  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of 
Representatives : 

An  act  to  extend  the  duties  of  boards  of  health  and  to 
provide  for  the  sanitary  conduct  of  barber  shops. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

"Section  1.  Boards  of  health  of  towns  and  cities  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  promulgate  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  barber  shops : 

"Barber  shops  or  places  where  the  trade  is  carried  on 
shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

' '  Mugs,  shaving  brushes  and  razors  shall  be  sterilized  by 
immersion  in  boiling  water  or  some  sterilizing  solution 
after  every  separate  use  thereof. 

"A  clean  towel  shall  be  used  for  each  person. 

"Alum,  or  other  material,  used  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood, 
shall  be  used  only  in  powdered  form. 

' '  The  use  of  powder  puffs  and  sponges  is  prohibited. 

' '  Every  barber  shop  shall  be  provided  with  hot  water. 

"No  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  sleep  in  any 
room  used  wholly  or  in  part  for  tonsorial  purposes,  nor 
shall  the  business  of  a  barber  be  carried  on  in  any  room 
used  as  a  sleeping  apartment. 

' '  Every  barber  shall  cleanse  his  hands  thoroughly  imme- 
diately after  serving  each  customer. 

"Sect.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  herein,  or  any  other  rules  and  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  boards  of  health  for  the  protection

of  the  public  health  in  barber  shops,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

"Sect.  3.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  boards  of  health  in  the  several  towns 
and  cities  to  regularly  inspect  all  barber  shops  and  prose- 
cute such  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
come  or  be  brought  to  their  notice. 

"Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage." 

Also  amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  word 
"conduct"  therein  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"management." 

Mr.  Wilkinson  of  Fremont  moved  that  the  House  non- 
concur in  the  amendments. 

Mr.  Benton  of  Keene  moved  that  the  House  concur  in  the 
amendments. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  concur, 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  House  concurred  in  the  amend- 
ments. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  passed 
a  bill  with  the  following  title,  in  the  passage  of  which  it 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  35,  Laws  of  1905,  pro- 
viding for  the  construction  of  three  state  highways  from 
the  Massachusetts  state  line  to  the  White  Mountain  region. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baker  of  Bow,  the  bill  was  indefinitely 
postponed.

Mr.  Benton  of  Keene  moved  the  previous  question,  but 
subsequently  withdrew  his  motion. 

(Discussion  ensued. ) 

Mr.  Benton  of  Keene  renewed  his  motion  for  the  pre- 
vious question. 

The  question  being, 

Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  question  being-, 

Shall  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amendment  sent  down 
by  the  Honorable  Senate  with  the  amendment  offered  by 
Mr.  Kimball  of  Gilford,  prevail? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Plummer  of  Laconia  moved  that  the  House  concur 
in  the  amendment  sent  down  by  the  Honorable  Senate. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Kimball  of  Gilford  called  for  a  division. 

Division  being  had,  the  vote  was  declared  to  be  mani- 
festly in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Kimball  of  Gilford  insisted  on  the  vote  being  de- 
clared, and  248  gentlemen  having  voted  in  the  affirmative 
and  twelve  gentlemen  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  mo- 
tion to  concur  prevailed.

MESSAGE   FROM    THE  SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  receded  from  its  amendments  to  a 
Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  John  K.  Law  and  others,  as 
recommended  by  the  Committee  of  Conference  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives,  and  had  agreed  to  the 
adoption  of  the  amendments  to  said  joint  resolution  pro- 
posed by  said  committee,  and  herewith  transmitted  the  re- 
port of  said  committee. 

The  Committee  of  Conference  upon  the  non-concurrence 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  certain 
amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the  following  joint  resolution. 
"Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  John  K.  Law  and  others," 
report  the  same,  with  a  recommendation  that  the  Senate  re- 
cede from  its  position  as  to  the  following  amendments : 

That  Harlan  C.  Pearson,  Fred  Leighton,  George  W. 
Fowler,  Winfred  D.  Davis,  Henry  H.  Metcalf,  Allan  H. 
Robinson,  George  W.  Downing,  I.  Eugene  Keeler,  Edward 
J.  Gallagher  and  Frank  M.  Shackford  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  each;  that  John  K.  Law  and

William  H.  Weston  be  allowed  the  sum  of  four  dollars 
each;  that  Edward  M.  Nason  be  allowed  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars;  that  George  W.  Lowry  and  Samuel  A. 
Clay  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  each ;  that 
Henry  G.  Durrell  and  S.  S.  Ford  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each;  that  James  Loughlin  and  Edgar  H. 
Calvert  be  allowed  the  sum  of  ninety-seven  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  each;  that  Rev.  Joseph  E.  Robins,  Albert  P.  Davis, 
George  A.  Rainville,  Walter  J.  A.  Ward,  William  E. 
Thayer,  George  H.  Brigham,  Porter  Crane,  Howard  0. 
Nelson,  James  H.  Brown,  William  W.  Critchett  and  Morris 
T.  Clement  be  allowed  the  sum  of  three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  each ;  that  Richard  P.  Burke.  Frank  A.  Willey,  Ar- 
thur F.  Bickford,  Harry  J.  A.  Robinson.  Harold  L.  Davis 
and  Bernard  W.  Care}'  be  allowed  the  further  sum  of  two 
dollars  each ; 

Also  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments  appro- 
priating to  Michael  F.  Shea,  John  F.  Gallagher,  John  A. 
Connolly,  Thomas  F.  Riordan,  Owen  Kenney,  2d,  Tim- 
othy F.  Horan,  John  F.  Murphy  and  Martin  Connor  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each,  said  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  being  hereinafter  provided 
for  to  the  amount  of  seventy-five  dollars  each,  for  expenses 
incurred  in  maintaining  their  rights  severally  to  seats  in 
the  House  of  Representatives ;  and  also  that  the  Senate  re- 
cede from  its  amendment  appropriating  to  George  W.  Par- 
sons the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  said  Parsons  be- 
ing hereinafter  provided  for  to  the  amount  of  seventy-five 
dollars. 

Section  2,  added  by  the  Senate  to  said  joint  resolution  is 
amended  by  inserting  the  word  "thereby"  in  the  fifth  line 
of  said  section  after  the  word  "and." 

And  the  committee  recommends  that  the  Senate  recede 
from  its  position  as  to  appropriating  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars to  the  Industrial  School  in  said  section,  the  sum  of 
twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  being  herein- 
after appropriated  for  said  school. 
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The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  Senate  re- 
cede from  its  position  as  to  sections  3  and  4  of  said  joint 
resolution,  which  said  sections  were  inserted  by  the  Senate, 
and  that  said  sections  be  struck  out  altogether  from  said 
joint  resolution,  said  sections  being  as  follows : 

"Sect.  3.  That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  funds  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  erec- 
tion of  a  bridge  and  creation  of  a  highway  over  the  Andros- 
coggin river  in  the  town  of  Dummer,  at  the  foot  of  Pontuck 
falls.  The  appropriation  called  for  by  this  section  shall 
be  a  charge  upon  the  appropriation  for  the  permanent  im- 
provement of  highways  made  by  section  10,  chapter  35, 
Laws  of  1905. 

"Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars 
($1600)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
repair  of  that  section  of  the  Berlin  road,  so  called,  in  the 
town  of  Errol  running  from  a  point  opposite  the  house  of 
the  late  L.  H.  Grover  alongside  the  Androscoggin  river  and 
in  the  Thirteen-mile  woods,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Errol." 

The  appropriation  called  for  by  this  section  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  the  appropriation  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  highways  made  by  section  10,  chapter  35,  Laws  of 
1905. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  Senate  re- 
cede from  its  position  as  to  section  5  of  the  joint  resolution 
proposed  by  the  Senate,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Strike  out  in  the  first  line  of  said  section  the  words 
"thirty  thousand"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred."  Also  strike  out 
in  the  second  line  of  said  section  the  words  "and  equip- 
ment" and  insert  after  the  word  "property"  in  the  third 
line  of  said  section  the  words  "and  its  equipment."  Also 
strike  out  in  the  sixth  line  after  the  word  "state"  the 
words  "and  to  take  action  necessary  to  properly  equip  the 
same."  Also  strike  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  the  seventh, 
tenth,  eighteenth,  and  twenty-first  lines  of  said  section  and 
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insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  "fourteen."  Also  strike 
out  the  words  "thirty  thousand"  in  the  twelfth  line  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "twenty-seven  thousand 
five  hundred,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

"Sect.  5.  That  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  armory  property  and  its  equipment  in  the  City 
of  Nashua,  now  owned  by  the  Nashua  Armory  Association, 
for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  now  located  in  said  city ; 
and  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
said  purchase  in  the  name  of  the  state.  Fourteen  thousand 
dollars  of  said  sum  shall  be  paid  by  said  state  on  January 
15,  1908,  and  the  balance  of  said  sum  on  May  1,  1909,  and 
upon  the  payment  of  the  first  fourteen  thousand  dollars  as 
above  stipulated,  the  governor  and  council  shall  contract 
for  the  purchase  of  said  property.  That  the  sum  of 
twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing and  equipping  an  armory  in  the  City  of  Concord  for 
the  use  of  the  National  Guard  located  in  said  city,  and  the 
governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  all 
necessary  contracts  for  plans  for  construction,  completion 
and  equipment  of  the  same,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under 
their  direction.  Fourteen  thousand  dollars  of  said  sum 
shall  be  paid  by  said  state  on  January  15,  1908,  and  the 
balance  of  said  sum  on  May  1,  1909.  And  upon  the  payment 
of  the  first  fourteen  thousand  dollars  as  above  stipulated, 
the  governor  and  council  shall  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  building.  When  said  armories  shall  have  been 
purchased,  completed  and  equipped,  the  governor  and 
council  shall  make  all  necessary  and  needful  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  management  of  the  same. 

"The  governor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  said  sum  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. " 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  following 
amendments  be  adopted : 
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Amend  the  joint  resolution  by  inserting  the  words  "Sec- 
tion 1"  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof. 

Further  amend  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  joint  reso- 
lution the  following:  "that  Harrie  M.  Young,  clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  L.  Ashton  Thorp,  clerk  of 
the  Senate,  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  each;  that  Martin  W.  Fitzpatrick,  assistant  clerk 
of  the  Senate,  and  Arthur  A.  Tyler,  assistant  clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred ($100)  each;  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in 
addition  to  the  regular  standing  appropriation  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  governor  and  council  for  each  of  the  years  nineteen 
hundred  and  seven  and  nineteen  hundred  and  eight ;  that 
Leon  D.  Hurd,  messenger  for  the  governor  and  council,  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty  dollars 
($380)." 

Further  amend  by  adding  the  following:  "that  Loren 
S.  Richardson,  extra  janitor,  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  ($200).  as  salary;  that  the  Republican 
state  committee  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50) 
for  rent ;  that  Edson  C.  Eastman  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  eighteen  cents 
($225.18)  ;  that  Walter  L.  Jenks  &  Company  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  four  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents  ($4.35)  ;  that 
George  E.  Carter  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents  ($165.85)  ;  that 
Thomas  B.  Donnelly  be  allowed  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars 
and  ninety-two  cents  ($16.92)  ;  that  J.  M.  Stewart  &  Sons 
Company  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  three

"That  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  and  equipping  an  armory  in  the  City 
of  Concord  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard  located  in 
said  city;  and  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  plans  for  construc- 
tion, completion  and  equipment  of  the  same,  said  sum  to  be 
expended  under  their  direction.  Fourteen  thousand  dol- 
lars of  said  sum  shall  be  paid  by  said  state  on  January  15, 
1908,  and  the  balance  of  said  sum  on  May  1,  1909,  and 
upon  payment  of  the  first  fourteen  thousand  dollars  as 
above  stipulated  the  governor  and  council  shall  contract  for 
the  construction  of  said  building. 

"When  said  armories  shall  have  been  purchased,  com- 
pleted and  equipped,  the  governor  shall  make  all  neces- 
sary and  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  same. 

"The  governor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  said  sum  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. ' '

The  report  was  accepted,  and  im- 
mediately His  Excellency  Charles  M.  Floyd,  governor,  ap- 
peared before  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  delivered 
the  following  message :
